Buffalo.  Nov.  20.— The  sound  of 
carpenter's  hammers  was  the  only  noise 
that  broke  the  silence  in  the  Lehigh 
Valley  yards  at  William  street  last 
night.  A  frame  building  in  the  vicinity 
was  being  lapidly  constructed  so  as  to 
serve  as  a  boarding  and  lodging  house 
for  the  men  who  will  today  take  the 
places  of  the  strikers.  On  the  ground 
floor  carpenters  were  busy  last  night 
constructing  tables  and  benches  and 
transforming  the  room  mto  a  dining  hall. 
Cots  were  placed  on  the  second  floor  and 
today  the  place  will  be  ready  to  accom- 
modate a  large  number  of  men. 

Only  thirty-one  cars  of  freight  were 
moved  in  the  Lehigh  yards  >esterday. 
Of  this  number  sixteen  were  loaded  with 
stock  and  fifteen  with  dressed  beef. 
These  cars  were  caught  in  the  yards 
when  the  strike  was  declared,  and  as 
they  could  not  be  forwarded  over  the 
Lehigh  tracks,  one  car  was  delivered  to 
the  Erie  anrl  thirty  to  the  New  York 
Central  tor  shipment.  The  stock  and 
meat  were  switched  out  by  Engine  No. 
616  and  was  the  only  freignt  moved  in 
the  yards  Sunday.  Last  evening  Engine 
No.  563  was  engaged  in  the  Scott  street 
vard  making  up  and  handling  passenger 
trains,  which,  except  that  they  were  late, 
were  running  as  usual. 

The  striking  men  remained  away  from 
the  yards  and  were  remarkably  quiet 
and  orderly.  There  is  little  tear  ot  vio- 
lence as  the  men  are  cool  and  have  not 
jumped  into  the  matter  hastily.  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  federated  system  of 
this  division  of  the  Lehigh  held  a  quiet 
conference  last  night  at  East  Buffalo. 
Every  man  present  was  peaceably  in- 
clined and  no  threats  of  violence  were 
made.  The  session  was  a  secret  one, 
but  the  men  declared  to  reporters  that 
'hey  were  anxious  to  have  the  public 
know  of  their  stand  in  the  matter. 

"We  are  all  American  citizens,"  said 
one  of  the  leaders,  "and  we  propose  to 
maintain  order  at  this  end.  Because  we 
are  on  a  strike  does  not  mean 
that  we  should  resort  to  destruction  of 
life  or  property.  But  we  declare  posi- 
tively that  we  will  stand  bv  the  men  all 
over  the  road  until  this  thing  is  settled." 
The  u 'f  s governing  employes  as  sign ed 
bv  Virc  President  Voorhees  and  forward- 
ed to  General  Superintendent  R.  H.  W  il- 
bur  last  August,  were  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed and  It  was  unanimously  agreed 
that  the  rules  had  been  of  little  use. 
Mr,  Voorhees'  statement  made  recently 
to  the  effect  that  the  agreement  "wasn't 
worth  the  paper  it  was  written  on,"  was 
considered  more  serious  than  he  might 
think.  Employes  didn't  propose  to  be 
laughed  at.  "He  says,"  declared  the 
men  "that  when  he  signed  them  they  ap- 
plied to  Philadelphia  &  Reading '  em- 
ployes.    That  don  t  go." 

Resolutions  emphatically  condemning 
the  violation  of  these  rules  and  the 
agreement  were  adopted.  Some  of  them 
declare  the  men  w^re  totally  ignored, 
and  the  others  might  just  as  well  have 
been. 

It  IS  not  likely,  according  to  a  local 
brotherhood  official,  that  the  men  on  the 
other  lines  running  out  ot  Buffdlo  will 
be  called  out  until  it  shall  be  more  neces- 
sary than  appears  at  present.  It  is  as- 
serted that  by  tonight  the  entire  Lehigh 
system  will  be  effectually  tied  up  without 
the  aid  of  the  men  on  the  other  lines  out 
of  this  city.  There  appears  to  be  litile 
doubt,  however,  that  the  strike  will 
spread,  and  possibly  take  in  a  large  ter- 
ritory. 

Said  Mr.  Olmstead,  who  is  at  the  head 
of  the  local  management  of  the  strike 
and  who  represents  the  engineers:  "I 
think  it  most  likely  that  the  men  who 
will  next  be  called  out  will  be  those  on 
the  Lackawanna  and  the  Central,  of  New 
Jtirsey.  To  take  the  men  out  on  those 
two  systems  would  effectively  cripple  the 
Lehigh  at  the  most  important  and  largest 
terminal  points.  The  men  on  other  lines 
will  follow,  it  is  likely,  if  it  becomes 
necessary  for  them  to  go  out." 

Mr,  Olmstead  was  asked  what  may  be 
the  reault  it  other  lines  attempt  to 
handle  the  Lehigh's  freight;  if  the  engi- 
neers on  the  Lake  Shore,  for  instance, 
would  refuse  to  handle  it. 

"Well  that  is  a  knotty  question,  which, 
considering  the  Ann  Arbor-Michigan 
Central  decision,  I  cannot  definitely 
answer.  In  the  Michigan  ease  the  court 
held  that  it  was  against  the  law  for  the 
men  on  one  road  to  go  on  strike  to  help 
the  men  on  another,  and  that  it  was  con- 
spiracy. An  appeal  from  that  decision 
IS  still  undecided.  In  the  present  in- 
stance, I  expect  ihat  the  men  on  other 
lines  than  the  Lehigh  will  go  out  it 
necessary.  They  will  simply  quit  work. 
They  need  not  necessarily  declare  a 
strike." 

It  is  said  that  the  local  officers  of  the 
Lehigh  yesterday  consulted  with  the 
other  local  lines  and  requested  that  thev 
help  the  Lehigh  out  by  transferring  and 
forwarding  such  freight  as  it  may  have 
at  this  terminal  and  connections.  It  was 
reported  last  night  that  all  the  lines  re- 
fused to  handle  the  freight  excepting  the 
New  York  Central.  It  is  understood 
that  the  declining  roads  gave  as  a  reason 
for  their  refusal  a  desire  to  avoid  trouble 
and  to  prevent  the  ordering  out  of  any 
of  their  men. 

Considerable  anxiety  is  expressed 
among  railroad  men.  When  the  switch- 
men had  their  wrestle  with  the  Reading 
m  1892  the  brotherhoods  refused  to  assist 
thetn  by  ordering  out  the  engineers  pn- 
marily  and  the  other  train  hands  secunc- 
arilv. 

This  action  created  a  bitter  feeling 
among  the  switchmen  and  to 
the     Tukewarness      of       the       brother- 


*  oods  the  switchmen  attributed  their 
d  .feat.  The  strikers,  however,  do  not 
expect  that  the  switchmen  will  embrace 
the  present  opportunity  to  retaliate. 

A  brotherhood  man  said  last  evening 
that  he  does  not  believe  the  switchmen 
will  in  any  way  interfere  in  the  strike 
but  will  let  the  affair  alone;  that  they 
will  do  the  work  which  properly  belongs 
to  them  and  will  refuse  to  act  as  firenu-n 
or  to  handle  Lehigh  freight  on  the  other 
lines.  If  they  do  help  out  the  Lehigh 
they  will  violate  both  the  rules  of  their 
union  and  the  oath  they  took  when  they 
became  members  of  it. 

The  ordering  out  of  telegraph  oper- 
ators is  regarded  by  the  trainmen  as  a 
strong  point  in  their  favor  and  will 
greatly  hamper  the  Lehigh  in  its  efforts 
to  operate  the  system  with  new  men. 

The  Lehigh  has  made  a  formal  request 
of  Sheriff  Beck  to  provide  a  sufficit  nt 
number  of  deputy  sheriffs  to  protect  the 
company's  men  and  employes. 

Gen.  Doyle,  representing  the  Lehit'h 
and  Sheriff  Beck,  called  on  Police  Siip- 
erintendent  Chambers  this  m  )rning. 
Gen.  Doyle  said  he  did  not  anticipate 
any  great  trouble,  but  wanted  to  be  p-e- 
p^red  to  check  any  bieich  of  the  pea<:e. 
Sheriff  Beck  had  a  conference  with  Mr! 
Chambers.,  but  what  transpired  could  not 
be  learned.  It  was  stated  at  police 
headquarters  that  a  car  load  of  non-unim 
workmen  would  arrive  here  from  the 
East  this  morning.  The  police  say  they 
are  ready  for  any  emergenccy  should 
there  be  trouble  w  th  the  strikers  at  this 
end  of  the  road.  A  Lehigh  official,  who 
was  seen  this  morning,  admitted  that  ihe 
road  was  practically  tied  up  from  end  to 
end,  but  he  had  confidence  that  the  co.n- 
pany  would  soon  be  able  to  move  trains.

One  reason  for  believing 
the  Lehigh  strike  will  be  a  serious  stri'g- 
gle  15  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  railway  labor orgamzaticns 
they  are  acting  as  a  federate  body,  .^t 
the  brotherhood  headquarters  yes-terdiy 
the  force  was  busy  getting  out  circulars 
to  be  sent  to  all  lodges  in  the 
country,  notifying  them  of  the  strike 
and  putting  firemen  on  guard  against 
unwittingly  aiding  the  Lehigh  company 
to  fill  the  places  of  the  srikin?  firemen. 
Mr.  Sargent  said  tht  feeling  of  indigia- 
tion  ot  organized  labor  would  likely 
cause  the  strike  to  spread  if  it  be  long 
continued.  It  was  simply  a  contest  lor 
the  recognition  of  organized  labor  and 
no  question  of  wages  nor  anv  grievance 
about  which  there  might  be  two  opini(.ns 
is  involved.  The  vote  of  the  firemen  on 
the  Lehigh  system  was  425  for  a  strike 
to  32  against  a  strike,  Mr.  Sargent  l^ft 
last  night  for  St.  Louis,  where  the  en.'i- 
neers  and  firemen  have  a  grievance  with 
the  St.  Louis  Bridge  &  Tunnel   railroad.

Reading,  Pa.,  Nov.  20.  —It  was  stated 
"^•■ethat  idle  engineers  and  trainmen  on 
the  Reading  system  are  being  given  the 
tip  and  that  two  left  here  for  Bethlehem 
thii  morning.

London,  Nov.  20,— There  was  some 
abatement  yesterday  a  ternoon  in  the 
great  siorin  that  swept  over  these 
isla.ids.  Tiie  lull  was  very  brief,  and 
then  the  gile  was  renewed  with  seem- 
ingly increased  fury.  Vessels  are  arriv- 
ing hourly  at  Dover  and  many  of  th.m 
report  narrow  escapes  from  wreck. 
Many  steamers  have  reached  Dover 
with  their  smokestacks  gone.  1  he 
channel  stuamer  from  Calais,  due  at 
Dover  last  right,  had  not  arrived  at  11 
o'clock  ih's  morning.  A  heavv  snowiall 
IS  reported  in  some  parts  of  the  country. 
A  train  left  Saflfron  Waiden,  in  Essex,  at 
8  o'clock  tnis  morning  bound  for  Haver- 
hill. It  got  stuck  in  the  snow  at  Baitlow, 
and  hnciing  it  impossi^ile  to  proceed,  re- 
turned to  Safifron-Walden,  The  snow 
lies  in  drifts  twelve  feet  deep  on  the  rail- 
way. 

As  the  day  progresses  reports  of 
wrecks  and  loss  of  life  come  in  from  the 
coast  towns  and  villages  with  which  tele- 
graphic communication  has  not  been  cut 
off.  It  ii  feared  that  the  loss  of  life  will 
be  greater  than  in  any  storm  of  recent 
years.  A  spar  bearing  the  name  Moray 
has  come  asiiore  at  band  End,  Barff- 
shire.  TLis  is  taken  now  to  confirm  the 
report  that  tie  Moray  was  lost  off  that 
place  during  the  gale  of  Friday  night. 
There  is  now  scarcely  a  doubt  that  her 
entire  crew  ot  fiif  en  persons  was 
drowned.  The  Electro  has  foundered  in 
the  North  sea  near  Heligolaud.  Her 
passengers  and  crew  were  saved.  Eight 
hshing  smacis  from  Hattings  are  miss- 
ing and  it  is  fe.ired  that  they  were  not 
able  to  ride  out  the  storm. 

The  4:45  express  train  from  London 
for  Cambridge  was  snowed  in  yesterday 
morning  near  Rovston,  One  hundred 
men  worked  all  day  io.ng  in  digging  out 
the  train.  Soow  plows  had  gone  out  in 
advance  of  tue  train  and  they  too  were 
imbedded  in  the  drifts  Towards  ni^ht 
the  track  was  sufficiently  clear  for  the 
train  to  proc-jed.  All  went  well  until 
Harstoii  was  reached,  where  the  tr.iin 
stuck  again.  The  passengers  then  aban- 
doned It. 

Mrs.  Eyre,  a  local  carrier  of  Small ey 
was  found  tioad  in  the  snow  yesterday 
on  the  road  to  Derby,  to  which  place  she 
had  started  to  walk  Saturday.  Many 
3rn*i.ks  are  missing  from  Yarmouth. 
The  sbip  Sa.muel  Landann  has  foun- 
dered in  Lynn  channel.  Five  of  her 
crew  were  drowned. 

The  British  steamer  River  Gary  has 
gone  down  cff  Dubar,  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Firth  of  Forih.  It  is  feared  that  all 
on  board  of  her  were  drowned.  One 
body  has  been  washed  ashore.  Two 
large  vessels  are  ashore  at  Dungeness, 
on  the  English  channel.  A  three-mas'ed 
vessel  is  ashore  in  the  Dover  roads.  A 
ciispatch  from  Hyihe,  on  the  Engl  sh 
channel,  elei^en  miles  southwest  of 
Dover,  siates  that  a  three-masted  vessel 
foundered  off  that  place  todiiy.  A  pirt 
of  the  crew  took  to  the  small  boats,  but 
before  they  had  got  far  from  the  vessel  ihe 
boats  were  iwamped  and  all  in  them 
were  drowned.  When  the  vessel  sunk 
her  topmasts  stood  above  the  water 
Nine  men  could  be  seen  for  hours  cling- 
ing to  the  upper  rigging  with  the  water 
sweeping  over  them.  Ihe  vessel  was  :oo 
far  off  Shore  for  a  rocket  to  reach  he*- 
and  It  W(ju!d  bave  been  ^oo]i^h  to  have 
attempted  to  get  a  life  boat  through  the 
surf  that  was  pounding  with  terrinc  roar 
upon  the  beach.  There  is  scarcely  a 
chance  that  a  single  man  in  the  rigging 
will  get  ashore  alive.  In  fact,  some  ot 
ihcm  have  already  been  swept  off  into 
the  sea. 

The  schooner  Wick  Lassies  ran  on 
on  the  rocks  off  Wintcrton,  Norfolk,  and 
oecame  a  total  wreck.  Every  soul 
aboard  of  her  perished.  Ihree  ships 
are  ashore  between  Dymchurch  aid 
Roaney.onthe  English  channel.  Dis- 
tress signal;}  were  thrown  up  by  the 
stranded  vessels,  but  no  assist- 
ance could  be  rendered  from  the 
shore.  The  Dungeness  lile  sav- 
ing crew  tried  to  get  their 
boat  afloat,  but  they  were  swamped  and 
thrown  into  the  sea.  Their  cork  jack>its 
saved  them  from  drowning.  The  whole 
Kentish  coast  is  strewn  with  wrecks  of 
large  and  small  vessels  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that,  aside  from  those  heard  of 
many  otoers  have  been  wrecked  at 
places  remotij  from  telegraphic  com- 
munication. The  maritime underwritvjrs 
will  sustain  heavy  losses  from  the  stoim 


TARIFF  CHANGES. 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  Favoi-  a  Much 
Higher  Tax  on  Whisky. 

Washington,  Nov.  20.— In  the  tariff 
bill,  which  is  to  be  ready  for  pul>lic  in- 
Lo58  speclion  Nov.  27  (as  stated  in  th.;se  dis- 
patches ten  days  ago)  no  changes  will  be 
made  in  the  existing  internal  revenue 
laws,  unless  some  increase  is  made  in 
the  whisky  tax.  The  rate  of  increase 
has  not  been  decided  upon  and  depends 
somewhat  upon  the  estimates  of  the 
treasury  department  for  the  amount  of 
revenue  needed  and  the  rate  which  is 
fixed  upon  finally  for  the  income  tax 

Several  members  of  the  ways  and' 
means  committee  think  that  incr;ase  of  I 
ten  cents  a  gallon  on  whiskey,  which  wi.l 
add  $10,000,000  annually  to  the  re\  enues 
will  be  sufTficient.  There  are  otheis,how- 
ever,  who  favor  a  much  higher  rate  and 
who  say  that  the  tax  untimately  itav  be 
placed  not  less  than  $1.20  a  galior   ' 

No  change  will  be  made  in  the  tax  on 
beer,  on  manufactured  tobacco  or  on 
cigars.  There  has  been  a  disposition  to 
increase  the  cigar  tax  from  $3  to  ^5  per 
thousand,  I  ui  'he  manufacturers  hive  re- 
sisted It  str  ■ni.,.usly  and  the  committee 
believe  thai  it  .vill  not  be  neces.sary  with 
the  increase  oi.  w>>isky  and  the  revenue 
from  the  'lio.ine  laK.  There  will  prcb- 
ably  be  a  re  Jucti  jn  in  the  customs  dutv 
on  Sumatra  tobacco,  which  is  now  §2  oh 
unstemined  and  $2.75  on  stemmed.  The 
comniititje  < on  idcr  this  rate  excessive 
and  Will  probab  y  reduce  it  from  ;o 
cents  to  <si  per  pound.

A  Great  Work  of  Enterprise. 
The  Herald's  dispatches  the  other  day 
told  of  the  completion  of  the  Manchester 
ship  canal.  This  is  a  work  of  vast  im- 
portance; and  Its  construction  has  been 
attended  with  much  diticulty,  owing  to 
the  cost  being  largely  in  excess  of  the 
estimates.  It  is  thirty-five  miles  long 
and  cost  in  all  not  far  from  $75,000,000, 
though  the  contract  was  originally 
let  to  Thomas  A.  Walker  for  a  lump 
sum  of  $27,7^0.000,  including  the  con- 
struction of  the  docks  at  Manchester, 
Eastham,  etc. 

But  the  canal  is  well    worth    the    mil- 
lions which  have  been    expended    upon 
its  construction.     Ocean  steamers  draw- 
ing twenty-six  feet  of  water  can  go  right 
up  to  the  Manchester  docks  and    unload 
cotton  or    any    other    commodities    de- 
manded by  the  great    industries    of  that 
capital  of  cotton    spinning.    The    canal 
has  been  several   years    in  the    making, 
and    the    enterprise     had    its  inception 
from  the  determination  of  the   Manches- 
ter manufacturers  that    they    could    no 
longer  endure   railroad    rates.     As    they 
could  not  take  Manchester  to    the   sea, 
they  determined  to  bring  the  sea  to  Man- 
chester, thereby    getting    the    benefic  of 
water  rates.     The  rail  rates  from    Liver- 
pool to  Manchester  on  cotton    today  are 
about  S3.40  per  ton,  while  the  canal  rate 
will  be  $1.75. 

Most  of  the  capital  of  the  caual  com- 
pany was  raised  in  Manchester,  which  is 
a  city  of  500,000  inhabitants,  and  the 
completion  of  the  canal  marks  an  im- 
portant era  in  that  city's  history.  Its 
example  should  be  an  incentive  to  other 
cities  that  are  suffering  from  railroad 
monopoly  to  do  likewise  and  secure  the 
benefit  of  water  rates.

This  is  a  mighty  and  gratifying  ex- 
ample of  progress  that  many  people 
here  can  appreciate  without  the  aid  of 
any  statistics.  The  evidence  is  before 
them.  But  equal  y  interesting  are  the 
figures  showing  the  growth  ot  the  street 
railway  interest  in  all  sections  of  the 
country — the  present  tine  systems  being 
the  result  of  development  covering  a 
period  nf  about  forty-five  years.  Ac- 
cording t..  tne  statistics  presented  at  Mil- 
waukee, the  mileage  of  the  street  rail- 
ways of  the  United  States  now  aggre- 
gates about  14,030.  There  are  now 
over  7000  miles  of  electric  road,  about 
5000  miles  of  road  operated  with  horses, 
about  1000  miles  of  cable  road  and 
something  like  500  miles  of  road  oper- 
ated by  steam.  The  development  of  the 
electric  railroad  has  been  remarkable. 
Only  three  years  ago  the  mileage  of  such 
roads  w.*^  i^>'.f 

Vbe    :  of    the    roads   fully 

equipped  tor  business  was  probably  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $600,000,000.  The 
cost  of  electric  railways,  fully  equipped 
averages  roughly  about  $30,000  per  mile 
of  track  length;  that  of  horse  railroads  is 
approximitely  the  same;  while  that  of 
cable  roads  is  about  §185,000,  The  pas- 
senger traffic  of  the  street  railways  is 
many  times  that  of  the  steam  railroads. 
It  is  estimated  that  4,000,000,000  people 
were  earned  by  the  street  rail  ways  of  the 
United  Statts  during  i8gi.  According 
to  Poor's  Manual  the  number  of  passen- 
gers carried  by  the  steam  railroads  dur- 
ing i8q2  aggregated  573.769.678. 

Coffee  Drinking's  Effect. 

The  people  of   the  United   States   last 
year    consumed    640,000,000    pounds  of 
coffee,  which  was   an    average    of    over 
fifty  pounds   to   the    family.    Comment- 
ing upon  this  fact,   the   St.   Louis    Star- 
Sayings  asserts  that  although  coffee    is 
often  an  excellent  drink  for    persons    of 
peculiar  temperament,  there    is    hardly 
room    tor    a    reasonable   doubt   that  its 
strong  action  on  the  nervous  system  pro- 
duces frequent  reactions.     A  person  who 
is  not  in  the  habit  of  drinking  it  may   be 
kept  awake  all  night  by  a   single  cup  of 
black  coffee  prepared  as  the  French  pre- 
pare it.     Although"it  IS  classed  with   the 
narcotics,  it  is  to  some  a  stronger  stimu- 
lant   than    any    reasonable    amount    of 
brandy  would  be.    As  coffee  does  not  in- 
toxicate at  all,  this  strong    effect    it  has 
on    sensitive    nerves    is  very    generally 
overlooked.

A  Few  Pertinent  Remarks. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

There  has  been    considerable    discus- 
sion lately  in  the  newspapers  with  refer- 
ence to  the  building  of  a  system  of  water- 
works by  the  city.     It  seems  that   in  the 
discussion  there  is  a    disposition    to  dis- 
cuss only  one  phase  of  the    subject    and 
that  is  (apparently)    the    building    of    a 
"system  of  waterworks  from  nowhere  to 
some   indefinite    point    down    the    lake 
shore,"  with  the    sole  object    of    forcing 
the  present  company  to  give  their  works 
away  to  the  city.     In  all   this   discussion 
the  most  vital  point    to    the  taxpayer  is 
lost  sight  of— the  revenue  or  production 
powv»r  of  the  proposed  system   of    water- 
works.      For        illustration        let        us 
assume      that      the        proposed      s)s 
tem  will   cost    $1,000,000,     (it    has  been 
stated  the  cost  would  be   somewhere  be- 
tween $750,000  and   $1,500,000,    where   is 
the  revenue  coming   from  to  pav  the  an- 
nual interest  charge   of  $50,000.     Mind 
you  the  annual    charge    is   fixed  for    all 
time,  irrespective  whether  the  works  are 
ever  completed    or    not.  In  addition    to 
this,  we    have    the    operating    expense, 
which  we  will  assume  for  the  present   to 
be  $25,000  more.     Now,    Mr.    Editor,    is 
there  any  one  connected    with    the    city 
government  who    can    intelligently  give 
us  an    idea    of    where    the    revenue    is 
coming      from      to     meet    this    annual 
expense     of    $75,000.       Let    our      city 
council  instruct  the    proper    officials    to 
prepare  an  estimate  of  the   receipts  and 
expenses  (including  interest)  of   the  pro- 
posed system    so    that    we    may    know 
where  we  are  at.    During  the   past    few 
years  the  citv  has  suffered   untold  losses 
by  the  mistakes  of   their    inexperienced 
officials.     If  I  am  correctly  informed  the 
only  information  we  have  on  the  subject 
was  prepared  by  Engineer  Keating,  who 
remained     with    us    only    a    few    short 
morths,  hardly  long   enough  to    get    ac- 
quainted,     let      alone     prepare     plans, 
estimates,  etc.,  for    a   system   of    water- 
works which    must    be    ot    such     mag- 
nitude    as     the     great     growth     of  this 
city      will      demand.       Let      the      city 
c  )uncil  handle  the  question  in  a  straight- 
forward, business  manner.     They  are  all 
business  men  and  can  be  relied  upon  to 
look   after   the   taxpayers'  interests.      I 
understand    Engineer    Reed  never  had 
any  practical  experience  in  the  construc- 
tion of  water  works.     1  therefore  suggest 
the  council  call   in   some  expert  in  busi- 
ness of  this  kind  and  let  him  go  over  the 
whole    uuestion    m    all    its  phases,   the 
practicability,   the    desirability    and  the 
feasibility    of    the    city    constructing    a 
$1,000,000  plant   at  the  present  time,  and 
let     them      secure    a     gentleman      ot 
such      character      and       ability      who 
will   make   up  his  report  from  personal 
investigation  and  examination    and   not 
through  or    from  suggestions   furnished 
him  by  officials  of  the  departments  whose 
sole  and  only  object  is  in  furthering  their 
own  self-education  at  the  expense  of  the 
general    tax-payer.     We    also   want    to 
know  if,  when  the   proposed    system    is 
constructed  whether  or  not  the    property 
owners  along   the  lines    of    the   present 
water  system  are  to  be   taxed    for    their 
proportionate  share  of  the  cost.     This  is 
a  subject  upon  which    we    canr.ot    have 
too  much  light    thrown,  and    I    for    one 
would  be  glad  to  see  a  full,  free  and  fair 
discussion  of   the  whole    subject    before 
any  decisive  action  is  taken,

WILL  REMAIN  HERE. 


ftev.  E.  M.  Noyes  Will  Continue  as  Pastor  ot 
the  Congregational  Church. 
Rev.  E.  M.  Xoyes  will  not  leave  his 
Duiuth  congregation  and  accept  the  call 
to  the  pastorate  of  the  Central  Congre- 
gational church  of  J  unaica  Plains,  near 
Boston. 

In  the  remarks  to  his  congregation 
yesterdiy  morning  Mr.  Noyes  said  that 
he  had  no  right  to  de-^ert  this  post  for 
another  until  it  is  made  plain  that  He 
who  has  placed  him  here  has  sent  him 
elsewhere.  He  spoke  about  the  anxiety 
of  this  congregation  to  have  him  remain, 
revewed  the  struggles  ot  the  congrega- 
tior.  in  erecting  its  present  place  ol  wor- 
ship and  said  that  he  could  not  bring 
himself  to  desert  in  the  hour  of  their 
need  those  who  have  been  taiihful  to 
him  both  in  his  public  service  and  in  his 
private  griefs.  In  closing  Mr.  Noyes 
said: 

"The  path  of  dutv  is  clear  and  plain. 
In  announcing  this  decision  I  have  two 
requests  to  make.  First,  that  my  salary 
be  reduced  by  the  sura  of  S330  a  year.  I 
made  this  request  last  J  inuary  and  you 
refused  to  grant  it.  1  think  t  am  in  a 
position  now  t.  .It-mand  that  you  accede 
to  it. 

"The  other  ic  jaest  is  one  which  you 
have  already  promised  to  grant  in  the 
resuliitions  adopted  at  a  recent  mid-week 
meeting,  namely:  that  1  shall  have  the 
support  and  co-operation  of  every  mem- 
ber of  the  church. 

"I  on  my  part  pledge  you  anew  my 
most  loyal  service.  Do  not  imagine  be- 
cause I  have  put  this  matter  upon  the 
plane  of  duty  that  I  renew  my  work  here 
with  any  longing  backward  looks  toward 
the  Atlantic  coast.  No  church  could 
ever  be  so  dear  to  me  as  this;  no  held 
more  attractive."

blank  paper  placed  on  her  lap  with  Mr. 
Humphreys  hands  resting  on  it,  appeared 
covered  with  writing  when  the  curtain 
was  again  thrown  back.  When  asked 
what  took  place  in  the  cabinet  he  said  it 
would  be  impossible  for  him  to  tell. 

A  tight-htting  wooden  box  was  next 
placed  over  the  lady.  .A  handkerchief 
placed  near  her  neck  was  drawn  through 
and  thrown  out  of  a  hole  in  front.  Writ- 
ing material  was  placed  at  this  hole  and 
messages  were  written  on  the  paper.  All 
this  time  .Miss  Fay's  fastenings  were  to 
all  appearance  perfectly  secure.

This  is  his  first  appearance  with  .\Iiss  Fay 
and  in  fact  is  said  to  be  the  first  time  he 
has  ever  given  a  stage  exhibition. 

Tonight  Miss  Fay  will  give  another 
exhibition  devoted  more  particularly  to 
materializing.  Professor  Randolph  will 
also  continue  his  sleight-of-hand  work.

New  York,  Nov.  20.— Henry  Clews 
says  in  his  weekly  financial  report  that 
in  the  absence  of  important  visible  fac- 
tors Wall  street  is  on  the  lookout  for  new 
elements  affecting  prices.  The  "bulls" 
have  found  some  support,  during  the 
week,  in  the  improving  earnings  of  the 
railroads,  the  symptoms  of  a  steady  re- 
covery in  business,  the  growing  plethora 
ot  money,  and  the  prospect  ot  an  early 
completion  of  the  plans  for  reconstruct 
ing  the  finances  ot  some  of  the  great 
bankrupt  railroads.  The  "bears"  are 
availing  themselves  of  the  lull  in  specu- 
lation for  forcing  a  reaction  from  the  re- 
cent advance  in  prices,  but  with  onlv 
moderate  success,  their  great  obstacle 
being  the  facility  for  carrying  stocks 
that  is  afforded  by  the  abundancy  of 
money. 

For  the    moment,  hcftvever,  the   condi- 
tions of  chief  interest    center    at   Wash- 
ington.    Among  these  are  the   prospects 
of  tariff  legislation  and  of   measures    re- 
lating   to    the    currency.     So   far  as  re- 
spects the  former,  broad  indications    are 
now  forthcoming  as  to  the  general  scope 
of  the  changes  of  duties  contemplated  by 
the  committee  on  ways  and  means;    and 
they  may  be  regarded  as  being  of    a  dis- 
tinctly   assuring    character.     When  the 
committee  reports,  the  public  verdict    is 
likely    to  be  that  the  changes  are  much 
less  radical  than  has  been   generally  an- 
ticipated.    Considering  that  the  existing 
duties  upon  very  large   amounts  of    im- 
ported goods  exceed  the  strict    require- 
ments of    protection,  and    that   most  in- 
dustries will        receive      important 
advantages        from        putting        their 
raw    materials    upon     the    free    list,   it 
may  be  conceded  that  the  net  result  to  the 
manufacturer  from  the  proposed  changes 
of  duty  will  be  much   less   serious    than 
has  been  generally  expected.   And  when 
to  this  fact  is  added  the  further  one,  that 
already  the  prices  of    raw   material    are 
declining  and  that  wages  have  fallen  and 
are  likely  to  do  so   still   more    generally 
during    the    winter,    we    have  a  distinct 
basis  for  a  hope  that   the    new  light  thus 
thrown  upon  the  situation  may  soon  lead 
to    more    or    less   resumption   of    work 
among  our  now  stagnant  industries. 

Wall  street  naturally  attaches  a  special 
importance  to  the  matter  of  currency 
legislation.  It  is  generally  conceded 
that,  as  the  suspension  of  silver  pur 
chases  involves  a  large  stoppage  of  new 
supplies  of  money,  there  is  an  imperative 
necessity  of  providing  without  delay 
some  other  form  of  circulation  to  fill  t'ae 
gap.

The  system  of 
bond  guarantee  has  compelled  a  contrac- 
tion of  the  issues  to  less  than  half  ih-ir 
foriner  volume,  and  the  oft-repeated  sug- 
gestion of  authorizing  the  banks  to  pui 
out  notes  up  to  the  par  value  of  the 
bonds  is  an  inducement  altogether  too 
small  to  bring  out  any  appreciable  in 
crease  in  this  form  of  circulaiion.  If  ii 
be  suggested  that  the  system  of  bond 
guarantee  be  enlarged  or  some  more 
elastic  form  of  protection,  the  proposal 
encounters  the  well-nigh  conclusive  oh 
jection  that  the  powerful  opinions  and 
prejudices  against  such  a  radical  change 
of  the  national  system  would  in  all  prob- 
ability be  found  to  defeat  that  resort  for 
relief.  Under  these  circumstances,  the 
proposal  to  permit  the  issue  of  notes  by 
the  state  banks  may  receive  a  more  or 
less  serious  consideration  at  the  hands  of 
congress.  Unquestionably,  the  state 
banks,  with  their  $300,000,000  of  capital, 
constitute  a  source  of  note  currency  of 
some  importance.  The  thing  to  be  de-

supplied  could  be  secured  in  such  a  way 
as  to  adequately  protect  the  noteholders 
and  insure  their  circulating  always  at 
par.  That  is  riiallv  the  central  question 
in  this  problem,  and  Wall  street  seems 
disposed  to  wait  for  what  congress  has  to 
propose  on  this  point  before  determining 
its  verdict  upon  the  subject  of  state  bank 
uott  s. 

The  stock  market  is  in  a  waiting  atti- 
tude. For  the  present  the  bears  have 
gained  an  ascendency  which  they  seem 
disinclined  to  relinquish.  The  tendency 
towards  lower  prices  has  met  with  no 
resistance  from,  layje  holders;  partly 
bec.iuse  some  a'r^  willing  to  see  lower 
prices,  and  pardy  because  others  are 
unprepared  for  any  aggressive  move- 
ment upwards.  Wall  street  has  not  yet 
entirely  lost  the  pessimism  which  the 
late  panic  created  in  the  business  world. 
Commerce  and  industry  are  reviving, 
how  ever,  but  the  improvement  thus  far 
is  perhaps  greater  in  tone  than  in 
volume.  Moreover,  the  close  of  the  year 
is  approaching,  previous  to  which 
theie  IS  always  a  period  of  stock  taking 
and  introspecticm  that  is  unfavorable  to 
the  consideraticiH  of  new  enterprises.  In 
the  mercantile  world  the  usual  inactivity 
belonging  to  November  and  December 
IS  being  aggravated  by  the  late  panic, 
and  recovery  is  delayed  by  an  exaggerat- 
ed lear  of  tarifif  revision. 

The  trade  balance  of  October  was 
lari.ely  in  our  favor,  exports  having  ex- 
ceeded imports  by  $36,000,000.  In  No- 
vember, thus  far,  there  has  been  a  simi- 
lar preponderance  of  exports.  Under 
ordinary  circumstances  we  ought  there 
lore  to  be  importing  gold  freely,  as  was 
expected  a  few  weeksago,  but  only  small 
arrivals  of  specie  have  been  reported, 
and  the  exchanj^e  market  is  still  adverse 
to  any  imports  of  consequence.  From 
'  ur  own  standpoint,  however,  the  situ- 
atio  1  is  steadily  improving.  If  the  after 
effects  of  panic  are  visible  in  numerous 
failures,  small  volume  of  business,  etc., 
it  must  be  remembered  that  all  these 
drawbacks  have  been  discounted,  and 
that  conditions  are  daily  mending.  Prices 
of  commodities  are  universally  low.  and 
supplies  are  small;  conditions  which  can- 
not last  without  laying  the  best  sort  of 
foundations  for  a  general  revival  of  en- 
terprise. This  ::evival  will  come.  It  is 
inevitable.  It  may  be  delayed  a  few 
weeks  or  months,  and  the  longer  it  is  de- 
layed the  more  certain  will  be  its  per- 
manence. Wall  street  has  a  fashion  of 
anticipating  such  movements  often  long 
in  advance  of  tteir  occurrence;  and  wc 
shall  be  surprised  if  our  leading  finan- 
ciers and  operators  show  themselves  less 
cap.-ible  than  usual  in  reading  the  future.

Wisconsin's    Most   Honored   Citizen   Passes 

Peacifully  Away  At  His  Country 

Home  This  Morning. 


The  Ex-Governor  Had  Been  a  Sick  Man  For 

Some  Time  and  the  End  Was 

Expected. 


His  Career  Was  Successful  and  is  Worthy  Of 

Imitation    By  All    Young 

Americans. 


ViROQUA,  Wis.,  Nov  21.— Ex-Governor 
Rusk  died  here  at  8  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. 

When  interviewed  this  morning  Dr. 
Schreiner  remarked  that  the  direct  cause 
of  the  general's  death  was  a  mystery. 
He  also  added  that  a  post  mortem  ex- 
amination wDuld  be  held  to  ascertain  the 
cause  of  his  death.  The  facts  are  sub- 
stTntially  as  follows:  Ur.  Golt  remained 
.It  the  bedside  of  the  general  until  2 
o'clock,  when  the  general  informed 
'he  doctor  he  was  feeling 
considerably  easier  and  told  tlie 
doctor  that  he  might  retire.  The  doctor 
retired  but  was  aroused  shortly  be- 
fore 8  o'clock  by  Miss  l^.Iary  Rusk  who 
informed  him  that  her  father  was  in  con- 
vukions  and  asking  him  to  hasten  to  his 
bedside.  On  arriving  at  his  bedside  the 
doctor  realized  that  the  end  would  soon 
come  and  be  placed  ths  general  in  as 
comfortable  a  position  as  possible,  when 
he  expired  at  about  8  o'clock. 

Jeiemiah  M.  Rusk  was  born  in  Mor- 
gan  county,  Ohio,  sixty-three  years  ago, 
and  twenty  years  later  removed  to  Wis- 
consirfnear  his  present  home,  in  what 
was  then  Bad  Axe  county.  Few  men 
have  held  so  many  public  positions.  Up 
to  war  times  he  had  served  in  many  lo- 
cal offices;  was  a  member  of  the  assem- 
bly in  1862,  and  during  the  summer  fol- 
lowing was  commissioned  major  of 
the  Twenty-fifth  Wisconsin  of 
which  regiment  he         after- 

wards became  colonel,  and  at  the  close 
of  the  war  was  commissioned  brcvet-brig- 
adicr-general.  In  1866-7  he  was  bank 
comptroller  and  was  elected  a  member 
of  the  Forty-second,  Forty-lhird  and 
Forty-fourth  congresses;  v/as  tendered  by 
President  Garfield  the  mission  to  Para- 
guay and  Uruguay,  the  mission  to  Den- 
mark and  the  chief  of  the  bureau  of 
printing  and  engraving,  all  of  which 
were  declined.  He  was  elected  govern- 
or of  Wisconsin  in  1881  and  served  for 
three  terms  a'distiuction  never  accorded 
to  any  citizen  of  the  state  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Gen.  Lucius  Fairchild.  When 
Gen.  Harrison  became  president  in  1889 
he  called  Governor  Rusk  into  his  cabi- 
net as  secretary  of  agriculture. 

Gen.  Rusk  was  a  man  of  powerful 
physique,  being  6  feet  3  inches  tall,  and 
heavily  built.  In  his  earlier  years  he 
was  a  stage  driver.  He  was  a  man  of 
abrupt  homely  spe2ch,  but  of  a  warm 
heart.  He  had  been  a  candidate  for  a 
much  higher  place  when  he  was  offered 
the  Uruguay- Paraguay  mission.  He 
spurned  the  proffered  position  saving: 
"Where  in  h— is  Paraguay?  I  will  go 
home  and  run  for  governor  of  Wisco'n- 
sm. "  Nobody  ever  dreamed  when  he 
made  this  remark  that  he  could  get  the 
nomination,  but  he  diu  get  it  three'times. 
His  action  during  the  IVlilwaukee  labor 
riots  of  1886  in  ordering  the  militia  to 
fire  on  the  mob,  which  was  done,  with 
fatal  effect,  increased  Governor  Rusk's 
popularity  in  the  state  and  was  largely 
instrumental  in  his  nomination  and  elec- 
tion for  a  third  term  as  governor. 

"Uncle  Jerry"  as  he  was  affectionately 
called,  had  many  friends  and  acquain- 
tances in  this  city,  by  all  of  whom  the 
death  of  this  typical  western  "man"  is 
mourned. 

Harrison's  Regrets. 

Indianai'olis,  Nov.  21.— Ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison  was  first  informed  of  ex- 
Secretary  Rusk's  death  by  a  United 
Press  correspondent  todav.  The  s.ad 
news  seemed  to  concern  him  deeply  and 
he  proceeded  with  difficulty  to  talk. 
"This  is  sorrowful  news  you  bring  me, 
said  he  "and  I  am  very  much  grieved  to 
hear  of  Gen.  Rusk's  death.  1  was  great- 
ly attached  to  him  and  although  he  had 
not  the  educational  advantages  that 
many  men  have  had,  he  was  a  man  of 
unusual  abilities.  I  have  wired  his 
family  several  times  inquiring  as  to  his 
condition  and  finally  wrote  them  a  letter 
Sunday  night.  I  regret  to  hear  of  his 
death,  which  has  come  all  too  soon." 


NAMELESS  HEROES. 


Good  Work  Done  by  the  Various  Lifeboat  Crews 
on  the  Kentish  Coast. 
London,    Nov.  2i.~The    crew  of  the 
bark    Johanne    Marie,    which    sank  off 
Dungeness  yesterday,  took  to  the  rigging 
when  the  vessel  went  down.    They  were 
exposed  to  the  full  fury  of  the  gale  and 
their  condition  was  pitiable.    The  life- 
boat from    Dover,    though  its    crew  had 
been  tasked  to  the  utmost  all   day  in  as- 
sisting vessels  and  saving  life,  put  off  for 
the  bark  to  rescue  the  men  in  tfie  rigging. 
They  did  not  get  to  the  scene  of  the  dis- 
aster until  an  hour  after    dark.    The  sea 
was  running  so  high  that  it  was  impossi- 
ble   for    the    lifelioat    to    approach  the 
sunken  vessel.     So  it  laid  off  and    on  till 
daylight  by  w!iich  time  the  sea  had  gone 
down    somewhat.      .Seven    men   almost 
dead  from  exposure  wore  then  taken  into 
the      lifeboat.     I'our  of      the   crew,  lie- 
numbcd  with    cold  and    completely  ex- 
hausted, had   fallen   from    their    resting 
places  during    the    night    and  drowned. 
When  the   life   savers  arrived  at  Dover 
this  morning  they   were   enthusiastically  I 
cheered  by  the  crov/d  that    was  awaiting  ' 
ihcr  return.     From  every  direction  come  ' 
storirjs  of  i.eroism  on  the  part  of   lifeboat  \ 
crews  and  coast  guardsmen.     Had  it  not  ■ 
been  for  their  noble  work  the  death  roll  ' 
of  the  storm,  already   exceedingly  large, 
would  have  had  many  added  to  it.

MRS.  MAYBRICK. 


Some  New  Facts  Relative  to  the  Poisoning  of 
Mr.  Maybrick  to  be  Made  Public. 

London,  Nov.  21.— A  fact  is  about  :o 
be  made  public  here  that  by  many 
persons  is  taken  to  throw  more  doubt 
upon  the  justice  of  the  sentence  imposed 
upon  Mrs.  FlorenceMaybrick,  who  is  now 
undergoing  life  imprisonment  in  the 
Woking  prison  on  conviction  of  havirg 
poisoned  lier  husb.and,  James  MavbricK, 
of  I^iverpool,  by  administering  arsenic  :o 
him.  It  was  shown  at  the  time  of  tlie 
trial  of  Mrs.  Maybrick  that  glycerine 
used  by  Mr.  Maybrick  contained 
arsenic,  but  this  testimony  did  not  avail 
to  save  the  prisoner  from  convictioi. 
Now  Messrs.  Bird  &  Sons,  of  Birming- 
ham, dealers  in  chemicals,  state  in  a 
tnade  paper  that  shortly  before  the  death 
of  Mr.  Maybrick  they  analyzed  a  quantity 
of  German  glyceriae  offered  for  sale  to 
them.  Later  they  learned  that  this  same 
glycerine  was  sold  in  the  Midland 
counties,  where  it  is  probable  some  of  it 
was  purchased  and  used  by  Mr.  May- 
brick. 


Running  in  Hop. 

Sr.ATTLE,  Wash.,  Nov.  21.— An  opium 
smuggler,  giving  the  name  of  George 
Mauser,  of  Portland,  Ore.,  was  arrested 
by  United  States  officers  on  a  Gre.it 
Northern  train  in  this  city  last  evening.

ARTHUR'S  JAW  WAGS. 


!fc  Reads  Railroad  Managers  a  Lesson  as  to 
Their  Conduct  Towards  Their  Employes. 

St.  Louis,  Nov,  21.— P.  M.  Arthur, 
grand  chief  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Loco- 
motive engineers,  who  is  in  St.  Louis  to- 
day for  the  purpose  of  settling  a  differ- 
ence between  the  engineers  and  the 
.Tianagement  of  the  Terminal  Railway 
association  was  seen  in  reference  to  the 
Lehigh  strike.  Mr.  Arthur  said  he 
tecognized  in  the  proposition  to  blow  up 
the  Lehigh  \'alley  roundhouse  the  same 
old  tactics  which  are  always  put  forward 
by  enemies  of  labor  organizations  in 
every  strike  and  he  was  glad  that  Gen- 
eral Chief  Wilkinson  haa  kicked  thern 
oat  of  the  hotel. 

Mr.  Arthur .  was  asked  if  he  thought 
that  the  Lehigh  strike  would  spread  an  3 
replied  as  follows: 

"I  don't  know.  I  do  know  that  we 
have  a  just  cause,  tho-agh.  I  made  a 
settlement  with  Mr.  McLeod  during  his 
time  which  ought  to  have  been  respec- 
ted. President  Wilbur  took  the  ground 
that  he  would  deal  with  any  individual 
employe  who  had  a  grievance.  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  this  position  is  unten- 
able. There  was  a  time  when  railroad 
managers  held  such  views  but  they  have 
not  been  successfully  supported  of  lat; 
years.  No  railroad  manager  can  afford 
to  take  the  stand  that  his  employes  have 
not  the  right  to  organize  for  mutual  pn  - 
tection  and  treat  with  employers  through 
committees.  A  railroad  president  is  i 
committee  of  one  representing  the  own- 
ers of  the  road;  why  should  he  demand 
that  the  employes  meet  him  singly  and 
alone?  Why  should  not  labor  send  its 
committee  to  capital  just  as  capital  sends 
its  committee  to  labor  for  the  settlement 
of  grievances?" 

Mr.  Arthur  paused  a  moment  and  then 
a<lded:  "If  .ill  railroad  presidents  and 
managers  took  the  broad  and  wise  vieAV 
of  their  duly  towards  capital  and  labor 
that  S.  H.  H.  Clarke,  president  of  the 
Unuru  Pacific  company  takes,  there 
would  never  be  any   strikes."

Organs  and  Not  to  the  Press 

Generally. 


Washington,  Nov.  21.  The  publica- 
tion of  the  substance  of  Commissioner 
Blount's  report  caused  a  commotion  at 
the  state  department,  and  everybody  in- 
terested, from  the  secretary  down,  deny 
any  knowledge -of  the  means  by  which 
the  document  was  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  newspaper's  men.  Moreover 
Secretary  Gresham  still  persistently  re- 
fused to  supply  this  matter,  or  indeed 
any  other  matter  connected  with  the 
Hawaiian  affair  to  the  remainder  of  the 
newspapers.  It  is  learned  that  copies 
of  the  Blount  report,  which  were  printed 
some  days  ago,  have  been  privately 
placed  in  the  possession  of  certain  pub- 
lic men  not  connected  with  the  state 
department,  notably,  the  Dem.ocratic 
members  of  the  senate  committee  on 
foreign  relations  and  it  is  insinuated  that 
the  ;leak  might  be  traced  to  some  of 
these  people. 

Another  statement  widely  spread  in 
newspaper  circles  is  that  the  report  was 
intended  to  leak  out  in  three  designated 
newspapers,  one  in  New  York,  one  in 
Chicago  and  one  in  Boston,  which  had 
consistently  sustained  the  supposed 
policy  of  tlie  administration  in  Hawaii. 
Other  newspapers,  however,  in  the  same 
cities,  got  onto  the  commission  and  had 
to  be  taken  in  and  others  again  obtained 
the  news  by  exchange  (in  the  West)  from 
early  editions  of  the  Eastern  papers. 
Representations  were  made  in  the  prop- 
er quarters  on  Sunday  night  that  the 
contents  of  the  teport  had  been  disclosed 
and  a  request  was  made  for  authority  to 
publish  them. 

These  statements  were  repeated,  but 
without  effect,  other  than  the  repetition 
of  assurances  previously  given  in  an  em- 
phatic way,  that  when  the  report  was 
made  public  it  would  be  given  to  the 
whole  press  contemporaneously. 

A  Cabinet  Council. 

London,  Nov.  21. -AH  the  members 
of  the  cabinet  except  the  Hon.  JohnMor- 
ley,  chief  secretary  for  Ireland,  were 
present  today  at  the  ministerial  council, 
held  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the 
congested  business  of  the  house  of  com- 
mons.

The  Moorish  Outbreak. 
Madrid,  Nov.  21.— A  serious  military 
outbreak  occurred  during  the  mobilizing 
of  50C0  reserves  at  Getafe,  a  town  eight 
miles  south  of  this  city.  Some  of  the 
troops  revolted  and  the  civic  guard  was 
called  upon  to  quell  the  disturbance. 
This  they  sought  to  do,  but  the  mutinous 
reserves  turned  on  them  and  fought 
desperately.  A  number  of  the  civic 
guards  were  injured.  It  was  finally 
found  necessary  to  call  out  the  regular 
cavalry  and  try  to  restore  order.  The 
reserves  were  being  mobilized  because 
of  the  drafts  made  upon  the  regular 
troops  owing  to  the  trouble  at  Mclilla.

Chicago,  Nov.  21. — At  the  Cronin 
murder  trial  this  morning  the  only  inci- 
dent of  interest  was  the  peremptory  chal- 
lenging by  the  defense  of  two  veniremen 
who  had  been  passed  yesterday.  When 
court  took  a  recess  two  veniremen  had 
been  passed  and  it  looks  as  li  twelve 
men  would  be  secured  this  afternoon.

The  Hotel  Was  a  Cheap  Wooden  Structure 

Just  Built  For  the  Purpose  Of 

Mere   Shelter. 


Uenver,  Pa.,    Nov.    21.— A    frightful 
holoc.iust  occurred  at    the    government 
dam  two  miles  below  this  city    early  this 
morning.     Seven   men    were    burned  to 
death  and  several    were    badly  injured. 
The  disaster    occurred    at     the    Merrill 
house,  a  vstory  frame  building   built  for 
a  hotel  and  boarding  house  to  accommo- 
date the  employes  at    the    new   govern- 
ment dam  which  has  been    under  course 
of  constructiiMi  for   the  past    yeai.    The 
hotel   was    situated     upon    the    hillside 
above  the    railroad    and    was    the  only 
building       on      the      north      side      of 
the        track.        It      was     S4     by      40 
feet  in  dimension  and  contained   twenty- 
five  sleeping  rooms,   the   telegraph   and 
postofhce  and  a  store.    The   proprietors 
were   Frank  J.     Bradley     and     Robert 
Koenyon.     I'very  room  in   the    building 
was  occupied  last    night,  the    lodgers 
being  men  employed  on  the  construction 
of  the  dam.     The  tire  was   discovered  at 
4:30  o'qiock    by   Wdliam     Bollies,    the 
colored   porter.     The   store     room    was 
then  full  of  flame.    The  porter  gave  the 
alarm  by  running    up  to    the    top    floor 
screaming  "tire."    The   scene  that    fol- 
lowed was  that  of  the  greatest    e.xcite- 
inent.     All  of  the  occupants  were  sleep- 
ing soundly  and  when    aroused   became 
so  confused  that  they   lost  all   presence 
of  mind  and  rushed  wildly    through  the 
hallways  in  the  blinding  smoke   unable 
to  find  a  means  of  escape.    Seven  men 
are  known  to  have  perished. 

John  Kelly,  laborer,  40  years  old;  lives 
at  \\  oodsrun.  Barney  Wilkes,  stone- 
cutter, aged  60;  lived  on  East  street, 
Allegheny.  Henry  Wilkes,  aged  2;. 
Robert  Stanley,  engineer,  aged  30, 
resided  in  New  Br  gbtcn.  J.  J.  Wrenn, 
aged  55.  Daniel  Wrenn,  aged  23,  resi- 
dence Allegheny.  James  Hughes, 
engineer,  aged  33,  lives  in  Beaver. 

Among  the  most  se»-i  :usly  injured  are: 
James  Sheeren,  stor  >_dtter  badly  burned 
about  the  banc-,  and  head;  Barney  Mc- 
Clafferty,  u.jared  internally  by  jumping 
from  window. 


The  Mexican   General  Succeeds  in   Subduing 
the  Guerrerro  Insurrectionists. 

Cn\  OF  Mexico,  Nov.  21.— Meager 
rei)orts  have  just  reachel  this  city  of  the 
unconditicniul  surrender  of  the  Neri 
band  of  revolutionists  \n  the  state  of 
Guerrerro  to  (ien.  Bravo.  Uet.uls  of  the 
surrender  of  the  insurgents  are  impo.ssi- 
ble  to  obtain  at  this  late  hour,  as  the 
scene  of  surrender,  at  the  town  of  Mexi- 
cala.  is  many  leagues  from  the  railroad, 
and  the  only  means  of  communication  is 
by  courier  over  one  of  the  roughest 
stretches  of  country  in  Mexico.  The 
only  telegraph  communication  avail.ihle 
is  via  Toluca,  capital  of  the  state  of  Mex- 
ico, and  a  wire  message  from  that  point 
late  last  night  contirms  the  news  of  the 
surrender. 

The  turn  of  events  now  proves  that 
the  Guerrerro  revolution  was  the  local 
affair  which  Gen.  Neri  has  protested  to 
the  president  it  was  from  the  start. 
When  tlovernor  Arce  resigneil  hit,  ex- 
ecutive chair,  the  majority  of  the  Neri 
faction,  which  had  been  his  bitter  ene- 
mies since  his  accession  to  othce  ex- 
pressed themselves  as  satisfied  and  it 
was  freely  predicted  at  the  time  the 
trou!)le  would  soon  be  at  an  end.  This 
happy  view  of  the  case  was  strengthened 
when  the  government  troops  entered 
and  occupied  the  town  of  Mexicala,  the 
revolutionists  retiring  to  their  mountain 
stronghold  when  the  troops  advanced. 
Since  that  time  negotiations  have  been 
in  progress  between  the  commanding 
officers  of  the  opposing  forces,  culmin- 
ating in  the  surrender  just  made.

Two  Women  Drowned. 
Hai.if.w,  Nov.  21.— Mail  advices 
from  Newfoundland  state  that  much 
damage  was  done  by  the  recent  storm. 
In  St.  John  half  finished  houses  were 
wrecked  and  fences  and  trees  prostrat- 
ed. The  sea,  however,  has  not  been 
heard  from,  but  it  is  expected  its  talc 
will  be  a  mournful  one.  A  few  days  ago 
two  young  women  were  drowned  at  Ex- 
ploits bay  while  taking  passage  to  Twil- 
lingate  in  the  schooner  Tamoran.  The 
schoorer  met  with  a  luavy  Sfjuall 
near  Grego  which  threw  heron  her  beam 
ends  and  the  two  young  women,  who 
were  in  the  cabin,  were  drowned  before 
they  had  time  to  escape. 


Hunting  the  Reds. 

Marseilles,  Nov.  jo —The  police 
visited  sixty  houses  in  this  city  yesterday 
that  were  under  suspicion  of  being  occu- 
pied by  anarchists.  They  seized  a  large 
number  of  anarchist  documents,  but 
made  only  three  arrests.  The  three 
prisoners  are  foreigners.  A  bottle  con- 
taining six  kilos  of  gunpowder  was  found 
last  evening  beside  one  of  the  railways. 
The  police  believe  that  it  was  dropped 
from  a  train  by  some  anarchist  who  was 
fleeing  from  the  city.

Rather  Ambiguous. 

Washington,  Nov.  21.— Several  cable- 
grams have  been  received  at  the  depart- 
ment of  state  from  Minister  Thompson, 
at  Rio,  Bra;dl,  within  the  past  few  days 
in  regard  to  the  situation  there.  The 
text  is  not  given  out  for  publication  but 
it  is  understood  that  they  are  remarkable 
for  the  entire  absence  of  all  reference  to 
Admiral  Mello's  alleged  proclamation  of 
the  restoration  of  the  monarchy.  This 
fact  is  accepted  at  the  department  as  in- 
dicative that  no  such  action  has  been 
taken. 


He  Promises  Well. 

New  York,  Nov.  21.  Webster  K. 
Scott,  manages  of  the  Columbia  Com- 
mercial association,  with  branch  oftices 
throughout  the  L  nited  States,  was  held 
for  trial  here  on  a  charge  of  embezzle- 
ment. The  amount  that  Scott  is  said  to 
have  embezzled  is  §2000.  Scott  denied 
any  intention  of  stealing  and  promised  to 
refund  all  missing  moneys.  He  was 
held  in  $2500. 


One  Britisher  Less. 

OuRAV,  Col..  Nov.  21.— William  C. 
Odrington,  an  P^nglish  bachelor  owning 
a  ranch  on  Coal  creek,  was  found  hang- 
ing to  a  tree  near  his  ranch  yesterday 
morning.  No  other  tracks  but  his  being 
found  in  the  snow,  the  coroner's  jury 
brought  in  a  verdict  of  suicide. 

Receiver  Appointed. 
New  Vokk,  Nov.  21,— Charles  H. 
Phelps,  of  Blair  &  Phelps,  attorneys  for 
the  bank  commissioners  for  the  state  of 
California,  has  secured  from  the  New 
York  supreme  court  an  order  appointing 
William  J.  Ouinlan  receiver  of  the  New 
York  assets  of  the  Pacefic  bank  of  San 
Francisco.

Without  Even  the  Pretense  Of 

An  Examination. 


Chicago,  Nov.  21. — There  has  been  a 
suspicion  in  the  minds  of  the  attorneys 
for  several  days  that  an  attempt  was 
being  made  by  the  Clan-na-Gael  friends 
of  Daniel  Coughlin  to  get  at  least  one 
man  on  the  jury  who  woiild  play  the  part 
which  Culver  did  at  the  first  trial,  or 
worse.  This  suspicion  was  Jounded  on 
the  receipt  of  warning  letters,  some 
definite  and  worthy  of  consideration, 
others  vague  and  insignificant,  but  all 
coming  from  sources  which  made  it  im- 
possible for  States  Attorney  Kern  to  be- 
lieve they  were  bogus  or  the  result  of 
collusion.  The  appearance  of  two  saloon- 
keepers last  week  as  veniremen  and  the 
character  and  history  of  many  others  re- 
jected tended  to  strengthen  this  suspi- 
cion. The  states  attorney  expressed 
his  opinion  th.at  the  list  of 
veniremen  as  made  up  in  the  county 
!)oard  otiice  could  be  decidedly  improved 
on,  but  he  had  no  si>ecific  evidence  upon 
which  to  base  any  coarges.  When  Judge 
TuthiU's  court  was  opened  yesterday 
morning  a  secret  consultation  was  hela 
for  twenty  minutes  of  the  judge  and 
lavyers  on  both  sides  in  regard  to  sus- 
pected veniremen.  The  result  was 
(|uickly  api)arent  when  the  examination 
of  the  veniremen  was  resumed.  One  of 
the  four  who  were  held  over  from  Satur- 
day, was  named  Sandberg,  a  discharged 
emuloye  of  Adams  &  Westlake  com- 
pany, Agcntsof  the  prosecution  learned 
that  he  had  been  approached  by  mem- 
bers of  Camp  20,  since  court  adjourned 
Saturday.  To  put  it  mildly  he  was  at 
once  "excused  by  agreement  of  court  and 
counsel"  and  no  questions  were  asked. 
Then  the  examination  was  resumed  by 
Attorney  Bottum  who  got  rid  of  dozens 
in  short  order,  prompted  by  the  state's 
attorney  himself.  There  was  a  good 
deal  of  suppressed  excitement  in  the 
case  and  ail  the  seats  were  filled.  A 
prominent  Irishman  back  of  the  prose- 
cution received  a  letter  fiom  a  mythical 
"Pat  McCann"  Saturday  telling  him 
about  an  Italian  named  Olcez  who  had 
been  summoned.  The  object  v/ns  to  get 
the  state  to  use  a  peremptory  challenge 
on  him  because  the  defense  did  not  want 
hiin,  but  when  the  friend  of  the  prose- 
cution came  into  court  he  found  that  the 
Italian  had  been  challenged  l)y  the  de- 
fense.

Producing  Electrical  Power. 

There  has  been  so  much  said  about 
the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the 
utilization  of  natural  waterfalls  for  the 
generation  of  electricity  for  power  pur- 
poses that  most  people  have  gamed  the 
idea  that  a  town  with  waterfalls  in  its 
vicinity  has  the  means  at  hand  to  pro- 
duce power  cheaply  to  an  almost  limited 
extent.  This  is  the  view  that  the  peo- 
ple of  Duluth  and  Superior  have  been 
accustomed  to  take  of  the  falls^of  the  St. 
Louis  river.  Some  facts  given  in  a  re- 
port recently  furnished  to  the  depart- 
ment of  state  by  J.  C.  Monaghan,  United 
States  consul  at  Chemnitz,  are  calculated 
to  dampen  to  some  extent  the  ardor  of 
enthusiasts  on  this  subject. 

In  this  report  Consul  Monaghan  re- 
cites the  experience  of  the  people  of 
Switzerland  with  their  electric  power 
plant,  and  shows  that  it  actually  costs 
that  country  more  to  generate  enough 
electricity  to  operate  the  plant  than  it 
does  other  countries  to  do  the  same  work 
with  steam  power.  Switzerland  has  in- 
numerable waterfalls.  As  the  electric 
power  enthusiasts  saw  the  many  streams 
and  torrents  rush  down  the  mountain 
sides  and  leap  over  chasms  they  said  to 
themselves:  "What  a  waste  of  power. 
Nature  has  supplied  us  here  with  millions 
of  horse  power  which  might  be  utilized 
for  almost  nothing.  We  have  only  to 
make  sluices,  put  up  wheels,  lay  wires 
and  get  for  a  song  what  costs  other 
nations  enormous  sums  of  money  for  coal 
consumption." 

The  people  accepted  these  assertions 
as  true  and  proceeded  to  utilize  the 
great  power  that  was  apparently  being 
wasted.  The  sluices  were  made,  the 
wheels  set  up,  the  wires  laid,  but  the  re- 
sults proved  that  natural  appearances 
were  delusive  in  the  extreme.  The  plan 
adopted  of  utilizing  the  forces  of  nature 
in  their  original  form,  Consul  Monaghan 
says,  turned  out  a  decided  failure,  and 
this  from  a  number  of  causes.  The  sup- 
ply of  water  was  uncertain  and  unre- 
liable. There  was  always  enough  of  it, 
but  there  was  frequently  far  too  much. 
Nobody  could  tell  the  moment  a  tiny 
stream  would  be  converted  into  a  rush- 
ing, roaring,  destructive  mountain  tor- 
rent. Electrical  storms  through  the 
mountains  were  of  frequent  occurrence, 
and  they  constantly  resulted  in  the  de- 
struction of  the  wires.  When  the  elec- 
tric power  was  the  most  wanted  it  was 
never  available. 

A  comparison  of  the  cost  of  power 
production  in  Switzerland  with  that  in 
other  countries  was  decidedly  against 
the  former.  The  average  cost  of  fifty- 
horse  power  in  England  was  $24.24,  of 
300-horse  power  $12.58,  of  500-horse 
$9.88,  while  in  Switzerland  the  igures 
were  $46.82,  ?2q,6i  and  525.54  respect- 
ively. In  Switzerland  the  ccst  of  trans- 
mitting the  power  a  little  more  than 
three  miles  over  wires  was  for  fifty-horse 
power  $57.68,  300-horse  power  S31.27, 
500-horse  power  $25.48. 

Of  course  all  the  conditions  that  cause 
the  failure  in  Switzerland  are  not  found 
in  the  case  of  the  St.  Louis  river,  because 
there  are  not  such  great  changes  in  the 
volume  of  water,  nor  are  there  many 
electrical  storms  here  that  would  destroy 
the  wires.  The  experience  of  the 
Swiss,  however,  shows  that  the  harness- 
ing of  electrictricity  lor  motive  power 
cannot  always  be  successfuly  performed 
with  the  aid  of  waterfalls.  There  must 
be  a  Cfjnstant  and  steady  volurue  of 
water. 

A  Reform  Needed. 
The  football  season  has  been  under 
way  but  a  comparatively  short  time,  and 
yet  many  serious  accidents  have  been 
reported.  In  a  college  game  in  the  Hast 
lately  a  young  man  had  his  neck  dislo- 
cated. Broken  lirnbs  have  been  common. 
Here  in  Duluth  there  was  a  distressing 
accident,    and    no    one  knows   yet  what 


will    be 
juries. 

If  this  sort  of  thing  continues,  football 
will  lose  its  popularity  and  be  classed 
with  prize-tightmg  and  other  brut.il  and 
degrading  sports.  The  game  is  now 
played  too  roughly.  This  was  not  al- 
ways the  case,  and  it  does  seem  possible 
that  rules  could  be  framed  that  would 
put  an  effectual  stop  to  the  distressing 
accidents  that  now  accompany  almost 
every  game.  It  is  asserted  that  football 
is  a  game  that  serves  to  strengthen  the 
muscles,  develop  the  physical  courage 
and  quicken  the  calculations  of  our  col- 
lege youth,  who  are  certainlv  in  need  of 
such  exercise,  but  there  is  no  valid 
reason  why  every  game  should  be  a 
rough-and-tumble  tight. 

The  Herald  thoroughly  agrees  with 
the  Cleveland  Press,  which  remarks  that 
the  gouging  out  of  eyes,  the  uprooting  of 
noses,  the  plucking  out  of  ears,  the 
breaking  of  fingers,  arms  and  legs,  the 
smashing  of  faces  and  the  shattering  of 
skulls  are  hardly  calculated  either  to 
brighten  the  intellect  or  improve  the 
physical  system,  even  ot  a  college  stu- 
dent. If  it  shall  be  found  that  these 
things  do  help  the  rising  generation,  why 
would  it  not  be  a  good  plan  for  the  man 
who  hns  a  son  whom  he  wishes  to  become 
great  to  invest  in  a  sledge  hammer  and 
go  at  the  boy?  As  the  Press  says,  the 
development  would  be  greatly  accel- 
erated in  this  way,  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that  there  could  be  a  great  saving  of 
expenses.

The  Railroad  Wrecks. 
The  record  of  railway    accidents    this 
year  will   show    an    appalling    state    of  I 
affairs,  if  the    few    remaining    weeks  of  • 
1803  ^'C  filled  with  as  many  disasters  on  I 
the  rail  as  the  weeks  that  are    past.     Al- 
most daily  during  the  ten   months    that  | 
have  ended  have  the  telegraphic  columns  | 
of  The    Herald    contained    accounts  of 
railway  accidents  of  more  or  less  magni- 
tude.   There  has  seldom    been  a  week 
when  some  accident  involving  shocking 
loss  of  life  has  not  occurred. 

The  New  York  Tribune  recently 
searched  its  files  for  some  statis- 
tics on  this  subject,  and  it  has  pub- 
lished a  summary  showing  that  between 
Jan.  I  and  Oct.  26  no  less  than  240  per- 
sons were  killed  and  841  persons  were 
injured  by  railroad  accidents.  It  is  prob- 
:ible,  however,  that  this  does  not  make 
thelist  complete,  because  the  Tribune  has 
certainly  overlookedsome  ot  the  smaller 
accidents  in  distant  parts  of  the  country. 
The  most  serious  of  the  accidents  given 
in  the  Tribune's  summary  were  thfc  "Big 
Four"  collision  in  January,  resulting  from 
a  misplaced  switch  at  Alton  Junction, 
III.,  which  caused  the  death  of  twenty- 
four  persons;  the  "Big  Four"  derailment 
at  Lafayette,  Ind.,  in  May,  which  resulted 
in  the  death  of  ten  persons;  the  rear-end 
collision  on  the  Long  Island  railroad,  at 
Berlin,  in  August,  by  which  sixteen  per- 
sons were  killed:  the  Boston  &  Albany 
bridge  accident  at  Chester,  Mass.,  which 
caused  fourteen  deaths;  the  head-end 
collision  on  the  Pittsburg,  Fort  Wayne 
&  Chicago  railroad,  at  East  Harwood, 
Md.,  in  September,  which  caused  twelve 
deaths;  the  rear-end  collision  in  the 
Michigan  Central  depot  at  Jackson, 
Mich.,  in  October,  which  was  attended 
by  thirteen  fatalities;  and  the  harrowing 
head-end  collision  two  weeks  ago,  on 
the  Grand  Trunk  railroad,  at  Battle 
Creek,  by  which  no  less  than  twenty- 
seven  persons  suffered  horrible  death 
by  the  wreck  of  the  cars  and  in  the  fire 
which  consumed  the  splintered  coaches. 
The  r.ccidents  in  which  from  three  to 
eight  persons  were  killed  were  quite 
numerous,  while  in  the  case  of  many  ac- 
cidents where  the  deaths  were  few  the 
injured  were  very  numerous.  It  would 
seem  that  some  precautions  could  be 
adopted  whereby  the  safety  of  the  tra^-- 
:  eling  public  could  be  more  effectually 
j  conserved,  and  it  might  notoe  a  bad  idea 
for  congress  to  appoint  a  commissioner 
to  study  the  (juestion  and  report  what 
measures  may  seem  to  them  necessary 
to  reduce  the  danger  01  accidents,  if  not 
wholly  prevent  them.    ^

Fathers  at  the  Council  Meeting 


Last  Evening, 


Transfer  Railway  Company  Ordinance   Pro- 
vided the  First  Outburst  But  it 
Was  Finally  Disposed  Of. 


Attempt  Made  to  Fix  the  Rate  of  interest  on 

Water  Bonds-Beriah  Magoffin's 

Resignation. 


A  municipal  election  comes  next  Keb- 
r'i.iry  and  of  course  (ill  the  aldermen  ex- 
pect to  have  a  hand  in  it.  To  do  so  suc- 
cessfully considerable  talking  will  be 
necessary  and  to  talk  successfully  the 
'•riraiis  of  speech  must  be  in  jrood  work- 
i::i;  oriicr.  At  the  council  meeting  the 
principal  part  of  the  time  was  spent  in 
exercising  those  organs  against  time. 
Many  speeches  were  made  about  this 
and  that,  but  ihev  were  not  all  classics, 
so  have  no  space  in  these  columns. 

The  first  thing  to  open'the  tluod  gates 
olgabwas  the  transfer  railway  ordinance. 
The  measure  was  given  its  second  read- 
ing and  then  Alderman  Dingwall  moved 
to  defer  action  one  week.'  Alderman 
Hugo  held  that  such  action  was  un- 
necessary, as  the  matter  had  been  fully 
investigated  and  discussed.  Alderman 
Wilson  asked  a  few  questions  and  then 
fell  to  the  rear  to  allow  Alderman  Cox 
an  opportunity  to  smite  the  scheme  with 
his  broom  corn  logic  and  West  End 
eloquence.  He  thought  it  looked  like  a 
scheme  to  shut  out  any  one  else  getting 
into  Duluth. 

Alderman  Myers  spoke  for  immediate 
action  and  in  favor  of  the  ordinance. 
Alderman  Thomas  agreed  with  all  that 
i::  ;i  heavy  bass.  The  motion  to  defer 
was  lost. 

Alderman  Hugo  moved  to  insert  Sixth 
street  in  the  ordinance,  explaining  that 
it  had  been  omitted  by  mistake. "  That 
amendment  carried  and  then  Alderman 
Helm  moved  to  strike  out  the  words  giv- 
ing a  right-of-way  along   Railroad   alley. 

Alderman  Hugo  said  that  taking  the 
road  out  of  that  alley  would  be  about  the 
same  as  killing  the  ordinance,  but  Helm 
did  not  care  and  clamored  for  a  vote. 
His  amendment  carried  by  the  following 
vote:  Yeas  -Cox.  Dingwall,  Getty, 
Helm,  Nelson,  Oie,  Sorenscn,  Wilson, 
Spencer-i^;  Nays— Hugo,  Howard, 
Mvers,  Johnson,  Thomas— 5. 

Alderman  Hugo  moved  that  the  re- 
mains be  passed  but  Alderman  Dingwall 
still  thirsted  for  gore.  He  again  moved 
to  lay  the  ordinance  on  the  table  but  his 
motion  was  lost  and  theordinance  passed 
by  a  vote  of  10  to  4,  Dingwall,  Sorensen, 
Cox  and  Oie  dissenting. 

Two  amendments  to  the  water  bond 
ordinance  were  passed.  One  requires 
that  all  bids  be  accompanied  by  Sio.ooo, 
a  forfeiture  check  and  the  old  ordinance 
was  repealed. 

The  next  aldermanic  quarrel  was  over 
the  rate  of  interest  and  the  amount  of 
bonds  to  be  issued  at  a  time.  Alderman 
( tctty  poured  oil  on  the  waters  by  mov- 
ing that  action  be  deterred  one  week, 
which  was  done. 

The  Doherty  contract  bobbed  to  the 
surface  again.  The  city  attorney  sug- 
gested that  the  money  due  from  the  city 
be  paid  to  satisfy  claims  pro  rata.  AI- 
ilerman  Thomas  moved  to  pay  the  whole 
sum  to  Mr.  Bailey.  Thatmade  trouble. 
The  meeting  was  Hooded  with  motions 
and  before  quiet  was  restored  President 
Spencer  sat  down  on  .\lderman  Cox  by 
ordering  him  to  sit  down.  The  difficulty 
was  tiinlly  arranged  by  an  agreement  to 
refer  the  matter  back  to  the  claims  com- 
mittee. 

The  mayor  presented  the  resignation 
of  lieriah  Magot'tin,  railway  commis- 
sioner, and  suggested  that  the  orilce  be 
abolished.  A  committevj  reported  in 
favor  of  the  city's  asiuming  the  chamber 
of  conmierce's  debt  of  $<)00.  No  action 
w.ij  taker!. 

SAY  IT  CANNOT  BE. 

Land  Attorneys  Comment  on  a  Recent  S|iccial 
from  Washington. 
The  "special"  from  Washington,  bear- 
ing date  of  Nov.  !<j,  to  the  effect  that  "it 
leaked  out  today  that  the  interior  de- 
partment will  cancel  the  homestead  en- 
tries in  the  gold  regions  of  Northern 
Minnesota,"  excites  mucii  ridicule  and 
laughter  on  the  part  of  most  of  the  Du- 
luth land  attorneys.  They  say:  "One 
Sparks  some  years  ago  got  an  idea  into 
his  head  that  such  a  thing  couM  be  done. 
He  accordingly  made  an  order  to  that 
effect,  but  he  had  to  take  it  all  back  be- 
fore he  got  rid  of  the  hornets' 
nest  that  he  stirred  up  around 
his  ears.  The  department  can  no 
more  cancel  those  entries  than  a  Duluth 
judge  can  sentence  a  man  to  imprison- 
ment before  he  has  been  tried  and  ad- 
judged guilty.  The  only  way  those  en- 
tries can  be  cancelled  is  to  contest  them. 
i;ven  if  the  local  office  decides  that  they 
may  l>-  cancelled,  an  appeal  may  be 
taken  to  the  commissioner  and  then  to 
the  secretary  of  the  interior.  The  de- 
fense in  that  case  might  be  able  to  give 
the  ofricials  enough  poimcrs  so  that  the 
<  am  ellations  of  llie  lower  office  wouhl 
be  revoked.  l\itiicr  the  department  of 
the  interior  is  in  danger  of  biting  nff 
more  than  it  can  masticate,  or  else  the 
author  of  the  special  wab  mi.-,takeii  or 
possibly  woefully  unfortunate  in  the 
choice  of  his  language."

UNITARIANISW  IN    INDIA. 

Rev.  B.  B.  Nargarkar  Tells  of  Religion  in  the 
Brahmin  Land. 
Unitarianism  as  known  in  India,  was 
made  the  topic  of  a  very  interesting  and 
instructive  lecture  last  evening  at  the 
First  Unitailan  churti\  The  address 
was  delivered  under  the  auspices  of  the 
I'nitv  clubby  F\ev.  H.  H.  Nargarkar.  a 
native  of  Brahmin  land  and  a  theologian 
whose  views  evidence  years  of  careful 
study  and  painstaking  labor  among  the 
creeds  of  all  nations.  He  speaks  Kng- 
lish  quite  fluently  and  has  a  most  envia- 
ble command  of  the  vocabulary,  l  )\ving 
to  his  extensive  learning  and  research 
he  was  sent  as  a  delegate  to  the  world's 
congress  of  religions  at  Chicago  and  is 
now  on  a  lecture  tour  through  the  im- 
portant American  cities. 

The  speaker  carried  the  audience  in 
imagination  back  into  the  prehistoric 
age  of  uKui  and  then  explained  step  by 
step  the  .advance  made  by  his  people 
through  the  various  stages  of  the  recog- 
nized religions. 

India  was  the  original  home  of  all  the 
spirituality  of  the  world  and  has  played 
.an  important  part  in  the  upbuilding  of 
Christianity.  The  first  object  of  wor- 
ship was  the  sun,  the  simple  people 
recognizing  in  the  glorious  god  of  day  a 
supreme  spirit  of  immortality.  This 
worship  was  at  no  period  of  India's  his- 
tory a  veneration  ot  the  elemental  gods 
but  the  people  rose  .above  nature  into 
the  presence  of  nature's  C.od,  a  supreme 
person.  On  the  second  stage  they  be- 
pari  to  postulate  certain  attributes  to 
their  God.  He  was  a  living  person,  the 
lifeot  life,  the  heart  of  heart,  the  soul  of 
soul. 

Next  came  the  age  of  ceremonies  and 
sacrifices,  the  Brahmins  carrying  the 
ceremonies  too  far  and  making  too  little 
of  the  original  significance  of  the  rites 
and  symbols.  Brahminism  was  to  be 
likened  to  the  phariseeism  of  the  New 
Testament. 

For  a  time  Brahminism  was  over- 
thrown by  the  world's  first  protestant, 
Buddha,  who  flourished  about  700  B.  C. 
The  watchword  of  Buddhism  was  a  strict 
adherence  to  the  moral  law,  a  true  recog- 
nition of  ciinscientious  right.  About  the 
fourteenth  century  there  arose  a  deeper 
spirit  of  devotion  and  of  prayer  to  God 
in  close  communion.  The  Indian  mincl 
is  rapturous  and  ecstatic,  listening  more 
to  the  language  ot  the  heart  than  to  that 
of  the  head. 

Mr.  Nargarkar  represents  the  more 
enlightened  classes  of  the  people.  His 
belief  is  practically  that  of  the  Western 
Unitarian  but  claims  to  be  the  golden 
mean  between  the  mere  rationalism  of 
the  West  and  the  uncanny  superstition 
of  the  East.  One  God  but  no  multipli- 
city of  gods.

The  big  damage  case  which  was  com- 
menced in  the  district  court  early  in  Sep- 
tem'tier  by  A.  J.  Trimble  and  Frank 
Hi  jbing  against  M.  li.

The  trial  of  the  case  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota  against  James  E.  ConnoUey 
and  Mary  £,  Mullaly  was  taken  up  be- 
fore Judge  Lewis  this  morning  imme- 
diately upon  the  opening  of  the  court 
and  the  long  tedious  work  of  securing  a 
jury  began.  The  small  court  room 
does  not  permit  the  presence 
of  a  very  large  crowd  of  spectators.  One 
notable  feature  is  the  entire  absence  of 
any  of  the  ladies  who  were  present  at  the 
Connolley  trial,  when  there  were  so 
many  disgusting  details,  in  order  to 
afford  Nellie  Hannon  the  sympathy  of 
their  presence.  Mrs.  Mullaly  will  prob- 
ably have  to  get  along  with  all  the 
sympathy  she  can  get  out  of  her  own 
presence. 

At  the  opening  of  the  case  the  defend- 
ants' attorney,  C.  O.  Baldwin,  demanded 
a  separate  trial  for  each  of  the  defend- 
ants. This  was  granted  and  the  state 
elected  to  try  Mrs.  Mullaly  first.  The 
work  of  drawing  the  jury  was  then  be- 
gun, At  1 1  o'clock  (M^dy  two  jurymen  had 
been  secured  of  thirty-tive  talesmeif, 
H.  E.  Mitchell.  F.  F.  Trevillian,  and  ttie 
prospect  looked  pretty  slim  for  getting 
twelve  good  men  at  that  rate  of  pro- 
cedure. During  the  next  hour  there  was 
quite  a  spurt,  and  eight  were  secured  by 
12:15  o'clock.  The  other  six  were  D.  H. 
Morgan,  A.  O.  Ayers,  Al  Peterson,  H.  M. 
Todd,  J.  J.  Brink  and  J.  H.  Cinder. 

The  defense  used  three  peremptory 
challenges,  the  parties  being  C.  W. 
Kendall,  C.  A.  Long  and  Frank  Cox. 
The  state  had  not  used    any  up  to  noon. 

The  questions  asked  the  jurors  did  not 
touch  on  their  religious  beliefs  any 
further  than  the  question  always  put  by 
Mr.  Baldwin,  "Have  you  any  prejudices, 
religious  or  otherwise,  that  will  prevent 
you  from  deciding  as  to  the  guilt  or  in- 
nocence of  this  defendant  impartially?" 
One  of  the  jurors,  D.  H.  Morgan,  caused 
a  laugh  by  saying  that  he  had  no  pre- 
judices "except  against   an.Trchists." 

County  Attorney  Dwan  is  prosecuting 
the  case  assisted  by  Attorney  Hanks. 

Up  to  3  o'clock  two  more  jurors  had 
been  secured,  making  ten  in  all.  The 
two  are  E.  J.  Tvedt  and  W.  W.  Black- 
shaw. 

Before  Judge  Ensign. 

The  case  of  the  State  vs.  John  Ken- 
nedy, for  highway  robbery,  on  trial  be- 
fore judge  Ensign  went  to  the  jury  yes- 
terday afternoon.  At  1 1  o'clock  Judge 
Ensign  was  sent  for  and  a  verdict  of 
gudty  returned.  The  prisoner  was  rec- 
ommended to  the  mercy  of  the  court  on 
account  of  his  youth  and  because  it  was 
his  first  offense. 

The  trial  of  John  Erickson,  charged 
with  forgery,  was  then  taken  up.  He  was 
accused  of  passing  a  check  with  a  forged 
endorsement  on  Solomon  Moses.  After 
the  state  closed  J.  M.  McClintock, 
the  defendant's  attorney,  moved  his 
discharge  because  no  forgery  had 
been  proven  and  no  case  had  been  made 
out.

A  Finnish  Family  on  Fifth  Avenue  East  Sadly 
in  Need  of  Charity. 
A  case  of  destitution  and  affliction  has 
come  to  light  in  a  Finnish  family  at  524 
Fifth  avenue  cast  that  is  well  worth  the 
attention  of  the  charitable  societies  of 
the  city.  Some  days  ago  people  in  that 
vicinity  commenced  kicking  to  the  police 

and  other  authorities  because  a  small 
boy  in  this  family  was  not  given  some 
public  attention.  The  report  was  made 
that  his  arm  was  broken  and  that  he  had 
been  in  that  condition  for  a  week.  At 
last,  after  a  good  deal  of  effort.  Dr.  Ful- 
lerton  was  induced,  to  act  in  his  official 
capacity  of  county  physician  and  make 
a  call.  He  said  the  boy's  arm  was  not 
broken  and  aside  from  some  remarks 
about  "you  damned  reporters,"  a 
Herald  representative  could  get  no  fur- 
ther information  from  the  docttir  yes- 
terday. 

Today  Humane  Officer  Henry  Has- 
kins  visited  the  family.  Having  no  in- 
terpreter, he  could  not  secure  many 
facts.  The  father,  however,  has  been  in 
the  hospital  for  six  weeks.  The  woman 
is  left  with  several  small  children  to 
care  for  .and  she  has  no  means.  The 
boy  mentioned  above,  in  some  way  has 
had  an  arm  and  shoulder  wrenched  and 
'Druised  until  the  arm  is  paralyzed  and 
useless.  The  only  provisions  found  in 
the  house  were  less  than  tc-n  pounds  of 
rye  Hour.  The  mother  was  pouring 
warm  water  into  a  molasses  keg  and 
then  putting  the  half  sweetened  fluid  on 
the  rye  flour  so  as  to  render  it  a  little 
more  appetizing  to  the  injured  child. 
Mr,  Haskins  will  secure  an  interpreter, 
go  back  and  do  what  he  can  to  relieve 
the  family's  distress.

Sargent,  of  the 
j  firemen,  and  Clark,  of  the  conductors, 
j  arrived  last  night  and  Wil-on,  of  the 
switchmen,  is  expected  today.  It  is  ex- 
pected the  latter  will  take  the  part  of 
the  strikers  and  will  call  out  the  Lehigh 
switchmen  when  that  step  becomes 
necessary. 

The  Lehigh  passenger  train  engineers 
and  firemen  went  out  this  morning.  The 
conductors  are  still  with  the  company. 
Passenger  Tram  No.  2  went  out  this 
morning  with  a  non-union  man  at  the 
throttle.  The  engineer  who  took  out  a 
passenger  train  at  an  earlier  hour  signed 
in  blank.

Three 
trains  ot  west-bound  freight  were  turned 
over  to  the  Nickel  Plate  and  West  Shore 
roads  last  night. 

The  through  mail  which  was  aban- 
doned at  Sayre  yesterday  got  through 
last  night  with  a  new  engineer  and  hre- 
rnan.  The  old  conductor  remained  at 
his  post.  The  train  reached  this  city  at 
5  o'clock  this  morning.  Both  the  engi- 
neer and  fireman  of  the  abandoned  train 
reached  the  city  last  night.  Passeng.jr 
trains  four  and  five,  due  here  at  6:10  and 
11:20  this  morning,  have  been  consoli- 
dated down  the  road  and  are  coming  to 
Buffalo  as  one  train,  and  it  is  said  they 
are  manned  by  union  men.

I  derived  my  impression  on 
this  latter  point  mainly  from  Mr.  Blaine 
himself.  I  wish  to  add  that  i  don't  be- 
lieve that  the  provisional  government 
was  established  by  the  aid  of  the  troops 
from  the  V.  S.  S.  Boston  or  that  the 
United  States  is  in  any  degree  respon- 
sible for  the  overthrow  of  the  queen. 

"When  were  the  marines  sent  ashore 
— before  or  after  the  provisional  govern- 
ment bad  crvstalli/.ed?"  was  asked. 

"It  was  after  tae  provisional  govern- 
ment had  been  proclaimed  and  had  been 
recognized." 

"By  Minister  Stevens?" 

"By  Mr.  Stevens." 

Gen.  Tracy  then  continued:  "It  was, 
and  is  my  feeling,  and  that  of  Mr.  Blaine, 
that  American  influence  must  be  pre- 
dominant in  Hawaii." 


MR.  THURSTON'S  POSITION.

Mr.  Thurston  derived  his  knowledge 
of  both  documents  through  the  press.

AN  EASTERN   EARTHQUAKE. 


An  Asian  Town  Completely  ;_  Destroyed  By 
Earthquake  and  Flood. 

LoN-noN,  Nov.  21. — A  special  des- 
patch to  the  Times  from  Mesh'jil  brings 
further  details  of  the  earthquake  that 
occurred  Friday  at  Kuchan,  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  province  of  Khoras- 
san.  The  town  was  completely  des- 
troyed and  the  loss  of  life  was  immense. 
Great  crevasses  were  opened  in  the 
earth,  through  which  water  flowed  in 
torrents,  causing  the  Atreck  river  to 
overflow  its  banks.  The  fertile  region 
around  the  city  ^vcre  inundated  and  the 
large  gardens  and  extensive  vineyards 
were  swept  out  of  existence. 

The  people  of  Kuchan  had  no  chance 
to  save  anything.  This  shock  was  so  se- 
vere that  the  largest  houses  in  the  town. 
Including  the  residence  of  the  governor, 
were  almost  instantly  toppled  over, 
crushing  hundreds  of  people  to  death. 
The  town  had  a  population  of  between 
20.000  and  25,000  persons,  and  it  is 
thought  that  at  least  1000  perished. 
Many  persons  were  carried  away  by  the 
flood  that  flowed  down  the  valley.  It  is 
not  known  yet  what  damage  was  done  in 
the  valley,  but  it  is  feared  that  many  of 
the  villages  below  Kuchan  have  been  de- 
stroyed. 

A  short  time  after  the  disturbance  the 
entire  water  supply  of  the  town  disap- 
peared. The  people  who  were  not  in- 
jured fled  panic  stricken  to  Ala  l)agh 
mountains,  leaving  the  injured  to  care 
for  themselves  as  best  they  could.  The 
district  in  v.hich  Kuchan  is  situated  is 
very  populous  and  it  is  feared  that  it  has 
everywhere  suffered  from  the  earthquake 
and  flood.

Tom  Gorman,  the  veteran  prospector 
in  and  around  Silver  City,  was  in  Hill 
City,  S.  D.,  Monday  and  reported  the 
discovery  of  rich  free  milling  gold  ore 
one  mile  and  a  half  north  of  the  Diana 
lode.  Mr.  Gorman  says  ihe  discovery  is 
not  a  pocket  one,  as  has  been  found  in 
the  early  days  of  the  hills,  but  the  work 
so  far  done  has  exposed  a  large  body  of 
ore,  which,  in  some  places  is  fifty  feet 
wide.

Band   of  Thirty    Convicts   Doing   Excellent 

Work  and  Becoming  a  Terror  to 

the  Riffians. 


Lo.NDON,  Nov.  22.  -A  dispatch  via 
Malaga  from  the  United  Press  repre- 
sentative at  Mellila,  bearing  date  of 
Monday  evening,  says  that  a  hurricane 
had  prevailed  there  for  two  days.  The 
weather  was  so  severe  that  it  compelled 
a  cessation  of  work  at  the  forts  that  are 
being  constructed  by  the  Spaniards. 
The  tents  occupied  by  the  troops  and 
workmen  were  blown  down  and  the 
camps  were  inundated  by  the  floods  that 
poured  down  from  the  mountains. 

The  mail  steamer  for  Malaea  was 
forced  to  put  back  to  Mclilla  and  remain 
for  forty-eight  hours.  Notwitlistanding 
the  severity  of  the  storm,  skirmishing 
proceeded  between  the  Spanish  forces 
and  the  Riffi.ans.  During  the  %hi!ng 
twc)  Spaniards  were  wouniled  by  bullets 
falling  into  the  camp. 

The  band  of  thirty  convicts  under 
command  of  Capt,  Ariza,  who  have 
heretofore  done  excellent  v/ork  in  fi;;ht- 
ing  the  Riffians,  continue  to  make  trouble 
for  the  eiieniv.  P^very  night  they  make 
sorties  from  MeliUa  and  carry  provisions 
to  the  outlying  forts.  The  Riffians  lie  in 
wait  for  them,  but  the  convict  band 
nearly  every  night  chooses  a  new  route, 
and  when  the  enemy  discovers  them 
there  is  no  time  for  the  Riffians  to  gather 
in  force  to  attack  them.  Sometimes  the 
convicts  go  on  hunts  for  the  Riffians  and 
kill  some  of  them.  The  convicts  are 
proving  themselves  experts  in  the  guer- 
rilla warfare  and  are  becoming  a  terror 
to  the  Riffi  ;ns. 

On  Monday  last  the  convicts  encoun- 
tered a  large  body  of  Ruffians.  The 
former  were  ordered  to  charge  upon 
them  and  obeyed  without  hesitation. 
With  fixed  baynots  they  rushed  upt)n  the 
l\.iffians  under  heavy  fire  and  put  them 
to  flight.  One  convct  was  killed  and 
two  were  wounded.  The  bravery  of  this 
band  is  highly  ;  praised  by  the  military 
authorities,  and  it  is  generally  thought 
that  representations  will  be  made  to  the 
government  that  v/ill  result  in  pardon 
being  granted  to  these  men. 

After  the  storm  had  subsided  the  gen- 
eral operations  became  more  brisk. 
••Yrtillery  was  placed  in  the  new  redoubt 
on  the  hill  of  Santiago  which  dominates 
ihe  Frajana  valley.  It  is  believed  that 
an  advance  will  be  made  this  week  upon 
the  enemy's  trenches  and  beyond. 

The  fact  that  certain  persons  in  Me- 
iilla  ?.re  giving  aid  to  the  enemy  is  bit- 
terly commented  upon  by  those  who 
have  to  do  the  fighting.  A  court  mar- 
tial was  held  on  Saturday  to  trV  some  of 
the  offenders.  Twelve  Spanish  Jews,  in 
whose  houses  rifles  that  were  intended 
for  the  Riffians  were  found,  were  con- 
victed and  each  were  sentenced  to  six 
years  penal  servitude. 

On  Monday  afternoon  the  Riffians 
sent  an  envoy  to  Gen.  Macias,  the  Span- 
ish commander.  An  interview  was 
granted  and  the  chief  declared  that  the 
Riffians  were  ready  for  peace.  He  had 
already,  he  added,  compelled  a  portion 
of  the  Riffians  to  cease  fighting.  He  an- 
nounced that  Muley  Araaf,  brother  of 
the  sultan  of  Morocco,  who  with  a  com- 
pany of  cavalry,  is  encamped  within  four 
hours  of  the  Spanish  lines,  had  resolved 
to  send  300  rebels  to  Mellila  as  prisoners 
to  be  punished  as  the  Spaniards  pleased. 
Muley  Araaf,  be  added,  would  come  to 
Melilla  on  Wednesday.  In  conclusion, 
lie  asked  that  a  truce  be  declared  until 
Saturday,  Gen.  Macias  distrusted  the 
envoys  and  refused  to  grant  their  re- 
quest.

You  are  doubtless  familiar  with 
the  misfortunes  that  have  recently  come 
upon  me.  It  is  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
lieving the  organization  from  any  further 
embarrassment  on  my  account  that  I 
tender  you  my  resignation.  In  surren- 
dering my  official  relationship  with  the 
Order  ox  Odd  Fellows  in 
its  various  branches,  I  most  hum- 
bly beseech  you,  and  the  membership 
at  large,  not  lo  be  hasty  in  forming  any 
opinion  as  to  my  ^^uilt.  I  have  undoubt- 
edly made  mistakes  that  1  would  h;ive 
avoided  if  the  light  of  the  past  cojld 
have  been  thrown  upon  the  future.  No 
act  of  mine  was  intended  to  wrong  a 
hunian  being,  but  it  was  Jmy  highest  a!m- 
bition  to  save  those  from  loss  who  had 
intrusted  mc  with  their  funds. 

To  maintain  the  credit  of  the  Indi;in- 
apolis  National  bank  was  my  constant 
and  earnest  thought,  and  tt)  that  end 
every  act  was  carefully  considered,  bu  I 
failed;  and  now,  may  I  be  permitted  to 
hope  that  within  the  order  of  Odd  Fel- 
lows there  are  still  those  who  believe  ne 
to  be  intentionally  honest.  Whatever 
'may  befall  me,  I  will  never  forget  tlie 
pleasant  associations  of  so  many  long 
years  that  I  have  been  permitted  to  m>»et 
my  brethren  in  the  various  capacities 
and  branches  of  Odd  Fellowship.  Into 
the  hands  of  you,  my  brethren,  and  the 
great  God  in  whom  we  arc  taught  to  {lut 
our  trust,  I  commend  what  fevv  years  of 
my  life  may  be  left  me.  Fraternally 
yours,  Tmeo.  P.  Hau(;iikv.

The  Threatened  Strike  of  Eight  Thousand  Iron 
Workers  Averted. 

Pitts HURG,  Nov.  22.— At  a  secret  con- 
ference this  morning  between  the  Amal- 
gamated association  committee  and  the 
iron  and  steel  sheet  manufacturers,  a 
compromise  of  the  differences  on  the 
wage  scale  was  efifecled.  Eight  thou- 
sand iron  workers  who  were  threatening 
a  strike  will  continue  to  work  and  idle 
sheet  mills  will  resume  operations  at 
once. 

The  settlement  is  a  victory  for  the 
manufacturers,  who  secure  nearly  all 
they  demanded.  The  rollers  have  agreed 
to  an  additional  cut  of  5  per  cent  in 
wages  or  15  per  cent  in  all,  they  haviag 
previously  accepted  a  10  per  cent  cut. 

This  leaves  the  wages  of  rougher.s  a-id 
catchers,  which  is  only  $2.2;  per  day,  un- 
disturbed. All  other  sheet  mill  em- 
ployes will  be  reduced  10  per  cent.

Electrical  Progress. 
There  was  no  department    of    science 
represented  at  the  World's  fair  in  which 
greater  progress    was    shown    since  the 
Centennial    exhibition    at    Philadelphia 
seventeen  years  ago  than  in  that  of  elec- 
tricity.   In  no  other  department  was  the 
growth  so  strongly   marked.     When  the 
fair  at  Philadelphia  was  held,    tha    tele- 
phone was  novel  and  struggling   for   ex- 
istence.   It  sustained  at  that  time   about 
the  same  relation  that    Professor   Gray's 
telautograph  now  does  to  the  telephone. 
These  facts  are  brought  to  mind  by  an 
article  by  C.  M.  Lungren  in  the  Popular 
Science  Monthly,    in    which    he    claims 
that  the  use  of  electricity  for  the  general 
purposes  ot  the  fair,   especially   lighting 
buildings  and  grounds,  was  the  greatest 
electrical  exhibit  of  the  fair,  devoting  a 
good  deal  of  space  to  the  explanation  of 
this  branch  of  his    subject.    There    was 
nothing  novel   about  it,  but    an  ordinary 
problem  was  given  an  extraordinary  ap- 
plication.   About  a  thousand  arc    lamps 
and  a  hundred    thousand    ii^andescents 
were    called    into     use    for   the    illum- 
ination of   the    grounds    and    buildings. 
Gas  could  not  have    answered    the  pur- 
pose.   The  Centennial  was    a    day  fair; 
the  Columbian  was  frequently  prolonged 
far  into  the  night,    and    every    day  was 
somewhat  prolonged  by  electricity. 

The  use  of   electricity  as  a  motor,    on 
land  and  water,  is  also    descanted  upon, 
especially  the  Intra-mural   railroad  and 
the    electric    launches.        Half    of    Mr. 
Lungron's  space  is  occupied  in  discours- 
ing of  electricity  outside  of  the  electrical 
build'ng.  When  he  crosses  the  threshold 
of  that  marvellous    building  with  its  en- 
chantments, he  does  not    dwell  upon  the 
sensational  flashings  of  many-hued  light 
and    similar    spectacular     effects,     but 
strikes  straight   for    the  great    practical 
displays  of  the   utilization  ot   electricity 
for    welding    and    forging.       Herein    a 
mighty   revolution  is   impending.     First 
he   explains    somewhat  elaborately    the 
process    of    welding    as    developed    by 
Elihu  Thompson,  and  then  of  forging  as 
developed  by  George   D.  Burton.    Each 
is  in  its  way  a  very  great  economy,  be- 
sides doing   its   worK   much  more   satis- 
factorily than  by  ordinary    heating    pro- 
cesses. 

According  to  Mr.  Lungren  it  cannot 
be  long  before  electricity  will  take  the 
place  of  coal  and  natural  gas  in  the 
manipulation  of  iron  and  steel.  In  forg- 
ing this  would  be  an  especially  import- 
ant improvement,  extending  from  the 
fashioning  of  the  smallest  domestic  im- 
plement to  the  largest  Krupp  gun.  No 
doubt  great  advantage  will  accrue  to  the 
public  from  improvements  introduced  all 
along  the  line  of  mechanism  and  me- 
chanical power.  The  Lungren  papers 
are  only  specimens  of  what  may  be  ex- 
pected in  a  general  way.

Conducive  to  Longevity. 

Matrimony  js  declared  by  such  learned 
scientists  as  Z^^-  Stark  and  Charles 
Darwin  to  be  one  of  the  mo'st  important 
of  all  aids  to  longevity.  This  statement 
is  made  by  The  Herald  with  no  desire  to 
stir  up  a  discussion  with  the  editor  of 
the  News  Tribune  but  solely  with  the 
purpose  of  showing  the  young  men  of 
Dulutb,  at  the  start  of  a  cold  winter,  the 
danger  to  which  they  are  exposing  them- 
selves in  clinging  to  bachelorhood. 
Statistics  prove  that  unmarried  men. 
between  the  ages  of  20  and  80,  die  in  far 
greater  proportion  than  the  married. 
Widowers  also  suffer  greatly  in  com- 
parison with  the  death  rate  of  the  mar- 
ried. Of  the  average  1000  unmarried 
men  in  France  in  1853,  11.3  die  annually 
betv/een  the  ages  of  20  and  30,  while  of 
1000  married  men  but  6.5  died.  In  Scot- 
land in  1864  similar  statistics  were  taken 
and  it  was  found  that  in  every  1000  un- 
married men  between  the  ages  of  20  and 
30  14.Q7  annually  died,  while  but  7.24  of 
the  married  died. 

Nothing  more  is  needed  to  show  that 
it  is  the  duty  of  every  young  man  to  get 
married  at  once,  or  run  the  risk  of  dying. 
Probably  none  of  them  desire  to  "shuftlc 
off  this  mortal  coil"  without  further  at- 
tempts to  achieve  fame  and  distinction. 


Politics  Should  Be  Kept  Out. 

The  weakness  of  municipal  govern- 
ment in  this  country  is  largely  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  mayor  and  aldermen  are 
generally  chosen  because  of  their  politi- 
cal beliefs,  and  they  in  turn  appoint  of- 
ficials for  the  same  reason.  Bismarck 
once  expressed  great  surprise  when  he 
heard  that  municipal  officers  were  chosen 
here  for  the  sole  reason  that  they  were 
eitber  Republicans  or  Democrats.  He 
could  not  understand  what  politics  had 
to  do  with  the  conduct  of  municipal  af- 
fairs. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  is  a 
growing  sentiment  in  favor  of  separating 
municipal,  state  and  national  elections. 
Already  this  is  done  in  some  sections  of 
the  country,  and  the  results  have  proven 
the  wisdom  of  the  system.  What  differ- 
ence does  it  make  whether  a  mayor  or  '^'^ 
aldermen  believes  in  a  protective  tariff  or 
free  trade,  or  in  free  silver  coinage  or  a 
single  gold  standard.'  What  a  city  needs 
is  men  who  have  the  knowledge  and  the 
business  ability  to  properly  conduct  its 
affairs  with  the  greatest  efficiency  and  at 
the  least  expense. 

An  exchange  states  that  this  matter  is 
likely  to  receive  attention  in  the  New 
York  constitutional  convention  which 
was  chosen  at  the  recent  election  in  that 
state.  The  Republicans  will  have  a 
large  majority  of  its  members,  and  are 
already  considering  the  propriety  of 
holding  municipal  elections  in  cities  at 
such  times  and  years  as  will  render  it 
very  difficult  to  make  them  turn  on 
national  politics.  Then  the  best  citizens 
can  combine  with  a  fair  prospect  that 
party  managers  will  be  beaten  at  muni- 
cipal contests  when  independent  citi- 
zens of  all  parlies  join  together  for  the 
purpose  of  choosing  city  governments 
for  their  capacity  and  honesty  as  civic 
administrators,  and  not  for  their  expert- 
ness  as  political  wire-pullers. 

The  municipal  elections  in  Duluth  are 
held  at  a  time  of  the  year  when  there 
should  be  great  difficulty  in  introducing 
national  politics  into  the  contest,  and 
The  Herald  trusts  that  in  the  coming 
election  this  fact  will  be  kept  in  mind 
and  that  men  will  be  chosen  solely  be- 
cause of  their  fitness  and  not  because  of 
their  party  affiliations.  It  is  the  only 
way  to  attain  good  municipal  govern- 
ment, and  this  should  be  the  desire  of 
every  citizen. 


The  Notorious  Manuel  Garcia  is  In  Command 
of  the  Rebel  Forces. 
New  York,  Nov.  22.— The  Herald's 
correspondent  at  Ciudad  Juarez,  Mexico, 
telegraphs  that  the  revolutionists  are  in 
earnest    there    can    be   no    longer    any 

doubt.  They  feel  confident  that  they 
can  overcome  Diaz,  or  at  least  force  from 
him  a  number  of  concessions.  One  of 
their  camps  is  situated  sixty  miles  in- 
land from  here.  In  this  party  are  ninety 
men.  They  are  well  armed  with  Win- 
chester repeating  rifics  and  good  pistols. 

Manuel  Garcia,  with  the  rank  of  colo- 
nel, IS  in  command.  In  an  interview  he 
said:  "We  have  enlisted  in  this  cause  to 
stay.  There  can  be  no  backward  step 
taken  now  as  the  bridges  are  burned  be- 
hind us.  Should  we  disband  we  would 
be  hunted  down  and  shot  like  wild  beasts. 
So  it  is  best  to  fight  it  out. 

Diaz  and  his  henchmen,  who  he  has 
placed  in  positions  of  power,  have  de- 
parted from  the  constitutional  forms  of 
government  and  are  usurpers  and  tv  rants. 
Unnecessary  and  unjust  taxes  aie  wrung 
trom  the  people  and  we  propose  to  drive 
them  out.  The  people  are  with  us  and 
our  foices  are  constantly  increasing. 

"How  many  men  have  you? " 

"We  have  somewhere  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  600  under  arms.  We  have  only 
six  detachments.  It  will  be  our  policy 
for  the  present  to  maneuver  in  small 
bodies  of  100  men.  By  this  means  we 
can  cover  considerable  territory.  Besides 
the  enemy  cannot  hem  in  or  engage  the 
whole  army. 

"General  Lujan  is  now  somewhere  be- 
tween Palomas  and  Ascer.scion  and  I 
don't  think  the  federal  forces,  should 
they  meet  him,  will  attack  him.  Generals 
Pachee  and  Perez  are  somewhere  in  the 
Casas  Grandes  country.  They 
have  already  cnptured  several 
towns  and  with  each  success  they 
gam  more  men.  We  .  shall  fight 
or  march  into  the  interior  southward  and 
at  some  point  further  south  from  here 
will  form  a  junction  and  consolidate  cur 
forces.  Money  is  being  furnished  us  as 
fast  as  needed  and  in  a  few  more  weeks, 
when  our  revolution  gets  well  under 
way  we  will  have  all  the  financial  and 
other  backing  we  want.  You  may  also 
see  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  up- 
risings in  other  states  and  some  of  them 
at  places  where  least  expected."  In  El 
Paso  the  streets  are  crowded  with  moun- 
ted Mexicans  who  have  presumably 
come  in  in  response  to  advertisements 
asking  for  25,000  men  at  Ss  a  day.

The  Testimony  in  the  Mullaly  Case  Was  All 

in  This  Morninjj  and  Arguments 

Begun. 


Mrs.  Mullaily's  Evidence  Was  Principally  to 

the  Effect  That  No  Force  Was 

Used  With  Nellie. 


Mrs.    Somerville,    the     Housekeeper,    and 
Father  Duh  Were  the  Only  Other  Wit- 
nesses tor  the  Defense. 


It  \va<  ;,  t»'clock  yesterday  afternoon 
when  the  jury  in  the  Mullaly  c.ise  was 
fiiuiily  securc-i.  The  last  two  selected 
were  j.  W.  Lynsoii  and  J.  T.  Dwycr. 
tuiy-six  talesmen  were  examined  alto- 
gether. 

The  aitendance  at  the  court  room  was 
not  very  large  but  the  small  room  was 
well  filled.  Mrs.  Mullaly  sat  behind  her 
attorney.  C.  O.  Baldwin,  attired  entirely 
mbLuk.  She  is  a  thin,  sharp  featured, 
delicate  iookinjj  woman  and  has  a  con- 
sumptive sort  ot  cough  which  bothers 
her  considerably.  She  watches  every- 
ihini:  closely  and  frequently  made  sujj- 
j^estioni  to  her  attorney.  When  the 
jury  w.is  bein.-;  secured  she  was  not  in- 
ditterent  but  eyed  each  man  sharply  as 
he  was  beiniT  examined. 

The  nrst  witness  brought  forward  by 
the  state  was  Nellie  Hannon.  She  did 
not  betray  such  agitation  as  when  giving 
her  testimony  in  the  Connoilev  case,  af- 
though  she  wept  the  whole  time.  Her 
story  was  about  the  same  as  given  on  t;ie 
other  trial.  She  said  that 'on  May  26 
last,  she  was  lying  down  in  her  room  in 
^-  ovx  house   when    Mrs.    Mullaly

y  did  not  answer  and   Mrs.    Mul- 

L'uy  came  up  and  forced  her  down  the 
stairs  and  over  to  the  Connolley  house. 
After  arriving  there  she  was  given  a 
drink  of  whisky.  Then  a  revolver  was 
presented  at  her  head  and  she  was 
forced  to  sign  the  statement  exonerat- 
ing Connolley.  Father  Buh  came  a  few 
moments  Later  and  after  reading  the 
statement  told  witness  to  go  home.  She 
st;ir:ed  out  and  met  Mrs.  Mullaly  who 
l.'ok  her  up  stairs,  gave  her  more  whisky 
and  told  ner.  -Stick  by  me  and  I  wil'l 
help  you  out  of  your  trouble  and  always 
give  you  a  home."  Later,  her  footer 
brother,  Theodore  Hannon,  came  and 
took  her  home. 

On  cross-examination  she  was  asked 
whether  she  had  ever  had  whisky  before 
Mrs.  .Mullaly  gave  it  to  her,  and  replied 
that    when    she    was    sick    her  brother.

"Did  you  not  testify  at  Father  Con- 
nolky's  trial  that  you  had  never  drunk 
any  whisky  before  Father  Connolley 
forced  you  to  take  it. ="  asked  Attorney 
Baldwin. 

To  this  (luestion  the  witness  did  not 
give  a  very  clear  answer,  but  said  that 
she  had  never  had  anv  away  from  home 
previous  to  that. 

Mrs.  Thomis  Hannon  testified  to  hear- 
ing Mrs,  Mullaly  saying,  "Come  along, 
corre  along,"  on  the  day  referred  to. 

Theodore   Hannon   repeated  his  story 


and  saw  her  pass  the  window  as  she 
came,  several  feet  ahead  of  Mrs.  Mul- 
laly, the  Litter  not  havin-  hold  of  her  in 
any  wav.  Witness  saw  Nellie  writing 
the  retraction  from  the  diningroom  and 
no  forte  was  used,  but  she  was  writing 
voluntarily.  It  was  ;iil  written  when  she 
signed  it  as  a  witness.  She  also  lestihed 
that  Mrs.  Mullaly  made  a  cup  of  coffee 
for  Nellie  while  she  was  up  stairs  and 
upon  Nellie  saying  that  she  could  not 
drmk  coffee,  ordered  the  witness  to  make 
her  a  cup  of  tea.  She  told  how  Theo- 
dore antl  his  mother  came  into  the  house 
demanding  their  sister  and  went  upstairs, 
coming  down  with  her  afterward  and 
taking  her  home. 

Father  Buh  was  called  next.  He 
testilied  to  receiving  the  statement  from 
!•  ather  Connolley  and  talking  with 
Nellie  about  it  afterward.  So  far  as  he 
understood,  she  ^ad  made  it  voluntarily. 
She  appeared  a  little  delicate,  but 
otherwise  was  as  usual.  He 
also  related  what  happened  in 
the  house  while  he  was  there,  and  stated 
turther  that  Father  ConnoUey  knew  that 
he  was  at  Two  Harbors  to  investigate 
the  charges  and  knew  he  was  coming  to 
the  house. 

This  closed  the  testimony  for  the  de- 
fense and  about  11:30  o'clock  Attornev 
Dwan  began  the  argument  for  the  state.

Chief  Horgan  Has  Ordered  the  Suppression 
of  Nickel-in-the-Slot  Machines. 
It  now  looks  as  if  venturesome  citizens 
will  no    more    win    fame    bucking    the 
nickel-inthe-slot  machines  and   captur- 
ing   festive    jackpots    occasionally,    for 
Ctiief  of  Police  Horgan  has  decided  that 
those  seductive  gambling  machines  must 
go.     There  were   general   compL-tints  to 
!  the  city  attorney,  which  incited  the  chief 
j  of  police  to  read   the   statutes.    He  con- 
I  eluded  that  they  were  barred  by  law  and 
I  at  once  detailed  Capt.   Thompson  to  go 
j  around    to    all    the    restaurants,      cigar 
!  stands,    candy    stores    and    such    other 
places  as  have  the   machines.     The  cap- 
tain carried  out  his  orders  and  todav  no 
nickels  go  jingling  down  the  slots.    This 
order  does  not  affect  weighing  machines 
and  those    that    eject    postage    stamps, 
gum,  candy  and    other    luxuries    in    re- 
sponse to  a  nickel. 

One  amusing  incident  in  connection 
with  thisordertook  place  in  theChamber 
of  Commerce.  A  young  man  had  gone  in 
there  with  malice  aforethought  to  buck 
the  machine.  He  dropped  in  fifteen 
nickels.  When  the  fifteenth  rattled  into 
its  place  the  machine's  wheels  com- 
menced to  turn  and  wheeze,  and  when 
they  got  through  the  dice  showed  six 
aces  up.  The  lucky  venturer  had  just 
pocketed  the  jack-pot  of  S7.50  ami 
twenty-five  big  to  cent  cigars,  -a hen 
Capt.  Thompson  entered  the  door  and 
directed  the  cigar  man  to  turn  the  slot 
of  that  machine  to  the  wall,  or  words  to 
that  effect.  Today  the  winner  is  doing 
nothing  but  smoke  those  cigars,  jingle  tha" 
jack-pot  and  sing,  "I  am  so  glad  the 
police  did  not  make  the  raid  thiity  sec- 
onds sooner."

San  Fran'cisco,  Nov,  23.-  The 
steamer  Alameda  from  Honolulu  ar- 
rived this  morning.  The  United  Press 
correspondent  at  Honolulu  writing  under 
date  of  Nov.  16  says:  As  yet  Minister 
Willis  has  made  no  intimation  to  this 
government  of  any  special  communica- 
tion with  which  he  may  be  charged.  Nor 
is  it  k.iov.n  that  he  h?.s  any.  The  city  is 
daily  alive  with    strange  rumors    of  the 

minister's  intentions.  These  are  traced 
to  royalist  sources.  Three  days  ago  the 
ex-queen  made  a  brief  call  upon  the 
American  minister  merely  to  pay  her  re- 
spects, as  Mr.  Willis  subsequently 
stated.  Up  to  this  time  Mr.  Willis  has 
not  returned  her  visit. 

On  the  same  day  a  committee  of  the 
American  league  tendered  a  reception 
to  Minister  Willis,  at  which  he  delivered 
an  address  in  diplomatic,  but  agreeable 
and  encouraging  terms.  A  phrase  im- 
plying that  his  action  was  limited  by 
specitic  instructions,  was  construed  by 
royalist  adherents  as  meaning  that  he 
had  positive  orders  to  restore  tbe  queen, 
and  the  royalists  appeared  on  the  street 
in  a  more  boastful  and  aggressive  mood. 
Admiral  Irwin  and  staff  were  officially 
received  by  President  Dole  on  the  nth 
i  mst.  Three  organizations  supporting 
the  government,  the  Annexation  club, the 
Citizens  Reserve  a.nd  the  American 
League  have  separately  published  reso- 
lutions strongly  reiterating  a  demand 
for  the  removal  from  public  office  of 
officials  who  are  in  sympathy  with  the 
royalists  and  to  replace  them  with  men 
oi  known  loyalty.  Additional  force  is 
also  lent  by  formal  remonstrance  to  the 
government  from  officers  of  the  national 
guard  pointing  out  that  in  case  of  an 
attack  upon  the  seat  of  the  government, 
the  presence  in  buildings  of  officials  who 
sympathize  with  the  enemy  would  en- 
danger the  safety  of  troops  and  would  be 
subversive  of  moral  force  and  disci- 
pline. 

The  majority  of  the  ministers  are  sons 
of  missionaries  and  therefore  quite  ten- 
der towards  the  native  Hawaiians.  They 
are  decidedly  averse  to  dismissing  such 
royalists  from  offices  so  long  occupied 
by  them  and  on  which  they  depend  for 
support.  Hence  the  disagreement  with 
their  supporters.  On  suspicion  of  an  in- 
tended rising  of  the  queen's  supporters, 
thirty  sharpshooters  were  added  to  the 
force  at  the  executive  building  during 
last  nijjht  and  volunteer  companies  were 
notified  to  be  ready  for  call. 

There  is  no  denying  the  fact  that  the 
loyalists  have  been  in  an  excited  state 
since  the  arrival  of  Minister  Willis. 
Today  is  trie  birthday  of  the  king, 
Kalakaua,  which  adds  to  the  royalist 
feeling.  A  brief  Auckland  telegram 
that  President  Cleveland  is  drafting  a 
message  to  congress  in  favor  of  restoring 
the  "Hawaiian  monarchy"  causes  con- 
sternation this  morning  among  the 
.Americans  and  corresponding  exulta- 
tion among  the  British  and  other  royal- 
ists. The  former  cherish  the  hope  that 
American  public  opinion  will  effectually 
support  an  opposition  in  the  senate  to 
the  president's  policy.  By  noon  the 
Americans  had  generally  adopted  the 
opinion  that  the  telegram  was  a  Reuter 
blunder  and  unworthy  of   credit. 

Only  two  passengers  from  Honolulu 
arrived  on  the  Alameda  this  morning. 
They  were  the  Longee  brothers,  divers, 
who  left  this  port  for  the  purpose  of  as- 
sisting in  raising  the  wrecked  steamer 
Miowera.  They  report  everything  quiet 
on  the  islands  without  any  signs  of  im- 
pending trouble. 

Owing  to  a  case  of  measles  on  board 
the  Alameda,  the  passengers  were  not 
allowed  to  go  ashore.  Some  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  steamship  state,  however,  that 
trouble  is  expected  and  that  it  may  mo- 
mentarily appear.  A  threat,  made 
some  time  ago,  that  in  the  event  of 
the  deposed  queen  insisting  upon  her 
restoration,  she  would  be  assassinated,  is 
again  freely  made. 

M.  Bornett,  a  passenger  from  Auck- 
land, told  the  United  Press  representa- 
tive that  he  learned  from  his  correspond- 
ents in  Honolulu  that  the  feeling  in 
favor  of  annexation  is  positive  and  wide- 
spread. It  is  also  stated  that  the  mar- 
riage of  Princess  Kaiulani  and  young 
Davis,  a  son  of  the  princess'  guardian,  is 
among  the  probabilities.  Another  officer 
of  the  ship,  whose  name  for  obvious 
reasons  is  not  given,  says  the  annex;i- 
tionists  are  considerably  irritated  at  the 
failure  of  their  efforts  to  secure  recogni- 
tion from  the  United  States.  This  feel- 
mg  is  intensified  by  the  <}ueen's  persist- 
ent statements  that  the  day  of  her  res- 
toration is  at  hand.  In  fact,  the  discon- 
tent on  the  part  of  annexationists  is 
so  pronounced  that  it  is  believed  it  will 
culminate  shortly  in  some  evert  act. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  annexation 
club  resolutions  were  adopted  viewing 
with  alarm  the  presence  in  the  advisory 
council  of  one  or  more  men  who  are  not 
in  sympathy  with  t"oe  annexation  move- 
ment and  urging,  in  case  of  future  addi- 
tions to  that  body,  or  to  the  executive 
council,  that  nomination  may  precede 
elections  for  a  leneth  of  ^inie  sufficient 
for  investigation  to  be  made  as  to  the 
political  views  and  antecedents  of  candi- 
dates. 

The  resolutions  further  denounce  any 
and  ail  propositions  looking  to  a  political 
compromise  which  shall    have    for    its 


object  or  sequence  the  temporary  or  pt:r- 
manent  restoration  of  the  Hawaiian 
throne,  and  pledging  moral  and  physical 
resistance  to  all  measures  or  men  that 
may  be  enlisted  in  such  behalf. 

The  American  league,  including  ;in 
influential  part  of  the  annexationist 
force,  has  made  its  wishes  known  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Whereas,  we  firmly  believe  that  a 
large  amount  of  money  is  now  being  paid 
out  in  salaries  to  officials  whose  loyalty 
to  the  government  is  more  than  doubtjd 
and  finds  its  way  into  royalists  bands 
where  it  is  used  to  the  injury  of  the  pres- 
ent government: 

"Resolved,  that  the  American  leag  ae 
herebv  protests  against  the  continuance 
in  office  of  all  those  whose  loyalty  to  tie 
provisional  government  is  not  beyond 
question." 

The  Hawaiian  Star  in  an  editorial 
under  the  caption  "Time  for  a  Re- 
sponse" says:  "It  is  now  over  tjn 
months  since  the  provisional  govern- 
ment of  the  Hawaiian  islands  asked  ttie 
American  government  a  fair  question, 
and  yet  there  has  been  no  answer.  For 
nearly  a  year,  and  for  no  obvious  cause, 
the  people  of  these  islands  have  been 
kept  in  a  state  of  suspense  which  has 
been,  and  is  vet  detrimental  to  business 
and  immigration.  Even  the  coming  of 
Minister  Willis  has  not  thrown  any  light 
upon  the  matter  of  annexation.  We  subtait 
that  this  reticent  policy  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States  has  been  and  is  unf  lir 
and  unjust  to  the  government  and  the 
7>eople  and  especially  to  American  in- 
terests in  these  islands — interests  that 
have  a  right  to  look  to  Washington  for  a 
ready  ear  and  a  helpful  hand.  We  sub- 
mit that  every  day  which  is  allowed  to 
pass  without  the  announcement  of  Mr. 
Cleveland's  policy  is  a  day  which  adds 
to  the  sense  of  injury  under  which  all  liie 
people  of  Hawaii  are  smarting.  Let  us 
have  an  end  of  this  business  soon.  That 
is  the  common  hope  cf  the  royalist  and 
anexationist  alike.'

Large  Wholesale  Dry  Goods  Store  in  De1:roit 

Burned  This  Afternoon  and  Two 

Lives  Lost. 

Detroit,  Mich.,  Nov.  23. — The  big 
wholesale  dry  goods  store  of  Edijon, 
Moore  &  Co.,  194  to  202  Jefferson  ave- 
nue, was  totally  destroyed  by  fire  this 
afternoon,  entailinj;  a  loss  of  between 
$500,000  and  $600,000  and  the  probt-ble 
loss  of  two  lives. 

The  fire  started  at  i  o'clock  and  im- 
mediately gained  great  headway,  despite 
the  fact  that  the  entire  fire  department 
was  at  work.  There  were  but  few  em- 
ployes on  the  upper  floors  when  the 
fire  started.  Three,  however,  were  cut 
off  from  escape,  except  by  the  windov.'s. 
One  of  them  escaped  from  the  tiurd 
floor  window  by  means  of  a  rope,  but 
the  other  two  were  compelled  to  jimip 
and  both  were  fatally  injured. 

Dradley  Dunning  was  seen  at  the  Jef- 
ferson avenue  side.  In  a  few  min  jtes 
flames  burst  out  all  around  him  and  he 
apparently  lost  his  mind.  He  fell  out- 
ward into  the  street.  When  the  pdice 
picked  him  up,  it  was  found  that  ])oth 
arms  were  broken  and  he  was  suffering 
from  internal  injuries.

Anarchist  ManKcsto. 
Pa  HIS,  Nov.  23.— The  police  ai.  St. 
Etienne  have  discovred  a  manifesto 
which  declares  that  the  anarchistic 
brotherhood  intends  to  carry  on  its  jirop- 
aganda  by  means  of  deedr.,  and  deJiend- 
ing  the  authors  of  the  Barcelona  and 
Marseilles  outrages. 


London,  Nov.  23. — The  representative 
of  the  United  Press  today  had  an  inter- 
view with  Louise  Michel,  the  notorious 
French  female  anarchist,  in  regard  to 
the  Barcelona  outrage  and  anarchism  in 
general.  She  declared  the  throwing  of 
the  bombs  in  the  Lyceum  theater  at  Bar 
celona  sprang  from  the  blood  of  Pallas, 
the  man  who  attempted  to  assassinate 
Gen.  Martinez  Campos.     She  added  that 

increasing  poverty  and  the  severer 
means  of  repression  that  had  been  adop- 
ted by  the  authorities  warranted  more 
terrible  means  of  defense. 

With  reference   to  the    European   in- 
ternational agreement  for  the    suppress- 
j  ion  of  anarchy  and    anarchists,    she  said 
I  the  whole  thing  was  worthy  only  ot  deri- 
I  sion.    The  same  thing    had  been    tried 
before.    Wholesale  arrests    helped    the 
cause.         Explosions  formed         the 

best  and  most  clement  means  for  extend- 
ing the  propaganda.  The  number  killed 
by  explosions  was  always  less  in  propor- 
tion than  the  good  done.  The  French 
measures  against  anarchists,  she  de- 
clared, were  the  most  repressive,  owing 
to  the  government  blockheads.  Bombs 
had  not  been  recently  used  in  the  United 
States  because  that  country  was  younger 
and  the  evils  there  had  not  become  firm- 
ly rooted.  These  evils  do  not  need  vio- 
lence to  cure  them.  The  anarchist 
cause  in  the  United  States  is  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition. 

The  execution  in  Chicago  of  the  men 
convicted  of  connection  with  the  famous 
Haymarket  affair  had  converted  more 
persons  to  anarchism  than  thousands  of 
speeches  couid  have  done.  The  attempt 
to  blow  up  the  Nelson  monument  m 
Montreal  was  in  no  way  connected  with 
the  anarchists  of  that  city.  She  con- 
cluded by  saying  that  Morocco  now  fur- 
nishes an  instance  of  the  oppressed  fight- 
'f'R  against  vicious  powers.  Louise 
Michel  will  shortly  publish  a  book,  a 
translation  of  the  French  title  of  which 
is  "A  Red  Century." 

A  dispatch  to  the  Globe  from  Algiers 
says  that  the  police  there  recently 
learned  that  anarchists  were  using  that 
city  and  surrounding  villages  as  bases 
for  spreading  their  pernicious  doctrines. 
A  close  search  was  made  and  after  a 
time  it  was  learned  that  the  headquar- 
ters of  the  organization  was  located  at 
Mustapha,  a  suburb  of  Algiers.  The 
meeting  place  of  the  conspirators  v/as 
soon  unearthed  and  the  police  made  a 
raid  on  it. 

The  occupants  had  received  a  warn- 
ing and  had  fled,  but  had  been  com- 
pelled to  leave  many  of  their  belongings 
behind  them.  The  police  secured  a 
large  number  of  pamphlets  and  docu- 
ments, a  perusal  of  whi  :h  revealed  the 
fact  that  the  anarchists  were  engaged  in 
a  widespread  conspiracy.  It  was  gleaned 
from  the  documents  that  the  gang  had  a 
branch  organization  at  the  village  of 
Husseindey,  and  a  search  was  made 
there. 

The  police  located  the  nest  of  outlaws 
and  made  a  most  important  haul  of 
dangerous  material.  Several  loaded 
bombs  of  the  most  dangerous  kind  were 
found,  together  with  a  large  quantify  of 
dynamite  and  other  explosives.  All  of 
the  explosive  material  was  removed  to 
the  arsenal  in  Algiers,  where  experts 
analyzed  it. 

The  discovery  has  caused  great  ex- 
citement in  the  city,  and  the  residents 
demand  that  the  authorities  drive  every 
anarchist  and  person  suspected  of  anar- 
chistic tendencies  out  of  the  place. 
Threats  have  frequently  been  made  to 
blow  up  the  French  courts  and  also  the 
mosque,  in  which  Moorish  and  Arab 
civil  cases  are  heard. 

Little  attention  was  paid  to  them,  as 
it  was  thought  that  they  were  only  the 
vaporings  of  the  dissolute  and  discon- 
tented classes.  The  police,  however, 
were  spurred  to  extra  vigilance  by  orders 
from  the  l-rench  government  follov/ing 
the  Barcelona  and  Marseilles  outrages, 
and  they  soon  obtained  a  clue  to  the 
gang  of  anarchists  working  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. No  arrests  have  yet  been 
made,  as  the  men  sought  for  are  in  hid- 
ing, but  an  active  search  for  them  is  in 
progress.  Extra  guards  will  be  sta- 
tioned about  all  the  public  buildings.

NEARLY  A  RIOT  IN  SPOKANE. 

Threats    to    Blow    up    Buildings    by    Angry 
Laborers. 

SroKANR,  Wash.,  Nov.  23.— A  crowd 
of  angry  laboring  men  paraded  the 
streets  of  Uiis  city  last  night  and  threat- 
ened to  blow  up  buildings  and  tar  and 
feather  prominent  citizens.  The  cause 
of  this  disturbance  was  the  issuing  of  an 
injunction,  brought  at  the  instance  of  the 
Snokane  Water  Power  company,  for- 
bidding the  city  officials  from  letting  the 
contr.ict  to  build  waterworks  for  the 
city. 

The  Spok.Tne  Water  Power  company 
is  now  supplyinfj  the  city  at  a  big  rent.Tl. 
At  a  mass  meeting  last  night  the  olti- 
cials  of  the  water  company  were  de- 
nounced as  traitors  and  murderers,  and 
it  was  insisted  that  tifty  people  must  be 
got  rid  of  at  once  to  keep  the  remainder 
of  the  30,000  population  from  starving. 
Kxtra  police  were  sworn  in  last  night 
and  the  militia  was  held  in  readiness  to 
quell  possible  riots.

Paris.  Nov.  23.  So  many  members 
of  the  chamber  ot  deputies  have  in- 
scribed their  names  as  speakers  today 
that  it  IS  not  probable  that  a  division 
will  be  taken  on  the  government's  de- 
mand for  a  vote  of  contidence.  Kvery- 
thinji  mdicates,  hiiwever,  that  when  the 
vote  is  taken  the  {government  will  obtain 
a  substantial  majority.  The  securing;  of 
this  majority  will  not  alone  be  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  Moderate  Republicans,  al- 
ready a  compact  group,  heartily  endorse 
the  proj^ram  enunciaied  by  Prime  Mini- 
ster Dui'uy.  The  Conservatives  also 
approve  of  it. 

ihe  o'.her  opposition  groups  are  still 
in  an  embryotic  stage,  one  day  agreeing 
upon  their  platforms  and  the  next  revis- 
i!ig  them,  and  otherwise  wanting  ia  that 
definite  party  cohesion  that  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  make  their  antagonism  for- 
midable. The  Moderate  Republicans 
held  a  meetimr  last  night,  at  which  M. 
David  Raynal  presided.  The  govern- 
ment's declaration  was  unanimously  ap- 
proved. 

The  party  of  the  Radical  Left,  now 
calling  itself  the  Gauche  Progressiste 
party,  also  held  a  meeting  to  decide 
what  the  attitude  of  the  party  would  be. 
It  was  decided  that  the  members  should 
be  left  free  to  attack  the  government  on 
the  question  ol  the  separation  of  church 
and  state,  to  which  the  government  is 
opposed,  closing  all  state  offices 
to  the  clergy,  and  the  revision 
of  the  constitution  as  regards  the  sup- 
pression of  the  senate.  A  majority  of 
the  party  desires  a  moderate  platform 
but  as  a  matter  of  policy  will  leave  their 
program  open,  ao  as  to  keep  in  touch 
vvith  the  Kxtreme  Lett,  which  in  turn 
approximates  the  Moderate  Socialists. 

The  latter  on  Mondav  obtained  a  note- 
worthy success  in  'li.  election  of  M. 
Calvinhac,  onr  '  '  meir  number,  as  sec- 
retary to  c...  ui  ihe  bureaus.  The  posi- 
tion is  not  one  of  first  rate  importance, 
but  the  selection  of  M.  Calvinhac  is  sig- 
nificant as  being  the  rirst  time  a  Socialist 
was  ever  chosen  to  hold  the  post. 

The  atriliation  of  a  section  of  the  So- 
cialists 's  evidenced  in  an  interview  with 
M.  Guesde,  whose  election  as  represen- 
tative for  Roubaix  has  not  modilied  his 
frankness.  He  said:  "We  have  no  in- 
tention to  limit  our  action  to  legal  means. 
For  us  action  has  two  categories — these 
leading  to  our  aims  and  those  swerving 
therefrom.  It  is  not  from  legal  scruples 
that  we  repudiate  dynamite  attacks  upon 
the  police.  We  reject  violence  simply 
because  it  is  contrary  to  our  present  in- 
terests." The  government  newspaper 
organs  have  taken  advantage  of  these 
utterances  to  declare  war  upon  the 
Guesdists, 

The  police  are  still  hot  upon  the  trails 
of  the  anarchists.  They  have  traced 
many  anarchists  to  Lyons,  Bordeaux, 
St.  Liicinne,  Lille  and  even  Algerian  and 
have  seized  any  number  of  documents, 
although  they  have  made  few  arrests. 
The  authorities  in  Lille  we'e  well  fright- 
ened this  week  by  a  printed  leartet, 
dated  from  London.  The  author  of  the 
leaflet  declared  that  he  would  blow  up 
the  town  hall  and  prefecture  of  police 
and  the  palace  of  line  arts.  A  rigorous 
watch  has  been  kept  over  ail  these  build- 
ings, but  no  signs  of  dynamite  have  been 
discovered. 

The  Debats  prints  an  interview  with 
(ien.  Martinez  de  Campos,  commander 
of  the  troops  in  Barcelona,  Spain.  Cam- 
poa  thinks  that  there  .ire  barely  200  an- 
archists in  the  city  of  Barcelona  and  that 
but  fifteen  or  twenty  of  this  number  are 
dynamiters.

Important  Discovery  in    Connection  With    the 
Cronin  Murder. 

CHiCAfiO,  Nov.  23.— .\  morning  paper 
says  that  the  gr.ive  in  which  the  assas- 
sins of  Dr.  Patrick  Cror.in  had  planned 
to  bury  their  victim  has  been  discovircd. 
The  grave  is  |ust  large  enough  to  admit 
the  trunk  in  which  the  luurclered  man 
was  taken  from  the  (.  .irlson  cottage,  and 
it  can  be  seen  today.  The  wind  and 
weather  have  not  ytt  tilUd  up  the  hole 
dug  in  the  earth.  It  was  viiited  ycster- 
dav. 

Connected  with  this  grewsome  spot  is 
a  story  never  before  told  ami  one  that 
will  dtiubtless  have  important  bearing 
on  the  trial  of  Daniel  Coughlin,  now  en- 
gaging' the  attention  of  ludge  Tuthill. 
Besides  this  the  location  of  the  grave 
cleais  up  an  important  incident  of  the 
early  Sunday  morning  drive  of  the  mur- 
deiers  in  their  frantic  efforts  to  dispose 
of  the  trunk  and  its  awful  contents. 

The  grave  is  situated  in  a  dense"and 
lonesome  wood  near  Northwestern  ifive- 
nuc  and  Graceland  avenue,  which  is  in 
the  extreme  western  portion  of  Lak^^ 
View,  the  suburb  in  which  the  corpse  of 
Ur.  Cionin  was  found.  The  catch-basin 
from  which  the  corpse  was  taken  is  on 
Evanston  avenue  north  of  North  Fifiy- 
ninth  street,  considerably  nearer  the  city 
and  the  Carlson  cottage  than  the  site  ot 
the  grave. 

The  discoverv  not  only  corroborates 
the  stories  told  by  residents  of  the  neigh- 
borhood that  they  saw  the  wagon  con- 
taining the  trunk  and  corpse  in  various 
parts  of  Lake  \  iew  west  of  Ashland  ave- 
nue, and  furnishes  the  explanation  that 
the  murderers  were  en  route  to  the  pre- 
pared grave  in  the  wood  when  seen,  but 
either  lost  their  way  or  were  frightened 
into  turning  back.  About  tvyo  weeks  be- 
fore the  tragedy  a  farmer  living  in  the 
northern  suburb  chanced  to  be  near  the 
scene  of  the  grave  digging,  when  he  saw 
a  buggy  containing  a  woman  and  two 
men  stop  loo  yards  away  from  where 
he  had  stopped  to  rest. 

()ne  of  the  men  jumped  from  the  ve- 
hicle with  a  shovel  in  one  hand  and  a 
bundle  done  ujj  in  a  newspaper  in  the 
other.  This  man  scaled  a  fence  and  dis- 
appeared in  thi  adjoininc^  wood.  An 
hour  passed  and  the  man  reappeared 
with  the  shovel  but  v.ithnut  the  bundle 
and  the  three  drove  away.  The  watcher 
noticed  the  grave  ditrger's  features  and 
his  description  satisfies  the  police  that 
the  man  was  "Cooney  the  Fox,"  the  un- 
caught  conspirator.  The  farmer  reached 
the  wood  and  discovered  a  hole  seven 
feet  deep.  Lying  near  it  was  a  blue 
blouse  and  a  pair  of  overalls. 

His  testimony  will  be  presented  at 
Coughlin'.s  trial  as  well  as  other  new  evi- 
dence, h  would  have  been  given  at  the 
Hr^t  trial  but  ttie  f.irmer  did  not  associ- 
ate what  he  saw  with  the  Cronin  murder 
until  months  afterward,  when  he  saw  in 
the  city  the  woman  who  had  been  in  the 
buggy  with  the  two  men  and  was  told  by 
a  friend  that  she  was  closely  allied  to 
the  men   charged  with  the  murder.

The  pi*o- 
posed  amendments  to  the  constitution, 
which  would  take  the  power  of  naming 
members  of  the  general  e.xecutive  board 
from  the  general  master  workman  and 
also  elect  delegates  to  the  general  as- 
sembly by  popular  vote,  were  reported 
adversely  by  the  committee  on  law  this 
morning.

Municipal  Sanitation. 
In  the  current  number  of  the  Forum 
there  is  an  article  by  Dr.  J.  S.  Billings,  of 
the  United  States  army  stafif,  on  "Mun- 
icipal Sanitation,"  which  deserves  the 
attention  of  the  health  authorities  in  all 
the  cities  of  this  country,  and  which  will 
be  read  with  profit  by  every  Duluth  al- 
derman. It  emphasizes  the  paramoant 
necessity  of  putting  all  streets  and 
alleys  in  perfect  sanitary  condition,  a 
matter  which  The  Herald  has  urged 
upon  the  Uuluth  authorities  on  numer- 
ous occasions  and  with  some  fairly  satis- 
factory results. 

The  views   in   this  article  are  based 
upon   the   facts   secured  by  Dr.  Billings 
while  chief  of  the   United   States  ce.isus 
for  the   section  of  sanitary  and   physical 
statistics.       Figures      which      he      col- 
lected     in      the      progress      of       his 
work    showed    him    that     the    annual 
death  rate  in  100,000  of    the    population 
in  New  York  from   malarial    fever    was 
24.62.    In  Brooklyn  it  was  33.62,  in    Bal- 
timore more  41.51    and    in    Washington 
44.44.    The  death  rate    from    diphtheria 
and  croup  has  been    steadily    on  the  in- 
crease   during    the    last    fifteen    years. 
During  the  si.x  years  ending  May,   1890, 
it  was  for  each  100.000  of  the  population 
in  New  York  1S1.63;  in  Brooklyn,  164.42; 
in  Baltimore,  So.  13;  in  Washington,  59  64. 
The  death  rate  from    scarlet    fever    per 
lou.ooo     in    New    York    was    52.19;    in 
Brooklyn,  42.4S;   in  Baltimore,    I3.ii;in 
Washington,  2l.6g. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Billings  that 
the  death  rate  from  all  these  causes 
might  be  '  largely  reduced  by  in- 
sisting on  better  sanitary  arrangements. 
The  principal  unsanitary  conditions  that 
he  found  prevailing  are  the  streets  and 
alleys,  in  the  back  yards  and  around  the 
homes  of  the  people.  The  air  is  laden 
with  such  disease  germs  as  produce 
malarial  and  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria, 
croup,  scarlet  fever,  consumption  and 
pneumonia.  People  breathe  these  dis- 
ease germs  into  their  system  and  fall 
victim.s  by  scores  to  the  deadly  maladies. 
The  individual  may  adopt  precautionary 
measures  that  will  insure  for  the  use  ol 
himself  and  his  family  pure  water,  but 
he  cannot  by  any  contrivance  that  has 
yet  been  invented  filter  the  atmosphere 
which  he  breathes.  The  only  possible 
way  to  keep  it  pure  and  wholesome  is  to 
have  perlect  sanitary  conditions  pre- 
served, and  this  can  be  done  only  by  the 
public  authorities  charged  with  the  duty 
of  having  cleanliness  maintained  every- 
where. 


The  Italian  Finances, 
li.-ily's  finances  are  in  a  deplorable 
condition,  and  the  outlook  is  not  very 
promising  for  Premier  Giolitti  and  his 
cabinet.  They  are  face  to  face  with  a 
state  of  affairs  that  it  will  ta.x  their  abil- 
ity to  successfully  cope  with.  Kven  if 
they  possessed  the  most  remarkable 
financial  ability,  it  is  doubtful  if  they 
would  be  able  to  restore  the  kingdom's 
finances  to  a  sound  condition,  because 
the  country  is  already  groaning  beneath 
an  enormous  burden  of  ta.xes  and  to  in- 
crease the  burden  which  the  people  are 
carrying  is  well  nigh  impossible. 

At  the  end  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  the 
debt  of  Italy  exclusive  of  municipal  and 
local  Italian  debts  of  all  kinds,  was  in 
round  figures  $2,400,000,000.  The  bur- 
den of  debt  per  head  of  the  population 
was  j^jS.so.  The  annual  interest  charge 
is  equivalent  to  5^3.60  per  capita.  To 
raise  the  charges  called  for  by  the  capi- 
tal and  interest  of  the  debt  the 
Italian  people         pay        to        their 

government,  besides  import du'.ies, direct 
taxes  on  houses,  lands,  and  on  incomes 
whether  derived  from  investments  or 
labor.  Back  of  these  charges  are  those 
of  local  taxation.  Three  years  ago  the 
revenue  of  the  communes  and  provinces 
of  Italy,  largely  raised  by  taxation,  was 
about  $150,000,000,  and  the  capital  of 
their  united  debts  nearly  $235,000,000. 

One  of  the  heaviest  items  of  expense 
to  Italy  is  its  large  standing  army,  re- 
quired by  the  conditions  of  its  connection 
with  the  triple  alliance,  but  it  is  unlikely 
that  King  Humbert  will  be  willing  to  cut 
down  the  country's  armaments,  as  long 
as  France  remains  on  apparently  very 
friendly  terms  with  the  Vatican.  Ger- 
many has  virtually  been  "carrying"  Italy 
financially  for  some  time  in  order  to  pre- 
serve the  drcibund  intact,  and  the  prob- 
ability is  that  the  German  bankers  will 
have  to  go  to  her  rescue  again.

A  scheme  is  being  matured  by  Baron 
Harden  Hickey,  a  former  Paris  journal- 
ist now  residing  in  New  York,  to  colo- 
nize the  island  of  Trinidad.

A  Notable  Event. 

The  settlement  of  the  coal  miners' 
strike  in  England,  by  reason  of  the  gov- 
ernment's intervention  which  resulted  m 
a  peaceable  compromise  and  the  termi- 
nation of  one  of  the  longest  and  most 
costly  strikes  on  record,  is  a  precedent 
for  closing  similar  troubles  in  other 
countries,  and  it  may  therefore  have  a 
great  and  widespread  influence  for  good 
throughr)ut  the  world. 

Referring  to  the  English  labor  ques- 
tion, a  recent  writer  said  that  experience 
has  taught  England  within  the  p.ist  100 
years  that  the  stiffer  the  laws  against 
trades'  unions  and  their  doings  the  more 
they  flourish  in  growth  and  power.  The 
relations  of  the  state  to  organized  labor 
have  accordingly  changed  in  our  day  to 
the  right  about  face,  and  instead  of  pros- 
ecuting the  great  trade's  unions  the  gov- 
ernment has  taken  to  patronizing  them — 
protecting  them  in  their  property  and  en- 
forcing by  law  their  rights  and  powers  in 
certain  relations  with  their  membership. 

Thus  organized  labor  has  come  to  be 
recognized  in  England  as  an  institution 
so  well  established  and  inviolable  in  its 
privileges  that  almost  the  entire  body  of 
coal  miners  may  go  on  strike,  and  coal 
may  go  to  treble  its  normal  price,  in- 
flicting incalculable  injury  on  manu- 
factures and  untold  misery  on  the  poor, 
and  yet  nobody  in  authority  for  a  mo- 
ment thinks  of  questioning  the  right  of 
the  labor  union  to  hold  its  men  together 
for  their  interests  as  against  those  of  the 
employing  miners. 

It  is  a  spectacle  of  fair  play  that  might 
well  be  studied  with  ^profit  by  the  smart

The  jury  in  the  Mullaly  case  wont  out 
shortly  after  \  o'clock.  C.  O.  B.ildwiu 
finished  his  argunient  about  3  30  o'clock 
and  judge  Lewis  occupied  about  a  half 
hour  ill  delivering  his  charsfe.  When  he 
adjournetl  court  in  the  eveninjj,  he  an- 
nounced that  he  would  receive  the 
verdict  up  to  i)  o'clock,  if  sent  for.  About 
7  o'clock  the  uiry  were  taken  down  to 
supper  and  returned  at  8  o'clock.  At 
():2o  o'clock    Clerk    Sinclair  concluded 

that  it  was  to  be  an  all  night's  wrestle 
and  went  home. 

This  morning  shortly  after  the  openintj 
of  court,  word  was  sent  to  Judge  Lewis 
that  there  was  no  prospect  of  reaching 
all  airreement.  The  twelve  men  were 
then  brought  into  court  and  discharged. 

On  the  first  ballot  the  jury  stood  7  to 
5  for  conviction  and  remained  so  until 
1 1  p.  m.  when  one  man  changed  to 
acquittal  leaving  the  result  o  to  6  and 
there  it  remained  until  g  o'clock  when 
they  all  fagged  out  looking  a  little  the 
worse  for  the  night  session. 

Jeronimus  Acquitted. 

The  jury  in  the  case  against  Jorgcn 
Jeronimus,  charged  with  shooting  the 
little  Knucky  girl,  was  out  nearly  all  day 
yesterday.  A  verdict  for  acquittal  was 
returned  at  4  o'clock  and  proved  cjuite  a 
surprise. 

Mark  Siracic,  the  Hiwabik  man,  charged 
with  stealing  $135  from  a  trunk,  is  also 
free.  The  case  was  closed  and  the  jury 
retired  this  morning  bringing  in  a  ver- 
dict a  little  while  later,  of  aciiuittal.

r>oth  judges  have  taken  up  the  trial  of 
civil  cases  .again.  Before  Judge  Lewis 
the  case  of  John  M.  Carlson  et  al.  vs.  A. 
E.  Johnson  et  al.  was  liegun  \esterday 
afternoon.  The  plaintiff  sued  to  recover 
$100  damages,  his  complaint  being  that 
sonic  time  ago  he  purchased  three  ocean 
steamship  tickets  from  the  defendants 
ti>  bring  his  three  children  over  from 
>wede.T.  The  receipt  given  was 
!i'r  tickets  via  the  White  Star 
line  but  two  of  the  tickets  sent  over 
were  via  the  Thingvalla.  This  com- 
pelled the  boy,  7  years  old.  to  make  the 
passage  alone  and  delayed  thi»  others  a 
month  and  a  half.  The  plaintiff  also 
claimed  that  the  defendants  made  fii2.7o 
by  giving  him  ThingvaHa  tickets  instead 
of  those  via  the  White  Star  line. 

Jr.diie  Lewis  took  the  case  from  the 
liands  this  morning  and  directed  a 
■  v-iv.ci  for  $12.70.  The  damages  for 
ilel.iy  were  not  allowed  because  the 
agreement  for  sending  the  children  with- 
in a  particular  time  was  not  sufficiently 
proven.

Gossip  oi  Interest  Picked  Up  in  the  Lobbies 
and  Corridors. 

"What  is  Duluth  going  to  do  about  the 
international    e\poiiiion   to    be    held  at 
Antwerp  in  Belgium  during  the  coming 
year,"  asked  a  genilenuin    at  the  Spald- 
ing today.    "The  city    should    be  repre- 
sentcil  there,  more  especially  a^    Duluth 
is  now    growing  a  large    tlour  proiincing 
point.     1  passed    some   of    my    younger 
years      in      Antwerp     and     you     must 
know      that       right      there      is        the 
largest  tlour  market  on  the   continent  of 
Europe.    C>ne    merchant    that    I  am  ac- 
q.iainted  with  there  handles  over  loo.oco 
b.ags  of    American    tlour    annually.     By 
bags  I  mean  the    i:nglish    bag,    holding 
2S0  pounds  of  tlonr,  so  you  see   that   just 
that  one  man's    trade  would    be    worth 
something    to    a    Duluth  concern.     The 
Pillsburys  and  other    Minneapolis    con- 
cerns are  making    big    preparations   for 
this  exposition  and   the   head-of-the-lake 
millers  should  not  lose  their  opportunity." 
The  speaker  went  on  to  describe  the 
magnificent  opportunities   offered  by  the 
location  of  the  city  of  Antwerp  for  hold- 
ing such  an  exhibition.    They  have  just 
been   extending   their  city  limits  in  .Ant 
werp,  but  the  process  is  slightly  different 
from  that  employed  by  Duluth,  Chicago 
and   other  Western  towns.     In  order  to 
extend   their  limits  over  there  they  had 
to        pull        down        the       forts       and 
ramparts        that        surrounded         the 
tov/n.        Then     the    government    went 
out  five  miles  and  put  up    the  forts    and 
other  defensive  works  again    and    when 
that  was  tinished  they  turned  it  all    over 
to  the  city  and  told  ihem  to  goahead  and 
build  up  their  new  territory.     It  is  some- 
where in  this  live  miles  of  vacant    space 
which  surrounds  the  city  on  three   sides, 
with  the  river  Scheldt  on  the  fourth, that 
the  exposition  buildings  will  be   located. 
*       ♦       * 
John  Owens,  the  president  of  X'irginia, 
said  at  the  St.  Louis  hotel   last   evening, 
that  there  was    little    or    no    destitution 
now  prevailing    upon    the    mnge.     The 
people  around   \'irginia  h.ave  been  able 
to  obtain  sufficient  employment  this   fall 
to  provide  them  v/ith  all  the  necessaries, 
but  when  Drake,    Stratton    X:    Co.   shut 
down  things  may  become   worse.     How- 
ever most  men  out  of  employment  have 
left  there  and  gone  to    Tower,    Biwabik 
or  Hibbing  where  the  mines  are  working. 
If  the  county  would  open  up  some  of  the 
proposed  wagon  roads  that    are   needed 
so  badly  up  there,  Mr.  Owens    says  that 
the  work  could   he    done    cheaply    this 
winter  and  would  furnish  employment  to 
a  gcod  many  men  who  have  families  and 
cannot  go  far  away  looking  for  work. 

The  question  of  the  tariff  on  iron  ore 
is  much  talked  about  nowadays  and 
wherever  two  or  three  mining  men  arc 
gathered  together  there  is  the  spirit  ct 
unrest  and  speculation  upon  this  point 
among  them. 

"There  is  this  phase  to  the  question" 
said  a  big  operator  last  night,  "that  is 
not  enough  considered.  .-Vmerican  iron 
miners  need  not  fear  foreigners,  even  if 
we  should  have  absolute  froe  trade. 
Those  whose  competition  is  to  be  feared 
are  the  Americans  themselves.  For  in- 
stance, take  the  tariff  off  ore  and  away 
will  go  a  crowd  of  smart  pushing  men  to 
Cuba,  let  us  say,  taking  with  them  Am- 
erican capital,  ingenuity  and  experience. 
There  they  can  hire  gangs  of  the 
half  civilized  natives,  pay  them  10  to 
I2,'j  cents  a  day,  and  for  a  short  time  the 
market  would  be  Hooded  with  cheap  ore. 
I  hear  that  there  is  a  plan  afoot  to  im- 
port shiploads  of  Mongolian  coolies  to 
Cuba  if  t  i  tariff  should  be  taken  off  ore, 
and  no  o: .  J  will  pretend  that  the  Amer- 
ican miner  can  for  one  moment  compete 
with  this  virtual  slave  labor."

Sam.  gutt  to  save  our  rights 
although  we  have  paid  out  $100 
apcase  in  cash  if  you  cant  do 
anything  we  are  thinking  of  bringing  it 
before  Magor  Balding  M.  C.  &  to  have 
it  laid  before  the  interior  department  fcr 
we  can  prove  that  it  is  worthless  for  eny 
purpose  whatever  and  it  is  imposable  to 
make  a  living  on  the  land  please  in- 
struct us  if  ihare  is  eny  way  to  save  our 
rights  and  oblige."

It 
is  signed  by  all  of  the  vessel  agents  of 
the  city  and  also  by  all  of  the  labor  in- 
terests which  are  in  any  way  connected 
with  the  ore  traffic.  The  telegram  was 
as  follows: 

"Vessel  owners  here  and  all  interested 
in  the  carrying  trade  of  the  great  lakes, 
including  a  large  number  of  men  en- 
gaged ill  handlmg  these  vessels  and  also 
engaged  in  handling  the  ore  on  our  docks, 
wish  to  earnestly  protest  against  the  re- 
moval of  the  duty  on  iron  ore. 

"An  immense  lake  commerce  has 
been  built  up  and  CTtate«l  largely  by  the 
ore  carrying  triilt\  and  through  the 
building  up  of  ihls  lar^'c  volume  of  ton- 
nage, rates  on  all  commod.t  es  have  been 
reduced  to  the  lowest  rates  tt  transpor- 
tation known  on  earth. 

"A  removal  of  the  iluty  on  iron  ore 
would  almost  destroy  our  lake  commerce 
and  render  almost  valueless  an  enor- 
mous amount  of  lake  vessel  capacity 
and  throw  out  of  employment  thousands 
of  men  in  this  locality." 

It  is  not  improbable  that  other  com- 
mercial interests  in  the  city  will  take 
action. 


THE  CiTY  MUST  PAY. 


Verdict  ot  $245  Given  in  the  Damage  Case  of 

Matthew  Boland. 

The  city  apparently  gets  the  worst  of 

it  in  damage  cases.      When  some  citizen 

brings  a  suit  to   recover  money  because 

of    some    accident,    the    average    jury, 

moved  by  sympathy,  seems  to  feel  that 

the  sufferer  should  have  relief  and  that  a 
little  money  from  the  city  treasury  will 
not  be  felt  by  the  municipality,  and  yet 
it  will  do  the  unfortunate  citizen  a  world 
of  good. 

A  little  case  was  in  municipal  court 
yesterday  which  many  consider  a  fair 
illustration  of  the  above  facts.  Out  near 
Merchant's  Park  ihe  wise  and  kind  pro- 
prietor of  that  famous  suburb  erected 
many  moons  ago  a  bridge  across  Miller's 
creek.  This  bridge  was  not  on  a  street, 
avenue  or  alley,  but  wholly  on  lots  which 
were  distinctly  private  property.  It  was 
erected  for  the  convenience  of  residents 
and  property  holders  in  the  park  and  in 
no  way  was  recognized  by  the  city,  the 
maintenance  department  always  i  efusing 
to  repair  the  structure  or  have  anything 
whatever  to  do  with  it. 

Last  July,  while  a  man  named  Matthew 
Boland  was  driving  a  team  and  loaded 
vehicle  over  that  bridge,  it  broke  down, 
damaging  him  considerably.  Seeing  no 
prospect,  apparently,  of  getting  any  re- 
turns for  h  s  loss  from  private  sources, 
suit  for  damages  in  the  .sum  of  $450  was 
comm.enced  in  the  municipal  coart. 

Yesterday  the  case  came  to  trial  be- 
fore Judge  Powell.  City  Attorney  Crass- 
weller  looked  after  the  city's  interests 
and  Thomas  Wood  pushed  the  claims  of 
his  client,  Mr.  Boland.  A  big  jury  lis- 
tened I  to  the  evidence  and  Attorney 
Wood's  roaits  on  the  city  and  paid  for 
their  edihcation  by  bringing  in  a  verdict 
allowins:  Boland  damages  in  the  sum  of 
$245.  The  city  attorney  was  paralyzed 
thereat  and  will  move  for  a  new  trial. 
Not  securing  that,  he  will  appeal  the 
case.

The  Funeral    Ceremonies  of    ex-Secretary 

Rusk  This  Morning  Were  of  the  Most 

Impressive  Character. 


Ex-President  Harrison,  Governor  Peck,   ex- 
Attorney  General  Miller,  Senator  Vilas 
and  Many  Others  Present. 


Rev.  J.  D.  Butler,  of  Madison,   Who  Is  Over 

Eighty  Years  Old,  Preached  the 

Funeral  Sermon.

Reviewed  the  Life    and   Distinguished 
Services  to  the   Nation  of  His 
Old  Friend. 


ViROQUA,  Wis.,  Nov.  24.— Greater 
honors  could  not  have  been  paid  the 
memory  of  a  king  or  a  ruler  of  a  princi- 
pality than  marked  the  last  scene  in  the 
history  of  Jeremiah  Rusk  this  afternoon. 
Not  only  to  Viroqua,  but  to  the  whole  of 
V^ernon  county  of  which  it  is  the  county 
seat,  it  was  a  day  of  mourning.  In  the 
city  the  proclamation  of  Mayor  Smith 
requesting  a  suspension  of  business  for 
the  day  was  scarcely  necessary.  By 
general  consent  the  stores  and  schools 
were  closed,  the  transacting  of  business 
in  the  municipal  departments  was  sus- 
pended, all  work  save  that  of  sheer 
necessity  was  laid  aside,  and  but  for  the 
unusual  number  of  people  on  Main  street 
and  the  intersecting  thoroughfares  it 
might  have  been  a  Sabbath  day. 

The  train  from  Milwaukee  bringing 
ex-President  Harrison,  ex-Attorney  Gen- 
eral Miller,  Senator  Vilas  and  the  ex- 
governors  and  ex-scnators  of  the  state  to 
attend  the  funeral,  reached  the  depot  at 
1 145.  A  large  crowd  had  assembled,  but 
be>ond  a  general  raising  of  hats  as  Gen. 
Harrison  stepped  from  the  car  and 
crossed  the  platform,  there  was  no  dem- 
onstration ot  welcome  or  recognition. 
Carriages  were  m  waiting  and  while 
Gens,  Harrison  and  Miller  and  Senator 
\ilas  were  driven  to  the  family  residence 
to  express  their  sorrow  and  sympathy  to 
the  v/idow  and  bereaved  family,  the  re- 
mainder of  the  party  were  taken  direct 
to  the  church. 

All  through  the  morning  the  remains 
rested  in  state  in  the  church,  while  a 
steady  stream  of  people  from  near  and 
far  passed  around  the  bier.  There  was 
w4:.r.y  :i  vtct  tyc,  :na::v  an  audible  sob, 
bometirnes  a  groan  in  sorrow  and  anguish 
of  spirit.  No  one  could  Question  the 
sincerity  of  the  popular  grief  over  the 
fact  that  "Uncle  Jerry"  was  no  more  of 
earth. 

At  1 :3o  the  doors  of  the  little  church 
were  closed,  in  order  that  the  interior 
might  be  arranged  for  those  whom  it  was 
specjally  desired  should  participate  in 
the  final  exercises,  the  presence  of  the 
general  public  being  impossible,  owing 
to  the  limited  facilities. 

Gens.  Harrison  and  Miller  reached  the 
church  a  few  moments  before  2  o'clock. 
Fioth  were  visibly  affected  as  they  looked 
upon  the  face  of  their  former  friend  and 
associate.  A  few  moments  later  Senator 
Vilas,  Assistant  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
Edwin  Willits,  ex-Senators  Cameron, 
.Sawyer  and  Spooner,  ex-Governors 
Hoard  and  Fairchild,  Supreme  Court 
Justice  John  H.  Cassaday,  Gen.  Frederick 
Winkler  and  Henry  C,  Payne,  of  Mil- 
waukee, and  Wallace  G.  Collins  entered 
the  church  two  and  two.  These,  with 
the  ex-attorney  general,  composed  the 
honorary  pallbearers. 

Afterpassingaroundthe|bier,  they  were 
seated  to  the  right  of  the  center  aisle. 
The  members  of  the  family  and  near 
relatives  of  the  deceased  were  the  next 
to  reach  the  edifice.  The  widow  leaned 
upon  the  arm  of  Col.  L.  J.  Rusk.  Next 
in  the  entering  procession  were  the  ac- 
tive pall  bearers.  One  and  all  of  them 
had  served  in  the  dead  general's  regi- 
ment, the  Twenty-fifth  Wisconsin. 

Governor  Peck,  with  the  present  and 
ex-state  officials,  were  seated  on  the  ros- 
trum aisle,  -mmediately  to  the  left  of  the 
family.  Little  space  now  remained  and 
the  few  vacant  benches  and  chairs  were 
speedily  occupied  by  the  immediate 
neighbors  of  the  Rusk  homestead  and 
representative  members  of  the  Knights 
Templar  lilue  lodge,  Grand  Army  and 
other  delegations. 

When  ail  had  been  seated  and  the 
doors  were  closed,  the  service  was 
opened  with  the  singing  of  the  familiar 
hymn — 

".Inst  as  I  am  without  one  plea. 
Hut  that  Thy  blfwd  was  shed  for  me. 
O  (iod,  I  come.' ' 

It  was  rendered  by  a  home  quartet  of 
friends  and  neighbors.  As  the  final 
notes  died  away,  the  venerable  Dr. 
Nuzura.  who  has  seen  nearly  four  score 
years  of  service  in  the  cause  of  his  Mas- 
ter as  a  preacher  of  the  Methodist  per- 
suasion, ascended  the  rostrum,  and  with 
uplifted  hands  besought  the  Divine 
mercy  and  support  for  the  bereaved. 
He  dwelt  upon  the  life  and  services  to 
the  nation  of  the  dead  man  and  praved 
that  more  might  be  moved  to  pattern 
alter  his  example. 

"Lead,  Kindly  Light"  was  rendered  by 
the  (juartet,  and  the  venerable  Dr.  J.  D. 
Butler,  of  Madison,  a  preacher  of  the 
Congregationalist  faith,  arose  to  deliver 
the  funeral  sermon.  It  was  one  of  the 
last  requests  of  the  deceased  statesman 
that  his  old  friend  should  perform  this 
service,  and  despite  his  eighty  and  more 
years  of  life  and  his  enfeebled  condition 
he  had  journeyed  by  easy  stages  from  the 
state  capital  to  the  end  that  the  request 
might  be  fulfilled.  Stepping  close  upon 
the  edge  of  the  rostrum  with  shaking 
limbs  and  hesitation  of  speech,  the  ven- 
erable man  of  God  looked  down  upon  the 
Congregation  and  read  as  his  text 
from  Jeremiah  xlviii,  17:  "All  they 
that  are  about  him  bemoan  him,  and 
them  that  know  his  name  say  how  is  the 
strong  staff  broken  and  the  beautiful 
rod." 

"These  words,"  said  Dr.  Butler,  "befit 
a  man  much  lamented  and  much  be- 
loved, much  lamented    because  he    was 
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greatly  loved.  I  see  before  me  a  former 
president  of  this  great  republic,  one  of 
his  constitutional  advisers,  men  who  pre- 
ceded and  followed  him  as  chief  execu- 
tives of  this  commonwealth.  What 
more  can  testify  to  the  feeling  oi  our 
countrymen  that  a  great  man  has  fallen? 
You  have  come  together  in  this  p:ace, 
remote  as  it  is  from  the  great  comoaer- 
cial  and  industrial  centers,  to  bury  him, 
to  pay  the  last  honors  to  him,  to  give 
your  heartfelt  condolences  to  the  be- 
reaved family. 

"We  come  weeping  (and  here  the 
preacher  turned  and  faced  the  widow 
and  relatives),  we  come  weeping  at  the 
graveside  of  our  friend,  your  friend,  as 
lesuswept  at  the  graveside  of  his  friend. 
But  we  commend  him  to  (iod,  who  doth 
not  willingly  afflict,  but  who  chastenjj  not 
for  his  pleasure  but  for  our  profit.  Time 
shall  come  to  you  with  healing  ir.  his 
wings.  At  that  future  day  the  idea  of 
his  life  shall  sweetly  creep  (and  here  the 
venerable  divine  quoted  from  the  bard 
of  Avon),  "into  your  study  of  Imagina- 
tion, and  every  lovely  feature  of  his  life 
shall  become  appareled  in  more  precious 
habit,  more  moving  delicate  and  full  of 
life,  into  the  eye  and  prospect  of  your 
souls,  than  when  he  lived  in  deed." 

In  concluding  his  address.  Dr.  Butler 
said  that  the  indomitable  spirit  tvith 
which  the  deceased  started  out  on  his 
career  inspired  his  life.  As  sheriff  he 
tamed  men  who  were  far  more  wild  tiian 
any  horse.  The  same  was  true  of  his 
experiences  through  the  war.  He  quelled 
the  anarchist  riots  in  Milwaukee  so  ef- 
fectually that  they  had  never  knowQ  a 
resurrection.  From  first  to  last  he  had 
shown  himself  not  only  competent  for 
every  position  he  had  been  called  upon 
to  fill,  but  ecjual  to  any  emergency.  One 
was  inclined  to  say  that  he  should  have 
lived  longer  and  that  he  should  have 
died  hereafter. 

Such  men  are  scarce  ind  they  are 
needed.  What  greater  influence  for 
good  he  might  have  exercised  had  he 
lived;  what  greater  positions  he  might 
have  l>een  called  upon  to  fill,  no  man  can 
tell.  Popularity  ran  after  him,  he  did 
not  run  after  it.  His  honest,  his  stainless 
public  and  private  life,  his  temperance, 
or  rather  his  abstinence  from  his  youth 
up,  made  him  an  example  to  the  nation 
never  to  be  forgotten.  He  had  lost  his 
life,  but  the  nation  would  not  forget  the 
lesson  of  his  death,  and  unto  the  Lamb 
would  ba  the  power  and  the  glory  the 
honor  and  blessing  to  the  world  without 
end. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon,  the 
mourners  withdrew  and  for  a  few 
moments  the  relatives  were  left  a^one 
with  the  dead.  Then  the  casket  was 
closed  and  borne  to  the  hearse  and  the 
procession  moved  to  the  local  cemetery, 
a  mile  distant.  It  was  headed  by  an  es- 
cort of  members  of  Robert  Macey  com- 
mandery  of  Knights  Templars  of  Madi- 
son, of  which  the  deceased  was  a  nr.em- 
ber.  Then  came  the  hearse  draw:i  by 
four  coal  black  steeds,  their  heads  sur- 
mounted with  ostrich   plumes.

The  entire  procession  was  nearly  a 
mile  in  length.  At  the  grave  in  the  fam- 
ily lot  a  brief  committal  prayer  was  said 
by  Dr.  Butler,  and  the  casket,  which  in 
the  meantime  had  been  encased  in  a 
metal  shell,  was  lowered  into  the  grave. 
The  Masonic  funeral  ritual  was  repeated 
at  the  grave  by  Mayor  Smith,  worship- 
ful master  of  La  Belle  Lodge  of  Viroqua, 
of  which  deceased  was  a  member. 
A  salute  was  fired  by  a  detail  of  Grand 
Army  veterans,  the  earth  was  shov^iled 
into  the  open  gr.ave  and  Jeremiah  M.

DOCK  FIRE  AT  FAIRPORT. 


A  Fierce  Fire  Destroys  Ore  from  the  Meiaba 
Range. 

Painesvillk,  Ohio,  Nov.  24.— A  fire 
on  the  docks  owned  by  the  Fairport 
Dock  company  at  Fairport,  which  began 
early  this  morning,  was  still  raging  at  i 
o'clock  this  afternoon,  although  it  has 
been  prevented  from  spreading  by  cut- 
ting away  sections  of  the  dock  at  both 
ends  of  the  burning  part. 

About  400  feet  of  the  dock  has  tieen 
destroyed,  tog^lher  with  two  hoisting 
machines.  The  steamers  J.  H.  Wade 
and  loscc  were  hauled  up  to  windward 
of  the  burning  docks  to  act  as  wind- 
breakers.  This  greatly  assisted  the  fire- 
men in  fighting  the  flames.  The  loss 
will  be  heavy,  as  the  docks  are  loaded 
with  iron  ore,  and  the  two  hoisting  ma- 
chines were  very  valuable.

THE  BLOCKADE  ENDED 


The  Lehigh  Road  Sent  Ten  'Freight  Trains 
East  Fronn  Buffalo  Today,  Rais- 
ing the  Blockade. 


It  is  Also  Announced  That  the  Nickel    Plate 

Has  Accepted  Freight  From  the 

Lehigh. 


The  Strikers  are  Still  Confident  of  Winning 

the  Fight  and  Have  Plenty  of 

Funds. 


Buffalo,  Nov.  24.— The  sixth  day  of 
the  Lehigh  strike  finds  the  condition  of 
affairs  much  the  same  at  this  terminal  as 
it  has  been  from  the  start.  This,  how- 
ever, is  to  be  changed  before  night,  if 
the  plans  of  the  company's  officials  do 
not  miscarry.  Twenty  trains  of  freight 
are  to  be  sent  out  during  the  day,  and  by 
tomorrow  the  strike  is  to  be  a  mere  mat- 
ter of  record.  The  strikers'  view  of  the 
situation  is  just  as  roseate,  but  the  hue  is 
entirely  different.  They  say  the  Lehigh's 
new  men  are  utterly  incompetent;  that  a 
number  of  locomotives  have  been  burned 
out  and  sent  to  the  shops  for  repairs,  and 
that  every  engine  sent  out  will  have  to 
carry  a  pilot. 

The  federation  leaders  are  gathering 
here.  H.  C.  Hayes.of  Cleveland,  second 
grand  engineer  of  Locomotive  Engineers, 
IS  here  as  Chief  Arthur's  representative,' 
and  has  told  his  men  that  the  brother- 
hood will  stand  by  them  and  if  necessary 
use  every  dollar  of  the  $250,000  in  its 
treasury  to  win  the  fight.  He  will  re- 
main until  the  trouble  is  over. 

At  9:30  o'clock  the  Lehigh's  officials 
began  the  movement  of  freight  which 
they  asserted  could  be  made  today. 
Three  trains  of  loaded  freight  cars  were 
started  out  of  the  East  Buffalo  yards,  one 
after  the  other,  only  a  short  distance 
apart.  One  train  had  fifteen  cars  and 
the  other  two  ten  ears  each.  They  were 
all  manned  by  new  .men  who  will  make 
the  rui?  to  Sayre  where  the  trains  will 
take  on  new  crews.  The  trains  are  under 
orders  to  proceed    slowly  and  carefully. 

Grand  Master  Sargent,  of  the  Brother- 
hood of  Locomotive  Firemen,  this  morn- 
ing received  a  message  from  Vice-Grand 
Master  Hanahan,  at  Philadelphia,  say- 
ing: "Conditions  are  more  encouraging 
than  at  any  time.  May  be  able  to  wire 
good  news  this  evening.  Wilbur  had  rui 
interview  in  which  he  expressed  a  will- 
ingness to  meet  committees  separately 
but  not  jointly."  Mr.  Sargent  says  this 
is  a  distinct  point  gained,  as  boih  Voor- 
heesanu  Wilbur  had  refused  to  meet 
any  committee  of  the  employes. 

Later— The  Lehigh  has  raised  the 
freight  blockade  here.  Ten  freight 
trains  have  been  sent  East  and  others 
will  follow  this  afternoon.  One  freight 
has  arrived  from  Sayre.  The  Nickel 
Plate  has  accepted  freight  from  the  Le- 
high.

FIGHTING  FOR  REVENGE. 

The  Temochis  Indians  Are  Giving  the  Mexicans 
Some  Trouble. 

Di: NVEK,  Nov.  24.— A  private  letter 
from  an  American  engaged  in  business 
in  Palcmas  states  that  a  Mexican  mail 
carrier  just  arrived  from  Ascension 
brought  news  that  the  band  of  Temochis 
Indians,  who  raided  the  Palomas  custom 
house  are  located  at  Paso  de  Janos, 
eighty  five  miles  south  on  the  trail  over 
the  Sierra  Madras  between  Sonora  and 
Chihuahua,  where,  strongly  fortified, 
they  await  the  arrival  of  the  Mexican 
troops. 

There  were  twenty-three  Temochis 
Indians  in  the  attack  upon  the  Palomas 
custom  house  and  they  obtained  guns, 
pistols  and  saddles  and  S203  for  which  a 
receipt  was  given.  They  disturbed  no 
other  property  and  said  they  would  in- 
jure no  Americans.  All  they  wanted 
was  ammunition  and  arms. 

Their  animosity  seems  to  be  directed 
against  the  Mexican  government,  and 
particularly  against  Mexican  soldiery 
for  whom  they  have  the  greatest  hatred. 
This  dates  back  to  tbe  time  some 
months  ago,  when  through  some  oppres- 
sion they  rebelled  against  the  local  au- 
thorities and  the  troops  were  sent  in  to 
settle  the  matter,  which  they  did  by  kill- 
ing men,  women  and  children  after  suf- 
fering great  loss  themselves. 

The  Temochis  lost  their  families  and 
homes  and  are  now  fugitives  and  wan- 
derers. They  are  now  righting  only  for 
revenge.  They  are  said  to  be  brave, 
desperate  men  and  have  no  fear  of  the 
Mexican  troops. 

Governor  Leweiling  III. 

PiTTsiiUK(;,  Kan.,  Nov.  24.— Governor 
Leweiling  was  taken  suddenly  ill  yester- 
day morning  at  Girard  on  his  return 
from  a  hunt  in  Northern  Arkansas,  and 
was  compelled  to  go  to  bed  at  the  home 
of  Dr.  W.  H.  Haldeman,  who  is  an  old 
friend.  Mrs.  Leweiling  and  daughter 
are  with  him,  and  he  will  receive  the  best 
of  care.  It  is  thought  his  trouble  is  de- 
veloping into  a  fever  and  it  may  be  ser- 
ious. The  lieutenant  governor  is  also 
very  sick  at  his  home  near  Girard,  with 
a  severe  attack  of  malarial  fever.

Mitchell,  tor 
many  years  resident  director  of  the  Nor- 
mal school,  president  of  the  humane  so- 
ciety and  founder  and  until  a  year  ago 
editor  and  publisher  ot  the  Joumal-rress. 
13  Dut  in  rather  a  b.-id  light  before  thJ 
public,  ll  the  charges  preferred  against 
him  can  be  substantiated. 

Papers  were  rtled  in  the  district  clerk's 
office  yesterday  afternoon  by  Bernard 
Schmu,  an  old  and  wealthy  farmer,  of 
Cold  -Spring,  this  countv,  demanding 
damages  from  Mitchell  in  a  sum  of 
?::o,ooo  for  the  seduction  of  the  plaintiffs 
daughter,  Maggie  Schmit.  who  for  a 
number  of  vears  was  a  domestic  in  Mr. 
Mitchell's  family. 

In  the  documents  liled  it  is  charged 
that  <he  accused  miintained  for  some 
time  the  illicit  relations,  and  when  the 
girl  found  herself  with  child  he  made 
.arrangements  for  her  to  go  to  Montreal, 
Canada,  where  she  was  delivered  of  ;• 
boy  child  on  July  4,  kvo2.  The  downfall 
of  the  girl  was  kept  secret  from  her 
family  for  over  a  year,  and  when  her 
brother,  a  prominerit  citizen  of  Omaha, 
learned  of  the  disgrace  his  sister  had 
sustained  and  the  name  of  the  accused, 
he  at  once  took  stei)s  to  compel  him  to 
.answer  for  the  wrong  done. 

Mr.  Mitchell  for  many  years  has  been 
a  prominent  member  of' the  Presbyterian 
church,  an  ardent  worker  in  its  hehnU 
and  really  one  of  the  prime  movers  in 
ridding  the  city  of  its  women  of  ill-repute. 
He  was  also  a  leader  in  society,  and  the 
accus.ation  is  naturally  a  ternblelshock  to 
the  citi;iens. 

It  is  understood  that  the  defense  will 
set  up  blackmail,  but  the  fact  that  the 
action  is  brought  through  the  county  at- 
torney, J.  D.  Sullivan,  who  has  thoroughly 
investigated  the  evidence  to  be  adduced, 
causes  some  doubt  as  to  the  strength  ot 
the  blackmail  theory. 

Since  the  facts  have  been  revealed  a 
strong  sentiment  has  arisen  demanding 
that  the  defendant  should  resign  his 
position  as  resident  director  of  the  nor- 
mal school  board  pending  the  trial  of 
the  action,  which  will  be  had  next-  June. 
Much  sympathy  is  felt  and  expressed  on 
all  sides  foi  the  wife  and  family  of  the 
accused  and  especially  for  his  aged  par- 
ents who  are  among  the  oldest  and  most 
esteemed  residents  of  this  city.

The  Iron  Ore  Duty. 
The  report  comes  from  Washington, 
though  it  is  not  official  and  must  there- 
fore be  received  with  some  doubt,  that 
the  Democratic  members  of  the  ways 
and  means  committee  have  decided  to 
place  iron  ore  on  the  free  list,  despite 
the  arguments  and  protests  of  leading 
Democrats  from  Alabama  and  other 
states  that  are  the  centers  of  the  iron 
mining  industry.  It  is  said  the  Alabama 
delegation  will  solidly  oppose  in  the 
house  the  removal  of  the  present  duty  on 
iron  ore,  and  that  the  two  senators  from 
that  state  will  work  against  it  in  the  sen- 
ate. The  Democratic  majority  in  the 
senate  is  small,  and  a  few  Democratic 
senators  could  easily  defeat  the  clause 
of  the  tariff  bill  placing  iron  ore  on  the 
free  list.  It  is  hardly  likely  that  any 
Republican  senator  will  abandon  the 
protective  principle  and  vote  for  free 
iron  ore. 

A  largely  signed  petition  from  Duluth 
representmg  the  views  of  the  vessel  in- 
terests and  the  workingmen  engaged  in 
the  ore  trade  here,  was  forwarded  yes- 
terday to  the  chairman  of  the  house  ways 
and  means  committee,  urging  that  the 
duty  on  iron  ore  be  not  removed.  This 
petition  was  signed  without  regard  to 
political  party  lines.  Democrats  and 
Republicans  alike  joined  in  the  protest 
against  the  rumored  intention  of  the 
house  committee.  It  was  a  remons- 
trance from  a  business  standpoint  solely. 
There  was  no  politics  in  it.  Those  who 
signed  it  did  so  from  an  honest  belief 
that  by  the  removal  of  the  duty  rot  only 
would  the  iron  ore  industry  of  Lake 
Superior  be  crippled,  but  a  deadly  blow 
would  be  given  to  the  lake  marine  in- 
terests. 

A  copy  of  this  telegram  should  be 
sent  to  Congressmen  Baldwin  and  Hall, 
the  two  Democratic  members  of  the 
house  trom  Minnesota.  The  Republican 
congressmen  are  certain  to  vote  for  the 
continuance  ot  the  present  duty,  but  we 
do  not  know  what  Messrs.  Baldwin  and 
Hall  intend  to  do.  The  attention  of  the 
Populist  congressman  from  the  Seventh 
district,  Mr,  Boen,  should,^  alsc|  be  di- 
rected to  the  importance  of  allowing  the 
present  duty  on  iron  ore  to  stand  un- 
disturbed. Messrs.  Baldwin  and  Hall 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  show  by  their 
votes  upon  this  question  that  they  re- 
gard the  interests  of  Minnesota  as  para- 
mount to  the  decision  of  any  Democratic 
house  caucus.  It  will  be  their  duty  to 
oppose  the  removal  of  the  duty  on  iron 
ore,  and  this  fact  should  be  firmly  im- 
pressed upon  them  by  the  people  of  the 
state. 

During  the  campaign  preceding  his 
election  Maj.  Baldwin  stated,  when  ques- 
tioned about  the  proposed  removal  of 
the  duty  on  iron  ore,  should  the  Demo- 
crats control  congress,  that  he  would  do 
nothing  that  would  injure  any  interest  in 
the  Sixth  district.  He  will  soon  have  a 
chance  to  fulfill  this  promise,  and  he  can 
do  it  in  no  more  effective  way  than  by 
rising  in  his  place  in  the  house  and  op- 
posing with  all  the  vigor  that  he  can 
command  the  proposal  to  place  iron  ore 
on  the  free  list.    Will  he  do  it? 


yet  when  election  day  arrived  they  rep:u- 
larly  allowed  themselves  to  be  blinded 
and  bamboozled  by  fair  but  enioty  prom- 
ises and  chose  as  their  representative  a 
Tory  who  always  voted  with  the  govern- 
ment for  the  maintenance  of  the  policy 
that  they  denounced. 

It  was  a  peculiar  state  of  affairs,  and 
yet  it  is  easily  explained.  The  people 
of  the  Northwest,  much  as  they  hate  the 
Tory  tariff  policy,  were  distrustful  of  the 
Liberal  party.  The  settlement  of  the 
Northwest  was  promoted  by  the 
Tories.  They  made  possible,  by 
aiding  the  construction  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  railway,  the  great  de- 
velopment which  has  taken  place  in 
Manitoba  and  thejterritories.  They  en- 
acted land  laws  that  encouraged  settlers 
and  entered  upon  an  immigration  policy 
that  brought  many  people  to  cultivate 
the  rich  wheat  lands  of  the  Northwest, 
and  they  had  acted  in  a  progressive 
spirit  in  relation  to  many  thmgs  affecting 
that  great    territory. 

During  the  few  short  years  that  they 
controlled  the  reins  of  government,  the 
Liberals  had  done  little  to  benefit  the 
Northwest.  They  pursued  a  halting, 
lame  policy  in  relation  to  its  develop- 
ment, and  naturally  the  people  of  Win- 
nipeg and  the  country  lying  west  of  it 
had  little  confidence  that  the  Liberal 
party,  if  again  entrusted  with  power, 
would  do  aught  to  benefit  them.  Thus, 
while  they  were  anxious  to  change  the 
Tory  tariff,  they  were  afraid  to  place 
their  destinies  in  the  hands  of 
the  Liberals.  They  were  "be- 
tween the  devil  and  the 
deep  sea,"  and  they  preferred  the  form- 
er. Thus  it  was  that  at  each  succeeding 
election  a  Tory,  who  did  not^ represent 
the  tariff  ideas  of  the  Winnipeggers,  was 
chosen  to  represent  them  at  Ottawa. 

The  election  of  a  Liberal  on  Wednes- 
day by  437  majority  shows  that  a  great 
change  in  sentiment  has  occurred.  He 
stood  upon  a  platform  that  declared  in 
favor  of  the  removal  of  the  onerous  tariff 
charges  that  oppress  the  farmers  of  the 
Northwest  and  which  declared  in  favor 
of  unrestricted  reciprocity  with  the 
United  States.  With  that  platform  he 
scored  a  notable  victory.  It  indicates 
that  the  younger  generation  now 
in  control  of  the  Liberal  party  have 
secured  the  confidence  of  the  Manito- 
bans,  who  have  determined  to  be  no 
longer  deceived  by  the  ante-election 
promises  of  Tory  ministries,  made  only 
to  be  broken.  It  will  stiffen  the  back- 
bone of  the  other  electoral  districts  in 
Manitoba  and  the  territories,  and  when 
the  next  general  elections  occur  there 
will  no  doubt  be  many  more  equally  sur- 
prising defeats  for  the  Tories  in  the 
Northwest. 

With  this  Winnipeg  verdict  to  en- 
courage them,  the  Canadian  Liberals 
can  look  forward  with  considerable  con- 
fidence to  a  victory  all  along  the  line, 
on  the  next  occasion  when  they  meet  the 
Tory  government  at  the  polls,  while  the 
friends  of  unrestricted  reciprocity  can 
properly  feel  rejoiced  at  this  indication 
that  the  people  of  Winnipeg  want  free 
trade  relations  with  the  United  States  as 
quickly  as  they  can  be  established.

Why  should  men  be  chosen  to 
conduct  the  business  of  the  city  merely 
because  they  are  Democrats  or  Repub- 
licans? Why  should  the  test  of  a  man's 
fitness  to  be  a  mayor  or  alderman  or  city 
treasurer  or  comptroller  be  his  views 
upon  the  tariff?  Can  the  News  Tribune 
tell  why  this  should  be  so?

A  Notable  Election. 
For  the    first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Canadian  Northwest,  its  chief  city,  Win- 
nipeg  has    elected  a  Liberal  to  parlia- 
ment, and  by    a    rousing  majority  that 
shows  how  overwhelming  is  the  popular 
teeling  against  the  present  federal  gov- 
ernment.

Henry  JohusDn,    D.U.,    ot    S(.)uth 
Ind.,  has  been    extended    another 
cuU  to  the  pulpit  of  the   First    Presbyte- 
rian church,  ot  Duhith.     Two  calls  have 

I'cc:i  extendetl  him  heretofore,  one  by 
the  members  and  one  t>y  the  church,  but 
were  declined.  There  was  some  little 
lecluiif  engendered  against  hmi  by  his 
refusal      to     accept        the  call      of 

the  congrei::;ation  to  the  pastorate  some 
time  ago,  it  beinp  imderstood  that  he 
had  promised  to  accept.  It  now  seems, 
however,  that  someone  had  written  to  Dr. 
Johnson  that  a  portion  of  the  congrega- 
tion would  be  displeased  with  his  ac- 
ceptance and  as  he  desired  a  thoroughly 
harmonious  sentiment  in  his  favor  he  de- 
clined. 

At  the  congregational  meeting  last 
evening  a  vote  was  taken  upon  extend- 
ing him  another  call  and  resulted  in  151 
votes  favorable  to  10  against.  A  second 
ballot  was  unanimous,  161  votes  for  the 
call. 

S.  R.  Payne  said 'that  he  had  positive 
assurance  that  were  a  unanimous  call 
again  e.xtended.  Dr.  Johnson  would  ac- 
i  ept  and  would  be  here  by  the  hrst  Sun- 
ilav  in  January.  The  salary  offered  Mr. 
Johnson  is  §5000  per  year  and  $500  is  ai- 
lowcd  for  moving  e.\penses. 


THE  NEVADA'S   SINKING. 


Vessel    Men   Believe    That   it  Was   Not   De- 
signedly Caused. 

The  recent  arrest  of  Engineer  Schurg 
at  Two  Harbors  for  scuttling  the  steamer 
Ncv.idi,  is  being  generally  discussed. 
i  he  trend  of  belief  among  vessel  men  is 

decidedly  adverse  to  the  theory  that  the 
Xevada  was  desigr.edly  sunk,  John 
Kelderliouse,  of  Buffalo,  says:  "Thomas 
Maythain  and  1  sold  the  Nevada  to 
Door/bach,  Decker  ^\;  Landgraf  in  iSSS. 
Doer/bech  was  the  man  we  did  most  of 
the  business  with.  The  purchase  price 
was  S 32,000.  The  Nevada  had  an  old- 
fashioned  engine  of  the  oscillating 
cylinder  type  and  I  know  that  the  new 
owners  put  in  a  new  engine  and  boiler 
besides  other  extensive  repairs  that  must 
ha\  e  I  ost  at  least  i^2o,ooo.  This  would 
m;ike  the  vessel  worth  $52,000  and  she 
wai  insured  for  hut  S40.000  according  to 
tht*  newspaper  reports.  This  makes  to 
niy  mind  an  absence  of  motive  to  sink 
her,  as  Mr.  Maytham  and  myself  had  a 
mortgage  of  §20,000  which  was  paid  to 
us.  The  agents  refused  to  settle  the  loss 
and  the  companies  themselves  were 
threatened  with  suit.    They  paid." 

-Mr.  Kelderhouse  inclines  strongly  to 
the  belief  that  the  prosecution  of  the 
owners  for  fraud  was  spite  work  on  the 
part  of  the  Seamen's  umon. 

J.  \  .  Luu,  a  conductor  on  the  Lake 
Shore  road,  knows  Landgraf  well  aiid 
says  that  he  went  on  the  Sandusky  police 
force  soon  after  the  accident  because  he 
was   "broke." 

The  impression  among  those  who  know 
Landgraf  and  (iodman  is  that  both  are 
honest,  straightforward  men,  incapable 
of  such  an  act  as  is  charged  against 
ihem.  The  lact  that  the  Nevada  was 
really  under  insured  instead  of  over  in- 
sured, and  that  by  sinking  her  they 
would  have  suffered  a  loss  of  Ji 2,000,  is 
the  strongest  fact  in  their  favor. 

OULUTH   MAKES  THE  MARKET. 


Mills  Here  Driving  Out  the  Minneapolis  Brands 
uf  Flour. 

In  the  New  York  Journal  ot  Nov.  1 
appeared  the  following:  "Flour  was 
dull  and  unsettled  on  spring  patents,  as 
the  Duluth  mills  arc  making  the  market 
for  Minneapolis  not  only,  but  getting  the 
trade,  as  they  are  able  at  that  point  to 
get  better  wheat  than  Minneapolis  at 
less  cost,  while  rot  making  such  a  large 
percentage  of  patents  as  Minneapolis, 
and  hence  a  better  and  stronger  tlour, 
which  is  t.ikir'g  the  place  of  the  Minne- 
apolis brands  of  older  reputation  at  less 
prices. " 

Two  days  later  the  same  paper  con- 
tained the  foUowir,g  in  Us  review  of  the 
flour  market:  "In  our  last  the  explana- 
tion given  for  the  unsettled  condition  of 
the  spring  patents  market  was  that  given 
by  the  trade,  which  was  simply  repro- 
ducea  as  an  explanation  for  the  situation 
of  affairs  without  any  design  of  passing 
upon  the  correctness  of  the  claims  of  the 
Duluth  millers  of  superior  advantages 
over  those  of  Minneapolis.  All  that 
concerned  us  were  the  facts,  and  these 
cannot  be  dis;iuted-  r.amely,  that  the 
new  Duluth  mills,  with  all  the  latest  im- 
provements and  large  capacity  in  the 
lieart  of  h^rd  spring  wheat  cowntrv,  are 
taking  an  unusual  share  ol  the  trade  for 
new  mills  and  at  [iriccs  of  older  and  but- 
ter known  jirands  of  mill.T  iri  ilic  older 
spring  wheal  sections."

AROUND  THE  HOTELS. 

Gossip  of  lntere<;t  Picked  Up  in  the  Lobbies 
and  Corridors. 

Capt.  N.  D.  Miiore,  the  well-known 
miner  and  iron  ore  expert,  said  lastnight 
that  he  was  unalterably  opposed  to  the 
removal  of  the  tariff  from  iron  ores  or 
the  product  of  iron  ore. 

"If  iron  goes  on  the  free  list,"  said  he, 
it  will  be  little  sliort  of  a  national  cal- 
amity. Spain  and  Cuba  produce  iron 
ores  of  the  finest  ciuality.  Labor  in  both 
these  countries  is  paid  starvation  wages 
and  ocean  freights  are  very  low.  Already 
the  Cuban  and  Spanish  ores  have  found 
their  way  to  Pittsburg.  Down  there  they 
ship  a  very  considerable  ijuantity  of  coal 
to  the  seaboard,  and  thus  are  enabled 
to  obtain  a  very  'cheap  rate 
upon  ore  returned  in  the  coal  cars. 
These  ores  would  come  into  direct  com- 
petition with  our  ores  here  and  the  re- 
sult would  be  that  the  mine  owner  would 
not  be  able  to  pay  the  miners  sufficient 
wages  to  live  upon  in  this  country.  It 
passes  mv  comprehension  why  anyone 
should  want  to  admit  iron  ore  or  the  pro- 
ducts of  iron  free  into  this  country.  It 
would  be  just  as  bad  to  admit  steel  bil- 
lets free  as  to  admit  the  ore  fr^c,  becau>e 
if  the  country  were  to  be  flooded  with 
che  ip  iron  products  the  demand  for  our 
ore  would  cease  and  our  mines  and  min- 
ers ruined.  I  am  in  favor  of  even  a 
higher  tariff  on  iron  so  as  to  enable  our 
people  over  here  to  live.  We  have  the 
advantage  over  all  the  world  and  why 
should  we  not  avail  ourselves  of  it." 

♦  *        * 

"I  am  no  protectionist,  1  am  a  low 
tariff  man  and  a  Democrat,  but  1  think 
that  the  duty  on  iron  ore  is  about  right 
as  it  Is,'  said  E.  H.  Hall,  the  secretary 
of  Mountain  Iron  company.  "The  I'nited 
States  can  produce  all  the  iron  that  is 
needed  in  this  country,  and  I  see  no  rea- 
son why  the  duty  should  be  lowered  ap- 
parently with  the  sole  object  of  giving 
employment  to  foreigners." 

4>  *  * 

A  group  of  men  were  chatting  around 
the  fire  in  the  Spalding  last  night.  The 
"belle"  of  the  occasion  was  a  well  known 
lawyer  who  is  largely  interested  in  min- 
ing. One  ot  the  party  who  sells  mining 
machinery  remarked:  "Cleveland  will  do 
nothing  with  Hawaii.  We  cannot  afford 
to  go  to  war  with  England." 

"Why  not,  sir?"  said  the  judge,  looking 
fierce. 

"Because  the  country  could  not  stand 
another  crop  of  veterans."  was  the  laugh- 
ing reply. 

The  uidge  reddened,  jumped  up  and 
disappeared. 

"What's  up.^"  asked  the  woidd-be 
joker. 

"Oh,  nothing,"  said  one  of  the  crowd, 
"only  the  judge  commanded  a  battery  in 
the  v.ar,  had  on  his  loyal  legion  badge 
when  you  spoke,  and  is  a  most  enthusi- 
astic (t.  A.  k.  man,  although  he  draws 
no  pension.  For  a  smooth  traveling 
man  looking  for  business  favors  from 
the  judge  you  haven't  done  a  thing."

"From  my  present  information  1  do 
not  think  that  taking  off  the  duty  on  iron 
ore  would  materially  increase  the  amount 
of  ore  imported.  There  is  about  as  much 
ore  imported  as  when  ore  was  double 
the  present  price.  It  is  the  surplus  only 
of  the  f(  reign  mines  that  comes  here 
that  seems  to  come  regardless  of  the 
question  of  price.  I  think,  however,  it 
would  be  contrary  to  Democratic  doc- 
trine to  take  off  this  tariff,  for  the  reason 
that  It  would  be  the  giving  away  of  a 
large  amount  of  revenue  for  no  eouiva- 
lent  whatever.  1  think  that  it  would 
stand  an  increase  of  25  cents  per  ton 
without  shutting  out  a  pound  of  the  for- 
eign product  and  thus  increase  the  rev- 
eimes  to  this  extent." 

These  are  the  sentiments  of  Col.  E.  C. 
Gridley,  one  of  the  leading  Democrats  of 
St.  Louis  county. 

♦  ♦        * 

In  regard  to  putting  iron  ore  on  the 
free  list  Joseph  Selwood  said  today: 

"If  the  duty  on  iron  ore  is  reduced  or 
taken  off  it  means  an  immediate  inllux 
of  .\niericaii  capital  into  Cuba  and  such 
an  increase  in  the  output  of  the  mines  of 
that  island  that  they  will  supply  the 
Eastern  markets  to  the  exclusion  ot  all 
Lake  Superior  ore.  This  will  also  mean 
the  building  up  of  iron  industries  on  the 
seaboard  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  rest 
of  the  country.  In  yet  ^another  way  the 
reduction  uf  the  tariff  on  ore  would  ma- 
terially iniure  the  North  A-cstcri!  mines. 
In  Canada,  very  close  to  us,  there  are 
large  open-pit  mines  of  the  very  same 
ore  that  we  have.  These  mines  would 
come  into  direct  competition  with  ours 
and  the  result  would  be  to  shut  down 
every  deep-pit  mine,  and  every  mine 
subject  to  a  heavy  royalty. 

"Xo  ore  has  bsen  sold  at  a  profit  for 
over         a      year      and       the  Lake 

Superior        mines  can  produce- 

more  ore  already  than  the 
market  can  take.  In  the  year  1892  the 
market  took  8,000,000  tons  of  J  iron 
ore.  The  outpvit  was  (),ooo,ooo.  5>up- 
posc  this  output  to  be  the  same  for  next 
year  and  then  add  the  output  of  the 
Mesaba  range  which  will  be  at  least 
l.oco.OGo  tons,  and  you  will.perceive  that 
this  country  can  produce  all  the  iron  ore 
that  can  possibly  be  used  without  the 
necessity  of  importing  one  pound.  Every 
ton  ot  ore  imported  means  so  much  less 
employment  for  the  American  miner.  '

Consideration  Which  Provides  for 

Restoring  the  Transfer  System. 


Street   Railway  Company  Concedes  a  Good 

Dea!  and  Asks  Quite  a  Little  in 

Return. 


Must  Not  be  Asked  to  Go  up  Grades  of  Over 

Seven    Per  Cent  to    the 

Hundred. 


There  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  ccan- 
cil  committee  on  railroads  and  trans- 
portation an  ordinance  which  is  desi^neil 
to  effect  the  restoration  of  the  transfer 
system  on  the  lines  of  the  Duluih  Street 
railway.  The  company  in  consideration 
asks  some  concessions  so  that  it  is  vir- 
tually a  compromise  measure.  The 
committee  will  make  a  report  on  Mon- 
day evening  but  it  will  be  non-commiital 

and  will  throw  the   responsibility  on   the 
whole  council. 

The  transfer  privileges  to  go  into 
effect  if  the  ordinance  passes  are  in  sub- 
stance as  follows:  First— From  the 
Lake  and  Garfield  avenue  line  to  any 
point  on  the  company's  over  Superior 
street  and  Michigan  street  lines  between 
Twentieth  avenue  cast  and  Twenty- 
sixth  avenue  west;  its  Eist  and  West 
Fourth  street  lines.  t^<e  line  of  Wood- 
land Park  and  its  Seventh  avenue  in- 
cline. 

Second— From  its  Superior  and  Michi- 
gan street  lines  las  to  passengers  from 
points  between  Twentieth  avenue  east 
and  Twenty-sixth  avenue  west)  to  any 
point  on  its  Lake  and  Garfield  avenue 
line,  the  line  lo  Woodland  Park  and  its 
Seventh  avenue  incline. 

Third  -  From  its  Lakeside  lii.e  to  any 
point  on  its  Lake  and  Garfield  avenue 
line. 

Fourth— From  its  East  and  West 
Fourth  street  line,  to  its  Garfield  and 
Lake  avenue  line  and  to  any  point  on  its 
Superior  and  Michigan  street  line  be- 
tween Twenthieth  avenue  east  and 
Twentv-sixth  avenue  west. 
L  Fifth— From  its  Seventh  avenue  in- 
cline to  its  Lake  and  Garfield  avenue 
lines  to  any  part  on  its  Superior  and 
Michigan  street  line  between  Twentieth 
avenue  east  and  Twenty-sixth  avenue 
west. 

Sixth  —From  the  line  to  Woodland 
Park  to  the  Lake  and  Garfisld  avenue 
line,  and  to  any  point  on  the  Superior 
and  Michigan  street  line  betwee  Twen- 
tieth avenue  cast  and  Twenty-sixth  ave- 
nue west. 

In  consideration  of  the  granting  of 
these  transfer  privileges,  the  ordinance 
provides  that  hereafter  no  onhnance 
shall  be  passed  or  action  taken  oy  the 
common  council  of  Du  uth',  under  the 
provisions  of  section  3  ot  the  franchise 
act  of  the  Slid  D.:'.u::i  liireet  flaihvay 
company,  or  otherwise,  designating  as  a 
line  of  street  railway  demanded  by  the 
public  necessities,  or  to  be  constructed 
by  said  company,  any  line  of  railway 
upon  a  street  or  avenue,  whose  actual 
grade  at  any  point  to  be  traversed  by 
such  line  would,  at  the  time  of  such  pro- 
posed construction,  exceed  7  feet  to  the 
100.  or  which  would  exceed  for  the  con- 
tinuous distance  of  1000  feet  or  more,  an 
average  grade  of  6  feet  to  the  100;  nor 
any  line  of  railway  upon  a  street  or  ave- 
nue, or  part  of  a  street  or  avenue  upon 
which  a  sewer  shall  not  have  been  con- 
structed. 

Sec.  3  provides  that  whenever  the 
street  railway  company  shall  decide  to 
occupy  any  street  or  avenue  with  its 
tracks  and  to  operate  its  cars  thereon, 
said  company  shall  not  be  restricted  by 
the  city  council  or  otherwise  to  the  con- 
struction of  a  single  track,  but  may  con- 
struct and  operate  a  double  track 
thereon. 

Sec.  4  says  that  if  the  street  railway 
company  shall,  within  ten  days' after  re- 
ceiving notice  of  the  approval  of  this 
ordinance,  file  in  the  office  of  the  city 
clerk  a  written  acceptance  of  the  same, 
signed  by  its  president  or  vice  president, 
and  attested  by  its  secretary,  the  same 
shall  thenceforth  constitute  a  contract 
between  the  company  and  the  city  of 
Duluth,  otherwise  the  same  shall  be  and 
become  inoperative. 

In  such  case  of  written  acceptance  be- 
ing filed,  the  obligations  of  the  contract 
so  formed  and  completed  shall  be  bind- 
ing upon  the  city  and  said  company,  and 
Its  successors,  for  the  period  of  five 
years  from  the  date  of  the  acceptance; 
but  if  either  party  shall  at  any  time  will 
fully  ana  substantially  violate  its  obliga- 
tions under  such  contract,  the  same  shall 
cease  to  be  binding  upon  either  party. 

Has  Been  Dismissed. 
A  notice  ot  dismissal  of  the  suit  of 
J.  T.  Hale  vs.  Standard  Ore  Company 
and  Duluth  cV  Iron  Range  Railway  has 
been  filed  in  Clerk  Sinclair's  office. 
This  was  an  action  to  force  the  payment 
of  a  claim  of  about  $800  for  royalties  on 
ore  mined  from  the  Hale  mine.  The 
combination  made  with  tiie  Thomas  Iron 
company  has  enabled  the  Standard  Ore 
company  to  straighten  up:t>  outstandmg 
claims.

FLAMES   IN    MUSKEGON. 


THE  DIOCESE   QUESTION. 


Some  of  the  Conditions  Which  Will    Have  To 
Be  Met. 

The  action  taken  at  the  late  Episco- 
palian convocation  held  at  We:>t  Duluth, 
recommending  to  the  general  convention 
that  the  present  diocese  he  divded  so  as 
to  give  the  northern  part  of  the  state  a 
bishop,  is  of  more  importanci;  to  Du- 
luth than  might  at  first  be  supposed. 
The  general  convention  meets  n  Minne- 
apolis in  October,  1895  and  tht:  division 
will  then  be  asked  for.  The  part  of  the 
state  petitioned  to  be  set  off  will  be  all 
north  of  a  line  drawn  east  and  west 
through  St.   Cloud. 

This  northern  portion  only  contributes 
$500  per  year  to  the  bishop  at  present 
and  to  gel  one  of  its  own  would  have  to 
guarantee  $2000.  All  this  was  talked 
over  at  the  convocation.  It  is  now  sug- 
gested that  the  only  way  to  get  this  is  lo 
make  the  rector  of  the  principil  parish 
in  the  proposed  new  diocese  the  bishop 
and  allow  him  an  assistant  lo  help  him 
in  his  parish  work.  He  would  receive 
about  $4000  per  year  but  being  a  mis- 
sionary bishoj)  would  receive  the  other 
$2000  from  the  general   state. 

It  is  said  that  a  precedent  for  this  is 
found  in  the  case  of  Hisbop  Necly  of 
Maine,  He  is  rector  ot  a  churrh  in 
Portland  and  assumes  a  portion  of  the 
duties  of  the  Episcopate,  being  allowed 
an  assistant. 

In  the  event  of  this  being  d<  nc,  Du- 
luth would  probably  get  the  bishop,  St. 
Paul's  parish  being  the  largest  in  the 
diocese.

The  Case  ot  McDonald  vs.  Cloquet   Lumber 
Company  Still  on  Trial. 

The  case  of  M.  W.  McDonald  against 

the  Cloquet  Lumber  company  has  been 

on  before  Judge  Lewis  all  of  yesterday 
and  today  up  to  noon,  but  will  probably 
go  to  the  jury  this  afternoon.  The 
plaintiff  is  seeknig  to  recover  about 
$6000  commission  on  a  lot  of  pine  lands 
which  he  claims  to  have  purchased  for 
the  defendant.  These  lands  are  known 
as  the  Ryan  and  McCauley  tracts.  The 
defense  made  is  that  the  plaintiff  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  negotiations  re- 
garding the  purchase  of  the  pine. 
George  S.  Shaw  testified  that  the  plamtitT 
may  have  interfered,  but  whatever  he 
did  was  uncalled  for  and  not  at  the  re- 
quest ol  the  company.  John  McKinley 
testified  to  having  brought  the  attention 
of  the  company  to  the  lands  in  question 
in  iScpand  then  endeavored  to  effect  a 
sale.  This  was  to  weaken  the  plaintiff's 
claim  that  he  brought  the  lands  lo  ihc 
notice  of  the  company.  Additional  ui- 
tercst  is  lent  the  case  from  the  fact  that 
the  plaintiff  has  also  brought  a  similar 
action  to  recover  over  Sr6,ooo. 

The  case  of  M.  W.  Hates  vs.  B.  B. 
Richards  Lumber  company  is  still  on 
trial  before  Judge  Knsign  and  appears 
to  be  a  long  way  from  the  jury  yet.

Yale  and   Harvard  Contending  This  After- 
noon in  Springfield,  Mass.,  for  Su- 
premacy in  Football. 


As  Far  as  the  Game  Has  Progressed  Yale 

Has  Scored  Six  to  Harvard's 

Nothing. 


The  Grounds  Are  in  Excellent  Condition  and 

No  Better    Field  Could  be 

Wished   For. 


Betting  Was  About  Even,  Although  the  Yale 

Men  Were  Anxious  to  Secure 

Some  Odds. 


Springfield,  Mess.,  Nov.  25.— Ideal 
football  weather-cold  and  clear-pre- 
vails  for  the  big  Harvard-Yale  contest 
this  afternoon.  The  air  is  sharp,  with 
clear  skies,  but  a  bright  sun  tempering 
the  crisp  air  will  render  the  cold  more 
bearable  to  the  20,000  spectators  of  the 
big  game.  The  grounds  are  in  excellent 
condition,  in  fact,  old  football  men  who 
have  looked  them  over,  say  that  a  better 
field  for  the  contest  could  not  be  wished 
for. 

Last  year  there  were  one  or  two  bad 
spots,  but  the  whole  place  has  been  care- 
fully groomed  this  year  and  no  treatch- 
erous  places  lie  in  wait  to  down  the  un- 
suspecting players*  One  particularly 
happy  feature  of  the  arrangement  of  the 
fiela  is  the  painting  of  numbers  on  the 
surrounding  fence  so  that  the  spec- 
tator can  tell  at  a  glance  just 
how  many  yards  the  ball 
is  from  the  center  of  the  field.  On  either 
side  of  the  tield  the  five  yard  lines  are 
plainly  designated.  This  system  of 
marking  the  lines  will  be  of  great  assist- 
ance to  the  newspaper  men  and  specta- 
tors, as  it  will  be  an  easy  matter  to  keep 
tabs  on  the  gains  and  losses. 

The  betting  last  nigh4  was  very  brisk. 
Consideiable  money  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  clerks  at  the  big  hostelnes.  Hal 
Clarkson,  of  Harvard,  son  of  the  ex- 
postmaster  general,  put  up  S500  even  on 
the  crimson  eleven  last  night.  One  Har- 
vard man  put  up  gioo  against  §80  on  his 
team.  When  this  last  wager  was  noised 
around,  all  the  Yale  crowd  were  loth  to 
put  up  their  money  without  getting  odds. 

What  the  Yale  men  wanted  was  5  to 
I,  but  the  Harvard  sympathizers  invari- 
ably held  out  for  even  money.  The  old 
Yale  war  horses  broke  silence  last  night 
and  came  out  with  declarations  that  their 
team  is  sure  to  win.  Capt.  Ray  Tomp- 
kins, '84  and  Capt.  "Billy"  Rhodes,  'go, 
did  the  shouting.  These  two  veteran 
players  have  been  with  the  men  nearly  a 
month  and  know  perhaps  more  about 
the  team  than  any  other  men,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  Capt.  Hinkey. 
They  are  also  among  the  best  football 
authorities  and  the  best  coachcrs  that 
Yale  has  produced.  They  have  kept 
careful  watch  on  the  Harvard  team,  tbe 
pretensions  of  which  to  football  suprem- 
acy they  evidently  despise. 

Mr.  Tompkins  said:  "Yale  is  going  to 
win  that  game.  You  may  rely  on  this 
for  a  certainty,  for  harvard  has  not  the 
slightest  show  of  gaining  a  victorv.  I 
was  never  so  confident  of  anything  iti  my 
life.  Yale  has  a  grand  team  this  year, 
whice  will  ably  maintain  the  reputation 
she  has  won  in  past  years.  This  is  not 
the  same  team  that  lined  up  against 
Pennsylvania  two  weeks  ago.  It  is  en- 
tirely changed  and  the  transformation 
has  been  remarkable.  The  time  .  Yale 
always  makes  her  improvement  is 
toward  the  end  of  the  season,  and  the 
team  she  then  sends  forth  has  usually 
been  foiBjd  to  be  invinciple.  Should 
Pennsylvania  line  up  against  Vale  now, 
she  would  not  get  the  ball  within  the 
twenty- five  yard  line  of  Yale's  goal  post, 

"Harvard,  on  the  other  hand,  has 
played  no  games  at  all  this  year  ot  any 
consequence.  The  reports  of  Harvard's 
great  team,  which  always  float  down 
from  Cambridge  at  this  season,  are  not 
supported  by  anything  she  has  done.  I 
tell  you  that  Harvard  does  not  know  the 
A  B  C  of  football.  She  is  making  the 
ridiculous  mistake  of  playing  her  game 
on  paper.  There  is  only  one  way  to 
play  the  game,  and  that  is  the  right  way. 
Yale  has  discovered  this  secret." 

The  Harvard  coachers  are  not  saying 
a  word,  but  their  quiet  manner  and  con- 
fident bearing  speak  volumes.  The  city 
is  blazing  in  color  beyound  all  records. 
The  more  patriotic  shopkeepers  began 
to  trim  their  v/indows  several  days  ago, 
and  today  all  are  in  line  with  all  sorts  of 
combinations  of  color. 

In  some  of  the  stores  figures  dressed  in 
crimson  or  blue  hold  banners  on  high, 
attracting  enthusiastic  admiration.  Most 
of  the  storekeepers  show  a  rigid  im- 
partiality by  giving  Harvard  the  right  to 
monopolize  one  window  and  Yale  the 
other.  Occasionally  a  devoted  alumnus 
of  either  college  displays  his  love  for 
Alma  Mater  with  a  prodigious  display  ot 
blue  or  crimson,  whichever  the  case 
may  be. 

It  is  a  common  occurrence  for  a  Yale 
man  to  buy  a  blue  pennant  on  a  stock 
and  nail  his  purchase  up  in  some  con- 
spicuous place.  When  a  Harvard  man 
comes  along  and  notes  the  blue  standing 
defiantly  forth,  he  gives  a  whoop  and 
tacks  up  a  crimson  banner  by  its  side. 
Then  all  partisans  are  satisfied,  and  the 
patriots  in  question  Itiok  around  lor  other 
points  of  vantage.  Fakirs  with  all  sorts 
of  decorations  are  thicker  than  flies  at  a 
maple  sugar  bee  anc^  lustily  proclaim 
their  warts. 

The  members  of  the  great  football 
elevens  spent  the  morning  very  quietly, 
ai  was  expected,  and  devoted  their  time 
to  prepaiing  for  the  game.  The  Yale 
men  after  breakfast  were  taken  into  the 
gymnasium  ot  the  training  school,  where 
they  were  put  through  the  code  of  sig- 
nals. About  1:15  the  men  boarded  two 
special  electric  cars  and  went  to  the 
park.  Harvard  men  indulged  in  no 
training  save  a  long  walk  immediately 
after  breakfast.  The  trip  to  the  grounds 
was  made  in  two  barges  and  the  start 
was  made  at  i  ;2o  p.  m.    There  was  a  big 


crowd  and  about  35,000  people  saw  the 
game.

Claiming  That  Victory  is  in 

Sight. 


Trains  Moving,  However,  and  the  Indications 

Are  That  the  Company  Has  Won 

the  Fight. 


Unless   the    Strikers    Have    Still    a  Strong 

Trump   Card,   They    Can    Hardly 

Prove  Victorious. 


Buffalo,  Nov.  25.— Today  marks  the 
seventh  day  of  the  Lehigh  strike  and 
both  sides  continue  to  claim  a  victory. 
The  freight  blockade  is  smashed  and 
the  tie-up  ended,  according  to  the  view 
of  the  Lehigh  offtcials,  and  yet  the  strik- 
ers assert  that  they  have  the  company  at 
their  mercy  and  victory  is  but  a  few 
days  or  hours  away.  Upon  just  what 
their  confidence  is  based  is  a  puzzling 
question.  Trains  are  moving  without 
interference  and  it  appears  but  a  m?t- 
ter  of  time  when  the  new  men  will  have 
become,  by  experience,  as  efificient  as 
the  old. 

But  the  strikers  say  that  the  clearing 
up  of  the  Buffalo  yards  does  not  prove 
that  the  road  is  not  tied  up;  that  one 
swallow  does  not  make  a  summer,  and 
that  the  fight  center  is  not  at  this  ter- 
minal but  far  away  to  the  east.  The 
labor  organization  leaders  continue  to 
disclaim  any  intention  of  spreading  the 
strike,  and  express  themselves  as  well 
satisfied  with  the  situation  as  it  stands  at 
present.  T>  ey  assert  that  yesterday's 
concentrated  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
company  was  only  a  grand  bluff;  that 
many  of  the  trains  sent  out  here  never 
got  beyond  Batavia,  where  they  were 
laid  up,  and  that  the  men  are  utterly 
incompetent  as  proven  by  the  burning 
cut  and  exploding  of  locomotives. 

These  are  the  views  of  the  representa- 
tive sides  to  the  question,  but  the  general 
opinion  is  that  the  strike  is  doomed  if 
the  labor  organizations  have  no  higher 
trump  than  those  placed  so  far. 

The  Lehigh  people  were  happy  this 
morning.  Six  freight  trains  are  reported 
to  have  left  Manchester  between  i  and 
4  o'clock,  due  here  this  afternoon  and 
evening.  One  train  of  freight  arrived 
here  at_  3  o'clock  this  morning  with 
twenty-five  loaded  cars. 

WHOLESALE    MILLINEftS    FAIL. 


A  Chicago  Assignment  That  Caused  Some 
Surprise. 
Chicago,  Nov.  25.— N.  B.  Haynes  & 
Co,,  wholesale  milliners  at  Wabash  ave- 
nue and  Madison  street,  have  failed.  It 
was  one  of  the  oldest  houses    in  Chicago 

and  the  announcement  was  a  great  sur- 
prise, 

A  voluntary  assignment  was  made  in 
the  county  court  yesterday  to  protect  the 
interests  of  all  creditors.

Three  Sleepers  and  a   Sign  Post  Laid  Across 
the  Rails. 

Portsmouth,    N.  H.,    Nov.   25.— An 

attempt  was    made  to    derail    the  early 

morning  accommodation  train  on  the 
York  Harbor  &  Beach  lailroad  yester- 
day. As  the  train  approached  Oakland 
Farms,  a  small  flag  station  about  midway 
between  York  Harbor  and  Kitterey 
Point,  Engineer  Emery  discovered  an 
obstruction  on  the  track  ahead. 

An  examination  by  the  trainmen  showed 
that  three  sleepers  and  a  sign  post  had 
been  laid  across  the  rails,  a  short  distance 
apart.  Some  think  the  attempt  was  the 
work  of  tramps.

Fatal    Boiler  Explosion. 

Geni.va,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  25.  Lehigh  En- 
gine No.  ()04,  hauling  freight,  was 
wrecked  last  night  at  North  Hector  by 
the  explosion  of  her  boiler.  The  con- 
ductor of  the  train  and  the  fireman  were 
killed  and  the  engineer  was  fatally  in- 
jured.   The  crew  were  all  new  men.

New  Yokk,  Nov.  25.— A  cable  dis-

A  Series  of  Objections. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

The  m;\ttcr  ot  removing  the  public 
library  to  the  High  school  building  to 
which  you  refer  in  an  editorial  in  your 
issue  of  last  evening  is  much  more  im- 
portant, it  seems  to  me,  than  the  pr..s>  or 
the  public  have  ire.itcd  it.  Mr.  Riiy. 
who^e  letter  was  published  in  ttie  siiUic 
issue,  takes  the  stand  that  the  use  ot  ? 
school  'Hiikliny  loi  library  purposes  is 
unwarranted  in  that  thcbuilrling  was  not 
erected  for  anv  such  purp'>se.  What- 
ever may  be  the  force  of  this  argumont 
as  applied  to  oidiaaiy  school  buildiigb 
it  cannot  have,  of  itself,  to  miu  h  weigh  1. 
when  applied  to  the  spacious  and  mag 
niticent  structure  called  the  High  school 
building.  This  building  was  erected  for 
the  needs  and  requirements  of  High 
school  students  and  yet  it  might  very 
well  contain  libraries,  museums  and  art 
galleries  of  considerable  magnitude  and 
have  considerable  room  to  spare  so  far 
as  the  present  needs  of  these  students 
are  concerned. 

There  are,  however,  other  substantial 
objections  to  the  location  of  a  public  lib 
rary  m  a  building  used  for  school  pur- 
poses. In  the  first  place  there  is  such  a 
thing  as  making  certain  reading  matter 
too  convenient  and  accessible  for  young 
people.  When  boys  and  girls  arrive  at 
an  age  where  novel  reading  becomes 
attractive,  they  are  very  apt  to  devote 
most  of  their  spare  time  in  reading  fic- 
tion if  the  book  can  be  obtained  wiihcut 
much  effort— as  by  dropping  into  an  a.d- 
loining  room  during  the  noon  hour  aad 
before  and  after  school  hours.  The  taste 
for  novel  reading  needs  no  stimulation, 
and  the  objections  to  its  rapid  devehp- 
ment  during  the  period  of  student  lie 
are  obvious. 

It  is  the  public,  however,  whose  inter- 
est must  be  consulted  rather  than  the 
students  in  the  matter  of  the  locationof  the 
public  library.  The  placing  of  a  public 
library  in  a  school  building  is,  in  one  par- 
ticular, like  the  going  into  a  convent  by 
a  young  woman — both  mean  retirement 
from  the  world.  The  main  purpose  of  a 
building  hxes  in  the  public  mind  the 
character  of  all  of  its  departments  aiid 
no  matter  what  you  call  the  library,  after 
its  location  is  once  established  in  the 
High  School,  it  will  be  regarded  as  part 
of  the  school  outfit  and  as  being  for  the 
paramount,  if  not  exclusive,  us- of  teach- 
ers and  pupils. 

This  result  does  not  follow  because  of 
any  actual  exclusion  of  the  public,  but 
simply  from  the  feeling  which  is  bound 
to  develop  that  the  library  has  became, 
in  a  sense,  school  property.  To  obtain 
the  best  results  from  the  main- 
ttname  of  a  public  library 
the  public  must  be  made  to 
feel  that  they  are  the  proprietors,  so  to 
speak,  of  the  institution  and  that  it  is 
under  their  control.  Remove,  even  in  a 
partial  way,  the  idea  of  ownership  and 
the  interest  ot  the  public  in  the  institu- 
tion begins  to  decline.  I  pon  investiga- 
tion, I  think  it  will  be  four.d  that  wheie- 
ever  a  city  has  tried  the  proposed  exper- 
iment, the  public  has  in  a  very  marked 
degree  ceased  to  avail  itself  of  the  priv- 
ilegts  of  the  library. 

Apart  from  the  objections  already 
mentioned,  the  High  school  building  is 
not  well  situated  for  the  purposes  of  a 
public  library.  The  professional  man, 
the  business  man  and  the  workmen  will 
not  use  a  library  at  all,  or  at  least  very 
seldom,  unless  it  is  close  to  the 
business  center  of  the  city  cr  is  upon  a 
street  through  which  they  must  pass  in 
going  to  and  from  their  homes.  The 
present  location  ot  the  library  is  prob- 
ably not  so  accessible  as  it  might  be  but 
it  is,  without  doubt,  in  a  much  more  con- 
venient situation  for  the  'nass  of  the  peo- 
ple than  is  the  High  School  building. 
This  particular  question  n:ay  be  easily 
determined  by  every  individual  asking 
himself  v,'hether  if  the  librarv  were 
placed  in  the  High  School  building  he 
would  make  frequent  use  of  its  pru'i- 
leges.

4 
per  cent  over  the  corresponding  period 
of  last  year,  which  is  a  good,  healthy 
growth  thit  speaks  volumes  for  the 
steady  increase  in  the  city's  business 
despite  the  adverse  circumstances.  Du-

The  Life  Saving  Servicei 

The  life  saving  service  deserves  far 
more  consideration  than  it  usually  re- 
ceives at  the  hands  of  congress.  It  is  a 
most  important  branch  of  the  public 
service,  as  the  statistics  found  in  the 
annual  reports  of  its  operations  will  de- 
monstrate. Every  traveler  by  water  has 
or  should  have  a  deep  interest  in  the  life 
saving  service,  because  he  knows  not  the 
moment  when  he  may  be  saved  from  a 
watery  grave  by  the  gallant  work  of  the 
men  connected  with  the  life  saving  sta- 
tions. People  residing  upon  the  great 
lakes  have  witnessed  numerous  instances 
of  the  heroic  efforts  of  the  life  savins 
service  to  rescue  wrecked  mariners  and 
travelers,  and  the  records  bear  abundant 
evidence  of  the  success  which  has  at- 
tended their  noble  work. 

According  to  the  annual  report  of 
Superintendent  Kimball,  at  the'close  of 
the  last  tiscal  year  the  establishment  em- 
braced 244  stations,  182  being  on  the 
Atlantic,  49  on  the  lakes,  12  on  the  Pa- 
cific and  I  at  the  Falls  of  the  Ohio, 
Louisville,  Ky.  The  number  of  disasters 
to  documented  vessels  within  the  field  of 
operations  of  the  service  during  the  year 
was  427.  There  were  on  board  the  ves- 
sels 3565  persons,  of  whom  3542  were 
saved  and  23  lost.  Of  shipwrecked  per- 
sons 663  received  succor  at  the  stations. 

The  estimated  value  of  the  vessels  in 
volved  in  the  disasters  was  $6,414,075 
and  that  of  their  cargoes  Si. 684, 000,  mak- 
ing a  total  value  of  property  imperilled 
$8,098,075.  Of  this  amount  $6,442,505 
was  saved  and  $1,655,570  lost.  The  num- 
ber of  vessels  totally  lost  was  88.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  foregoing  there  were  during 
the  year  154  casualties  to  small  craft, 
such  as  sailboats,  rowboats,  etc.,  on  which 
there  were  327  persons,  321  of  whom  were 
saved  and  6  lost. 

The  property  involved  in  these  in- 
stances is  estimated  at  $153,035,  of  which 
$128,345  was  saved  and  $24,690  lost. 
There  were  47  other  persons  rescued 
who  had  fallen  from  wharves,  piers,  etc., 
and  who  would  have  perished  without 
the  aid  of  the  life  saving  crews. 

This  is  a  splendid  record,  and  the  fig- 
ures are  large  and  certain  to  attract  at- 
tention. Yet  there  are  few  people  who, 
after  hurriedly  glancing  at  the  statistics, 
will  have  any  idea  of  the  hard  and  dan- 
gerous character  of  the  work  which  has 
been  done  by  the  life  savers  and  of  the 
many  acts  of  heroism  which  they  have 
performed.  The  efficiency  of  the  ser- 
vice has  been  hindered  much  in  the  past 
by  the  lack  of  sufficient  funds,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  present  congress  will  act 
more  generously  towards  this  imiiortant 
service  than  have  its  predecessors. 


The  Public  Library. 

Interviews  are  published  today  with  a 
number  of  citizens  in  reganl  to  the  pro- 
posed lemoval  of  the  public  library  to 
the  High  School  building.  While  many 
people  favor  this  change,  there  is  like- 
wise a  strong  public  sentiment  against  it. 
Some  people  oppose  it  because  they  do 
not  think  that  the  library  should  be  lo- 
cated in  any  school  building,  but  that 
the  latter  should  be  used  exclusively  for 
school  purposes.  There  is  a  steady  de- 
mand for  more  accomodations  for  school 
children,  and  the  district  is  constantly 
erecting  new  building  to  meet  this  de- 
mand, It  is  urged,  therefore,  that  all  the 
rooms  in  the  High  School  building  are 
required  for  school  purposes. 

There  are  others  who  oppose  the  re- 
moval of  the  library  on  the  ground  that 
its  present  location  is  more  convenient 
for  the  people  who  visit  it  most  frequent- 
ly. It  is  easily  reached  by  street  cars 
from  Lakeside,  Endion,  West  Duluth 
and  the  West  End  for  a  single  fare, 
while,  if  it  were  placed  in  the  High 
School  building,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
pay  double  street  car  fare  to  reach  it. 

On  the  other  hand  the  advocates  of  the 
change  of  location  have  some  strong 
arguments,  chief  of  which  is  the  greater 
room  to  be  obtained  in  the  High  School 
building  for  the  purposes  of  the  library 
and  the  large  saving  in  expense  for  rent, 
which  could  be  devoted  to  the  purchase 
of  new  books  and  otherwise  improving 
the  usefulness  of  this  popular  institu- 
tion. 

Many  people  have  "supposed  that  this 
matter  has  been  definitely  settled  by  the 
library  board,  but  this  is  incorrect.  The 
library  bodrd  is  anxious  to  act  in  a  man- 
ner that  will  suit  the  wishes  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  people  who  avail  themselves 
of  the  library's  opportunities,  and  if  the 
majority  are  opposed  to  removal  the 
board  will  no  doubt  decide  against  mak- 
ing any  change  from  the  present  loca- 
cation.

WAT[I!  WORKS  BOiS 


Views  of  Some  Prominent  Citizens  on  the 

Question  of   Issuing  Them   at 

This  Time. 


Col.  Graves  Thinl<s  That  the  City  Should  Not 
Start  Out  on  an   Extensixe  Oper- 
ation Now. 


Mayor   d'Autremont    Says   That   tH   "ity 

Should   Know  Where   the  Interest 

Money  Will  Come  From. 


There  is  a  possibility  that  on  Monday 
evening  an  ordinance  will  be  presented 
to  the  council  providing  for  a  special 
election  on  the  question  of  issunig  bonds 
for  the  construction  of  a  water  works 
system.  The  matter  has  of  late  arroused 
much  more  interest  among  citizens  than 
formerly  and  it  is  freely  and  frequently 
discussed.  The  Herald  has  gathered  a 
number  of  opinions  from  prominent  men 
and  presents  them  here: 

Col.  C.  H.  Graves:  It  does  not  seem 
to  me  that  the  city  should  start  out  on 
an  extensive  operation  of  this  kind  at 
the  present  timcf  No  oqe  of  its  citizens 
would  dare  to  do  so  in  his  private  busi- 
ness, until  times  improve  and  the  city 
should  conduct  its  business  on  the  same 
common  sense  principles.  It  is  difficult 
to  discuss  this  cjuestion  freely  without 
saying  things  that  we  would  rather  not 
spread  abroad.  Before  the  board  of  al- 
dermen vote  to  issue  these  bonds  they 
should  make  some  estimate  of  where  the 
money  is  to  come  from  to  pav  the  inter- 
est on  these  and  on  outstanding  bonds, 
on  the  Ontario  plan  certificates  out- 
standing and  to  pay  the  running  ex- 
penses of  the  city.  How  much  of  last 
year's  taxes  and  assessments  are  there 
still  unpaid?  'How  much  of  the  present 
levy  will  be  unpaid  next  spring?  In  my 
opinion  the  aldermen  will  fail  of  their 
duty  if  they  do  not  investigate  these 
questions  fully  and  at  once.  They  will 
tind  some  startling  facts,  and  if  when 
they  get  them  together  they  do  not  stop 
issuing  bonds  and  cut  down  city  ex- 
penses they  will  not  be  the  sound  busi- 
ness men  1  think  them. 

Mayor  d'Autremont — As  for  issuing 
bonds  to  lay  a  water  main  beyond  Lester 
river,  I  think  it  perfect  folly,  because  it 
has  been  demonstrated  ttiat  at  a  depth 
of  100  feet,  water  from  a  lake  the  i\z^  of 
Superior  water  will  keep  clear.  1  should 
say,  extend  the  present  main  eighty  rods 
from  the  river  and  run  the  intake  out  on 
the  bottom  of  the  lake  and  keep  it  down. 
We  will  then  get  just  as  pure  water  and 
at  a  saving  of  several  hundred  thousa.nd 
dollars.  While  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
city  will  eventually  own  its  own  system 
of  water  wotks,  to  raise  SSoo.oooon  bonds 
at  the  present  time  and  expend  it  on  a 
large  and  costly  water  main,  and  a  reser- 
voir that  will  supply  but  a  very  few 
people,  would  compel  tax  payers  to  pay 
interest  on  5800,000  each  year  with  no  re- 
ceipts in  return.  The  city  is  in  debt  now 
all  that  it  can  stand  at  present.  If  bonds 
were  sold,  the  money  might  be  mixed 
with  other  funds,  all  of  which  are  badly 
needing  cash,  all  to  the  detriment  of  the 
puroose  for  which  the  money  was 
raised.  It  would  seem  a  much  more  sens- 
ible plan  to  have  a  committee  appointed 
to  see  just  how  low  a  price  the  present 
plant  can  be  purchased  for.  Even  if  it 
costs  more  than  $800,000,  that  much  cash 
would  not  have  to  be  paid  and  then  the 
city  would  have  something  that  would 
give  a  revenue.  The  city  could  then  ex- 
te"hd  the  plant  as  its  growth  would  war- 
rant. But  to  lay  a  main  for  six  or  more 
miles  and  as  deep  as  is  necessary  here, 
seems  to  me  to  be  throwing  away  several 
hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the  tax 
payers'  money. 

George  Spencer — The  action  of  the 
gas  and  water  company  in  neglecting 
or  refusing  to  extend  their  mains  is  un- 
doubtedly retarding  the  growth  of  this 
city.  I  do  not  know  which  is  the  worst 
of  the  two  evils — bonding  the  city  to 
erect  a  new  system,  or  allowing  things  to 
go  on  as  they  are.  It  is  a  very  serious 
undertaking,  however,  for  the  citv  to  at- 
tempt to  put  in  another  system  of  water- 
works. There  certainly  would  be  no 
revenue  to  the  city  for  at  least  two 
years,  and  then  the  city  would 
have  to  compete  with  the  old  company 
in  the  territory  already  occupied  by 
them.  Litigation  would  be  sure  to  ensue, 
and  what  with  the  apparently  unavoid- 
able leaks,  to  apply  no  other  terms,  that 
are  the  usual  conriunitants  of  muni- 
cipal contracts  the  people  would  find  it 
cheaper  in  the  end  to  buy  out  the  old 
company  at  its  own  figures.  I  admit 
that  there  has  been  money  expended  by 
the  gas  and  water  company  that  is  prac- 
tically "dead,"  but  the  same  thing  would 
occur  over  again  with  inexperienced 
men  putting  in  a  new  system  along 
our  rockbound         streets.  Let 

the  city  say  to  the  company,  "We  will 
buy  you  out  at  a  fair  valuation  or  put  m 
a  system  of  our  own, '  and  you  would  see 
how  quickly  the  company  would  come  to 
terms.  I  am  a  small  stockholder  in  the 
company  myself,  but  1  would  agree  to 
almost  any  proposition  that  would  help 
the  city  to  acquire  the  present  system  so 
that  the  mains  could  be  extended  as  they 
should  be.  Until  some  definite  plan  is 
arrived  at  I  do  not  think  it  advisable  to 
be  in  a  hurry  about  the  bonds. 

J.  D.  Ray — The  citv  should  and  must 
have  better  water  service.  People  living 
on  the  hill  are  as  much  entitled  to  fire 
protection  as  those  in  any  other  part  of 
the  city,  and  if  the  company  will  not  give 
it  to  them  the  city  ouj^ht  to  do  so.  The 
bends  could  easily  be  floated  now  and 
work  furnished  for  the  laboring  men  this 
winter. 

S.  A.  Thompson — I  am  strongly  in 
favor  of  the  plan   of   issuing    bonds  for

the  pujpD;t"  of  putting  in  a  new  system 
i)f  wati  r  works.  The  work  can 
be  dou',*  25  per  cent  cheaper  this  winter 
than  at  any  other  time,  and  besides  that 
it  will  iff  Old  work  for  a  great  many  peo- 
ple thij  .vintcr  who  otherwise  would  suf- 
fer privation. 

Secretary  Buchanan,  of  the  Jobbers' 
Union— The  jobbers  long  ago  declared 
for  some  new  system  whereby  efficient 
fire  protection  might  be  afforded  to  the 
wholesale  district  and  the  mains  extend- 
ed to  keep  pace  with  the  growth  of  the 
city. 

S.  F.  Snively — If  the  present  plant  can- 
not be  bought  by  the  city  upon  an 
etiuitable  basis  then  it  may  be  advisable 
to  raise  the  money  and  go  ahead  and 
build  a  new  water  works  system,  but  I 
should  recommend  a  very  careful  in- 
vestigation into  the  state  of  affairs  be- 
fore any  decisive  steps  are  taken. 

Capt.  T.  H.  Pressnell— Yes,  I  favor  the 
issue  of  the  bonds  because  water  is  badly 
needed  in  many  parts  of  the  city,  and  if 
the  company  will  not  furnish  it  the  city 
should. 

Hon.  H.  B,  Moore— 1  think  that  the 
city  authorities  had  better  go  a  little 
slow  and  look  a  little  ahead  before  they 
plunge  the  city  into  fresh  debt  by  float- 
ing bonds  to  build  water  works.  We 
want  water  main  extension,  but  it  will 
not  do  to  pay  too  high  a  price  for  the 
accommodation. 

Col.  D.  H.  Stevenson — If  the  authori- 
ties really  mean  business  it  is  a  good 
scheme,  but  they  should  be  sure  that 
they  have  a  proper  plan  of  campaign 
before  they  start  in. 

S.  L.  Merchant — The  city  should  stop 
issuing  bonds.  We  have  enough  taxes 
as  it  is.  We  want  more  and  better  water, 
it  is  true,  and  the  way  to  get  it  is  to  as- 
sist the  present  company,  not  to  hinder 
it  as  has  been  done  in  the  past.  In- 
stead of  paying  $50,000  to  Sioo.ooo  in- 
terest for  the  next  two  years  while  the 
new  system  is  being  put  in,  it  would  be 
better  to  advance  the  money  to  the  com- 
pany under  a  guarantee  that  certain  im- 
provements would  be  made. 

A.  C.  Batchelor— I  say  that  it  is  a  first 
rate  idea  for  the  city  to  take  hold  of  the 
water  question.  Let  them  begin  to  lay 
their  mam  from  Lester  river  towards  the 
city.  This  will  be  a  big  job  and  give 
lots  of  employment  to  our  people.  As 
soon  as  this  work  is  well  advanced,  the 
company  will  come  to  terms  and  either 
sell  out  reasonably  or  behave  themselves 
better,  as  soon  as  they  see  that  the  city 
means  business. 

Senator  F,  B.  Daugherty— It  is  not 
right  to  issue  §800,000  worth  of  bonds  all 
at  once  for  any  such  purpose.  This 
amount  of  money  could  not  be  used  fast 
enough  to  avoid  paying  heavy  interest 
upon  a  lot  of  idle  money.  Then  when 
one  fund  is  overburdened  with  money 
loans  are  made  to  other  funds  and  ex- 
penses are  piled  up  instead  of  curtailed. 
Then  when  will  the  revenue  to  the  city 
commence  to  come  in  and  where  will  it 
come  from?  The  talk  of  duplicating  the 
present  plant  is  not  practical.  No  one 
who  has  his  house  and  yard  fixed  up  is 
going  to  tear  up  all  his  property  to  put 
in  fresh  water  connections.  There  is  no 
other  reason  for  the  issue  of  the  bonds 
at  present,  and  there  is  t^  good  of  be- 
ginning to  pay  interest  before  you 
have  to. 

A.  T.  Macgregor— There  could  be  no 
better  time  than  the  present  to  begin  to 
build  a  water  system.  Material  is  cheap, 
labor  is  cheap  and  contracts  could  be 
made  on  favorable  terms  by  the  city.  I 
am  in  favor  of  the  scheme. 

C.  R.  Haines — While  I  consider  that 
the  gas  and  water  company  is  a  fraud 
on  the  public,  I  do  not  think  that  the 
city  is  in  a  position  to  issue  such  an 
amount  of  bonds. 

C.  F.  Johnson — If  it  is  to  bond  the  city 
for  the  purpose  of  building  a  new  system 
of  waterworks,  I  am  opposed  to  the 
scheme.  Such  a  proceeding  would  en- 
tail endless  litigation.  I  believe  in  the 
city  buying  the  present  plant,  for  if 
there  is  anything  that  a  municipality  can 
afford  to  go  into  debt  for,  it  is  for  the 
ownership  of  its  own  waterworks. 

George  H.  Claypool— I  do  not  think 
that  the  citv  should  issue  bonds  at  all  at 
the  present  for  any  purpose  whatever, 
because  of  the  bad  effect  it  would  have 
abroad.  It  looks  too  much  like  needless 
extravagance  in  my  opinion. 

H.  H.  Hanford — I  am  heartily  in  favor 
of  the  bond  issue  at  this  time,  as  I  con- 
sider it  will  be  an  economical  move. 

Neil  McLachlan — No  system  of  water- 
works can  be  successful  in  this  city  un- 
less the  present  plant  is  merged  into 
same.  Our  alleys  will  not  allow  water 
mains  and  main  sewers  to  be  construct- 
ed and  maintained  without  detriment  to 
each  other.

St.  Paul  h.  Duluth  Railroad  Sues  the  C.  N. 
Nelson  Lumber  Company. 
The  St.  Paul  «&  Duluth  railway  has 
be^un  a  suit  against  the  C.  N.  Nelson 
Lumber  company  to  settle  some  disputes 
regardinj^  certain  pine  lands.  The 
plaintiff  alleges  that  in   January,  1880,  it

The  plaintiff  asks  that 
the  defendant  be  enjoined  from  cutting 
more  that  200,000,000  feet  and  be  re- 
quired to  pay  f;(  per  thousand  for  all 
timber  cut  in  excess  of  that  amount. 
James  D.  Armstrong,  the  company's  so- 
licitor, begins  the  action. 

Charles  A.  Moore  has  commenced 
suitagainst  Hutchinson  Bevier  to  recover 
$4000.  An  agreement  was  made  between 
i  G.  W.  Davis  and  Charles  A.  Moore  on 
one  part  and  Hutchinson  Bevier  on  the 
other  under  which  the  latter  was  to  pay 
Sio,ooo  for  information  regarding  a 
stone  deposit  on  land  in  Itasca  county  to 
which  the  defendant  was  anxious  to  se- 
cure title  from  the  government.

tory  of  Country  Newspaper  Life  as  Told  by 
the  Night  Editor  of  a  Daily 
Sheet. 


It  had  been  a  busv.  vexiner,  troublous 
day  on  the  inornins,'  l>road-Ax.  To  start 
with,  the  sportint;  editor  failed  to  show- 
up  at  the  assit^nnient  hour,  as  the  result 
of  having  elected  to  go  upon  a  roaring 
drunk.  That  compelled  the  city  editor 
to  explode  much  dark  blue  profanity  and 
detail  the  religious  editor  to  report  a 
glorious  cocking  main  billed  for  that 
evening  in  a  secret  place. 

The  next  straw  was  laid  across  the 
camel's  back  when  the  veteran  court  re- 
porter sent  down  word  that  he  was  con- 
lineil  to  his  room  by  a  touchy  liver, 
goaded  into  rebellion  by  the  effects  of  a 
big  bar  banquet  tendered  the  evening 
beiore  in  honor  oi  a  judge  who  resigned 
his  onice  'ere  death  pried  loose  his 
hands.  That  made  it  necossarv  to  em- 
pk>y  a  "sub"  in  the  person  of  a  red- 
headed rover,  who  was  working  his  way 
to  Frisco,  where  he  hoped  to  enjoy  the 
delightful  Dohemianism  of  that  city. 

Just  before  the  city  editor  jumped  into 
his  overcoat  to  go  out  and  pull  a  few 
wires  for  a  municipal  appointment  at 
the  hands  of  a  newly  elected  city  council, 
he  was  compelled  to  tarrv  and  appease 
the  wrath  ot  a  big  horse  doctor  who  hid 
been  given  a  bloody  nose  in  a  row  with 
his  mother-in-law  and  who,  as  a  slight 
means  of  vindicating  his  self-respect,  was 
de  ermincd  to  "lick"  the  tp-pound  re- 
porter who  had  made  a  success  of  his 
assignment  by  writing  up  the  family 
fracas  in  a  manner  that  caused  the  whole 
city  to  strain  its  sides  with  laughter. 

Then  grief  upon  grief:  That  neces- 
sary evil,  the  business  office,  had  been 
thrown  into  the  wildest  excitement  by  the 
service  of  a  notice  that  a  notorious,  dia- 
mond bedecked  quack  doctor  had  com- 
menced a  libel  suit  agamst  the  daily 
Kroad-Ax  for  damages  in  the  sum  of 
§100,000. 

Worse  and  more  of  it.'  The  Broad- 
Ax  was  at  war  with  the  mayor  and  his 
administration  ot  municipal  matters.  A 
fearful  roast  in  the  issue  of  that  morning 
caused  the  teeth  of  the  mavor  and  liis 
gang  to  gnash  with  rage.  That  after- 
noon the  city  hall  report,ir 
had  been  refused  news  and  for- 
bidden future  entrance  at  the  mayor's 
office.  His  honor's  private  secretary, 
illy  advised,  late  in  the  evening,  mounted 
to  the  editorial  Hoor  with  savage  mien 
and  announced  that  he  had  called  for  the 
heart's  blor-d  of  the  managing  editor. 
That  dyspeptic  individual  peered 
through  his  spectacles  in  an  inquiring 
manner,  and  as  soon  as  he  caught  onto 
the  situation,  he  cooly  and  quickly  boost- 
ed the  warlike  visitor,  who  had  been  so 
foolhardy  as  to  beard  the  lion  in  his  den, 
out  of  the  door  and  tumbled  him  down 
a  flight  of  stairs.  . 

But  that  was  not  all  the  trouble.  One 
of  the  evening  papers  dug  up  and 
printed  a  three-column  "scoop"  which  a 
liroad-Ax  reporter  had  been  nursing  and 
which  he  had  planned  to  spring  upon 
the  public  in  the  next  morning's  issue. 
Shortly  after  midnight  the  only  telegraph 
wire  to  an  outof-the-way  village  went 
down  and  the  story  of  a  most  cold-blood- 
ed and  sensational  murder  was  lost,  after 
the  first  few  paragraphs  had  been  re- 
ceived. Then  the  composing  room  was 
filled  up  with  half-fed,  half  drunken 
"subs"  and  the  proofreader  found  that 
even  the  second  revise  would  not  give 
him  clean  proof  sheets.  The  big  press 
slipped  a  cog  and  the  early  mail  edition 
missed  the  fast  train  which  whirled  the 
papers  with  almost  lightning  speed  to 
the  interior  towns. 

Was  all  that  not  trouble  enough  for 
one  day.' 

It  was,  indeed,  a  badly  fagged  out 
crowd  of  editors  and  reporters  that 
dropped  into  the  little  back  room  at 
"Schneider's  Place"  about  3:30  a.  m.  for 
the  usual  lunch  and  review  of  the  day's 
happenings  over  plate  and  mug,  pre- 
vious to  seeking  the  early  morning  slum- 
ber. A'.l  had  bjj^ik.n  freely  freely  when 
the  night  editor  was  moved  to  a  speech 
of  length. 

"Vou  fellows  think  life  on  a  daily  paper 
is  mighty  checkerrd."  l.v;   began,   "but  I 


icii  >ou    .sonit.    experiences    have    been 
met  on  little  one  horse    country    papers 
that  throw  everything  else  in    the  shade. 
•Something  over  three    years    ago    1  was 
do«ii  on  my  luck.     I    had    seen    an    all 
Tound  service  in  daily    newspaper  work 
but  things  ceased  coming  mv    way,  aU  1 
touched  seemed  to  turn  to  grass    and  all 
that  summer  I  had  been    living    as    the 
bird.s  and  the  foxes    of    the   fields,  so  to 
speak.     In  the  fa'l  a    red    hot    politic  d 
campaign  came  on   and  through    an  old 
accpiaintanco  I  got  a  situation  at  editing 
a  weekly  paper  in  a  town   of  about  1000 
inhabitants.     That    lasted      nearly    two 
mouths  and  enabled  me    to  get    fed    up 
and  lay    in  a    modest    stock    of    winter 
clothing.    At  last  the    campaign   closed 
and  with  it  my  job,  for    the  court    house 
nng  which  had  been  putting    up  to    the 
oxvner  of  the  little  paper  no  longer  need- 
ed Its  thunder  and  the  campaign  funds 
ceased. 

"'jut  I  had  to  have  a  job.    Times  were 
hard  and  1  could  get  promise  of  nothing 
on  a  city  paper.      That  was  the  year  the 
1-armers' Alliance  broke  loose  in  Kansas. 
1  was    in  a    Kansas    town,   and    in  that 
county,  on  a    fusion  ticket,    all  the  Alli- 
ance   legislative    candidates   had    been 
e  ected.      The    first    taste    of    political 
hlood  aroused  and   enthused   the  reform 
patriots,  and  thev  decided  that  they  must 
have  a    county  organ.     I    suddenly   de- 
cided that  I  was  just  the  man  to  run  that 
organ.      I  not  oidy  must  do    something, 
but  I    had    seen    enough  of    the  selfish! 
doubtlul  practices  of  the  old  party  rings 
in  that  locality  to  put  me  in  the  humor  to 
turn    my    stub    pen    against    them,      I 
sought    out    the    leaders    and  although 
some   of    the  double-dyed    patriots  op- 
posed me  because  1  had  worked  on  that 
opposition  sheet  during    the    campaign. 
Those  honest  farmers  could    not  under- 
stand that  I  had  worked  only  in  my  pro- 
fessional capacity.     But  at  last,  although 
1  could  not  arrange  for  a  juicv  bonus,  I 
had  the  word  of  the  leaders  in  the  county 
Alliance  that  they  would    use  their  iiillu- 
ence  10  secure  me  subscribers  and  at  the 
next  quarterly  meeting    of   the  Alliance 
they  would  do    their    best  to  secure  the 
endorsement  of  my  paper  as  'the  official 
organ  of  the  Black    Earth  county  Farm- 
ers   Alliance."       Thereupon,   1   founded 
the  'Calamity  Howler.' 

''The  founding  was  a  delicate  but  not 
an  expensive  piece  ot  business.  In  the 
town  of  Simpsoa  was  a  printing  office 
about  to  be  closed.  It  was  owned  by  a 
big,  aggressive  woman  with  a  pronounced 
black  mustache.  Her  husband  had  been 
a  hue  union  printer  but  his  wife's  ag- 
gressive manners  hail  broken  his  spirit 
until  only  two  alternatives  for  peace 
were  left— drink  or  suicide.  He  foolish- 
ly chose  the  former.  To  get  him  away 
from  the  'growlers'  of  the  city,  the  mas- 
culine female  had  moved  to  Simpson 
and  with  1  little  windfall  purchased  the 
printing  office.  On  the  eve  of  election, 
instead  of  getting  out  the  weekly  edition 
of  his  wife's  paper,  he  got  blindly  drunk. 
His  wife,  as  soon  as  he  sobered  up, 
pulled  ofT  her  shoe,  blacked  his  eye,  Hrcd 
him  out  of  town  and  then,  when  I  came 
along,  leased  her  outfit  to  me, 

"Now,    I    had    a    cash  capital  of  only 
<;2  35.  but  in  nerve  and  experience  I  had 
$1,000,000.     Who    could    ask    for  more? 
The  woman  agreed  to  wait  for    the    first 
month's  rent  until  I  could  make  it  out  of 
the  business.     I  sent  for  an    old    printer 
friend  of  mine,  took  cjuarters  at  the  bjst 
hotel  and  commenced  to  hustle. 
'      "Simpson  was  a  dead  town  of  icoo  lost 
i  souls.     The  merchants  did    not    believe 
in  advertising,  the  citizens  religiously  re- 
frained from  paying  up    back    subscrip- 
tions aiid  a  market  gardener  who  ran  an 
opposition  shop  with  blacksmith  printers 
bad  cut  all  the  profit  out  of  job  work. 

"I  got  along  all  right  for  awhile  but 
providence  had  in  store  for  me  a  stormy 
experience  with  the  Calamity  Howkr. 
The  mayor  of  Simpson  once  had  been  an 
ignorant  but  good  looking  Irishman  who 
'ran'  a  threshing  machine  during  the 
season  for  it  and  conducted  a  farm  the 
rest  of  the  time.  Through  the  threshing 
machine,  he  got  very  familiar  with  grain 
of  all  kinds  and,  intime,aspired  to  higher 
pursuits.  He  took  a  job  in  a  grain  ele- 
vator, then  commenced  buying  on  his 
own  hook  and  finally  blossomed  out  as  a 
regular  speculator  on  the  board  of  trade. 
Luck  was  with  him  and  he  accjuired 
quite  a  fortune,  Of  course  an  Irishman 
IS  prone  to  enter  politics.  This  mavor 
was  no  exception  and  as  he  dearly  loved 
a  brisk  game  of  poker,  spent  money 
freely  in  the  saloons  and  patronized  even 
worse  resorts  in  the  town,  all  the  baser 
element  stood  right  by  him  and  gave  him 
the  office  of  mayor  time  after  time.  Any 
who  dared  to  oppose  his  actions  or  ad- 
ministration were  either  won  over  or 
gradually  run  out  of  town. 

"This  mayor  was  the  first  snag  I 
Struck.  One  afternoon  the  leading  mer- 
chant of  the  place,  in  company  with  a 
meddlesome  private  detective,  repaired 
(luietly  to  the  mayor's  lodgings,  and  upon 
their  knocks  being  unanswered,  kicked 
open  the  door  and  entered.  When  the 
merchant  came  out  his  wife,  almost  in 
hysterics,  came  with  him.  The  mayor 
at  once  went  on  a  spree  and  spent  money 
liberally  on  free  drinks  for  the  'boys.' 
Of  course  the  tongues  of  the  populace 
wagged  like  a  house  on  fire.

"The  next  day,    a    delegation    of    hit 
honor's  strikers  called  upon    me  to    ask 
that  1  retrain  from   publishing  the  story 
of  the  mayor's  scrape.     I   had  to  refuse. 
.My      ideas      of      a      newspajjer     were 
that    it    was    a    medium   for    publish- 
ing   the     news.      Then      the      honest, 
respectable    farmers  from    whom  I    ex- 
pected to  get  my  subscribers,  were  down 
on  the  cussedness  of  the   town  of    Simp- 
son.    Had  1  left   out  that    scandal    they 
would  have  said:    'Well  that   fellow  has 
not  printed  the  story.    He    must  be  that 
kind  of  a  fellow    himself.    That   kind  of 
fellows  stand  together.     We  don't   want 
his  paper  if  he    favors  that   disreputable 
gang.'      So    despite    threats,    coaxings, 
promises,  ofifers    of  bribes,    the    story  of 
the  scandal  was  printed  in  plain,  decent 
language.     My  county   circulation   com- 
menced to  increase. 

"Hut  after  a  week  or  two  a  merchant 
would  quietly  order  out  his  advertise- 
ment on  a  plea  of  hard  times.  Soon  an- 
other would  follow  suit.  Then  half  a 
dozen  would  refuse  the  newspaper  at  the 
postolfice  window,  a  most  insulting 
method  of  stopping  a  paper,  and  former 
customers  would  slip  down  to  the  dismal 
office  of  the  opposition  sheet  for  their 
job  work, 

"I  was  puzzled  but  not  for  long.  My 
printer  was  a  sly  chap  and  aftera  few 
evenings  spent  in  a  saloon  he  came  to 
me  and  said :  'Thei  s  been  a  boycott 
ordered  on  the  Calamity  Howler.' 

"It  was  too  true.  The  rotten  gang  had 
bulldozed  the  decent  people  so  long  that 
they  d.ared  not  show  their  b.ackbone  of 
love  of  decency.  Respectable  merchants, 
who  wished  me  success  in  their  hearts, 
withdrew  support  because  they  feared 
its  continuance  would  harm  them  more 
with  the  gang  than  it  would  do  them 
good. 

"1  at  once  determined  that  if  I  must 
go  down,  it  would  be  fighting  and  with 
flag  flying.  1  was  not  getting  many  dol- 
lars out  of  Simpson  but,  leaving  my 
printer  to  run  the  paper,  I  commenced 
to  hustle  out  over  the  county.  1  visited 
meetings  of  the  sub-Alli,inces.  I  made 
•VUiance  speeches  and  always  wound  up 
with  an  appeal  for  subscriptioni. 
Times  were  hard.  The  state 
had  been  vis:lcd  with  a  drought 
and  small  fannne  the  season  before  and 
about  all  the  cash  in  that  part  of  the 
countiy  had  been  borrowed  from  the 
banks  at  an  lateresc  rate  of  3  per  cent 
p-r  mo(itb,  but  those  gritty  old  grangers 
chipped  in  a  dolhir  here  and  a  dollar 
there,  wfuch  kept  me  floating.  1  wrote 
up  the  alliances  and  editorials  when  out 
and  kept  my  columns  filled  with  interist- 
iiig  county  news, 

"ilighteen  miles  east  of   Simpson   was 
the  town  of  Weavertown— the    metropo- 
lis of  the  county  with  3000  people.    'J  hat 
was  where  I  wished   originally    to  found 
the  Howler,    but    it    already    had  three 
papers,  so  I  went  to  Simpson.     I  made  a 
verbal    agreement,    however,    with    the 
woman  who  owned    the    outfit  that  if  in 
lime    Simpson    proved    a  poor    field,    1 
should  be  allowed  to  remove  to  Weaver- 
town.     Seeing  that  1   got  no  support  and 
much  opposition  at  Simpson,  1    decided 
to  move  to    Weavertown    where    I    had 
many         friends         and      where      one 
of         the         papers        already      there 
seemed        likely         to         die      '   ano 
open   up  the   field  for  me.    But  when  I 
told  the  old  woman   that  1  was  going  to 
move  she   said  she  guessed  I  wou da't 
until  I  put  up  bonds  for   the  safe    keep- 
ing  of    the    outfit.     I  was   practically  a 
stranger  and  was  not   sure  that  1  coulJ 
give  bonds  even  it  I  wished  to  or  had  to. 
"I    consulted    an   attorney  at  Weaver- 
town.     He  said  that  legally  I  could  make 
the  removal  without    giving    bonds,  but 
probably     the      hoodlum     gang,    which 
thought  it  had  me  down  and  was  arrang- 
ing for  an   editor  to  succeed  me.  would 
induce  the  woman   to  get  out  an  injunc- 
tion restraining   my  removal  or  secure  a 
writ  of    replevin  if    I  made  the  attempt. 
While    there  was    no    doubt   but  that   I 
would  win  in  a  suit  at  law,  three  months' 
litigation  would  put  the   Howler  in   its 
grave,  as  I  had  no  funds  to  keep  the  sheet 
running  until  the  matter  might  be  settled 
in  the  courts. 

"The  more  things  went  atrainst  mc, 
the  more  'foxy'  I  grew.  I  decided  to 
head  off  all  bonds, '  injunctions  and  re- 
plevin suits  by  moving  the  outfit  to  my 
new  location  after  midnight  some  Satur- 
day night,  as  my  attorney  assured  me  no 
civil  proceedings  could  be  undertaken 
on  Sunday.  I  spent  a  week  hustling  for 
cash,  and  when  I  had  raised  all  I  could, 
I  hired  two  teamsters  at  Pefferville,  a 
little  burg  midway  between  Simpson 
and  Weavertown,  to  come  to  Simp- 
son the  next  Saturday  night,  get  the 
outfit  and  transport  it  to  the  new  loca- 
tion. I  telegraphed  my  foreman  what 
the  scheme  was  and  reached  home  on 
the  afternoon  train.  I  had  not  been 
there  for  a  week  and  some  of  the  gang 
who  had  reported  that  I  had  skipped 
out,  were  surprised  to  see  me  pass  up 
and  down  the  street  as  big  as  life. 

"About  dark  my  teamsters  drove 
quietly  into  town  and  put  up  at  a  public 
barn.  About  1 1  o'clock,  with  their  help 
and  that  of  a  couple  of  trusty  local 
workmen,  I  commenced  taking  the  heavy 
presses  apart  and  packing  the  type. 
The  office  was  on  the  second  floor  and 
castings  weighing  a  (luarter  of  a  ton  had 
to  be  slid  down  a  long  flight  of  stairs.  It 
was  a  terrible  job.  Several  pieces  of 
the  machinery  were  so  heavy  that  we 
dared  not  move  them  without  a  block 
and  tackcl.  That  we  had  failed  t  j  pro- 
vide. One  of  the  workmen  then  pro- 
ceeded to  borrow  it.  That  was  secured 
and  then  how  we  tugged  and  pulled 
and  perspired.  1  strained  my 
back  so  badly  that  I  did  not 
get  over  it  for  a  month.  As  luck  would 
have  it,  not  a  soul  passed  on  the  street 
all  night  long  and  as  for  the  night  watch- 
man, he  probably  was  sound  in  drunken 
slumber  m  some  retired  nook.  By  day- 
hght  two  wagons  were  loaded  and  bowl- 
ing along  the  frozen  road  towards 
Weavertown.  There  was, unfortunately, 
so  much  stuff  that  a  third  team  and 
wagon  was  necessary.  About  4  o'clock 
i  woke  a  local  teamster,  and  upon  prom- 
ise of  double  wages  he  agreed  to  take 
the  third  load.  He  was  slow  and  the 
sun  had  appeared  above  the  horizon  be- 
fore he  passed  the  city  limits. 

"My  foreman  took  a  train  before  day- 
light to  Weavertown,  while  I  boarded 
one  of  the  first  wagons  to  start.  We 
reached  Ptfferville  by  8  o'clock  and 
there  fed  and  took  breakfast,  after  which 
the  march  was  taken  up  for  our  destina- 
tion. The  warm  sun  softened  up  the 
wagon  track  and  along  toward  noon  the 
j  track  was  very  heavy  and  the  caravan 
made  slow  progiess.  Finally,  when 
three  and  onr:-half  miles  frjm  the  end  of 
our  novel  journty,  wc  beheld  the  church 
«I>iret»  ot    the  town.    Our  spirits  arose  to 


a  high  degree,  for  we  were  sure  that  we 
had  beaten  the  heathen,  but  we  rejoiced 
too  soon. 

"Happening  to  look  back    one    of  the 
party  saw  a  man  driving  a  team   of  bays 
at  a  spanking  rate,  as   if  to  overtake  us. 
I  at  once  had    a  feeling    that    it    meant 
trouble,  and  so    it    did,    for    th;    rapid 
driver  was  a  Simpson   constable    with  a 
warrant  for  my  arrest   on   the  charge  of 
stealing  the    Howler    outfit.     We    were 
well  armed  and  for  a  moment  I  contem- 
plated resistance,  but  almost  in  the  same 
breath  1  saw  the  folly  and  useles:$ness  of 
such  a  course,  and  upon  being  promised 
that  I  could  stop    in  Pefferville    on    the 
way  back.  1    surrendered    and    climbed 
into  the  officer's  buggy.     He  ordered  the 
teamsters  to  turn  around  and  get  the  out- 
fit back  to  Simpson.    They    stopped    to 
feed  their  jaded  teams  and  we  wt re  soon 
out  of  their  sight. 

:i"At  Pefferville  I  saw  my  legal  friend, 
he  said,  'Tom  eat  your  dinner  and  go 
back  to  Simpson.  I'll  put  my  boy  on 
his  bay  mare  and  send  him  down  the 
road  to  tell  those  men  not  to  go  back  to 
Sinipson,  but  to  go  straight  ahead  to 
u  eavertown  and  get  that  outfit  under 
lock  and  key.' 

"That  plan  was  carried  out  to  the  let- 
ter. My  entry  into  Simpson  was  that  of 
a  triumphant  general  rather  than  of  a 
hardened  midnight  thief.  The  absence 
of  the  outfit  would  not  have  been  known 
until  Monday  morning  had  the  last 
wagon  got  away  half  an  hour  earlier.  As 
it  was,  a  meddlesome  private  detective 
saw  the  last  load  depart.  He  rushed  up 
to  notify  the  belligerent  woman  who 
owned  the  outfit.  She  was  wild  and 
fairly  made  things  howl  for  a  while. 
She  hunted  up  an  attorney  and  as  the 
only  thing  possible,  had  issued  a  warrant 
for  my  arrest  on  the  charge  of  grand 
larceny.  The  attorney  well  knew  the 
charge  would  not  hold  in  a  court  of 
justice,  but  he  hoped  to  hoUl  me  ami  the 
outfit  until  Monday  morning,  when  by 
civic  procedure,  the  outfit  could  be  re- 
covered. Long  before  Monday  morning 
the  outfit  was  locked  up  in  W.iaver- 
tov.n. 

"The  constable  was  a  iiiaii  of  long  ex- 
perience and  when  we  reached  town,  he 
simply  took  my  promise  that  I  would 
show  up  the  next  morning  and  left  me 
at  the  best  hotel,  where  I  put  up  at  the 
expense  of  the  great  commonwealth  of 
Kansas,  whose  priscuier  and  guest  I  was 
But  how  the  old  woman  howled.  She 
nearly  went  into  fits  because  1  had  not 
been  locked  up  in  the  dirty  little  \illage 
calaboose. 

"The  next  morning  I    apoeared  in  the 
court  of  a  justice  of    the  pe.ace,  who  was 
also  a  brother  member  of    the   Farmer's 
Alliance  with  me.      The  angry  female, 
whose  outfit    I    had    slipped  away,    ap- 
peared as  well  as   numerous    spec:ators. 
After  pounding  the    covers    off  a  lot    of 
law  books,  I  was  granted  a    continuance 
of  the  case  for  thirty    days    and    turned 
loose  on    my    own    recognizance.      The 
case  never  came  up  again,  for  ihecouniv 
attorney    ordered    it    dismissed,   saying 
that  he  was  not  inclined   to    push  a  civil 
suit  under  the  guise  of  a  criminal  action 
"After  being    released    that    Monday 
morning  I  took  the  noon  train  for    Wea 
vertown,  set  up  my    presses    and    that 
week  when  the  Calamity    Howler  came 
out  I  fairly  made  the  hair    of    the  gang 
at  Simpson  curl  with    my   shouts    of  trP- 
umph  and  roasting  editorials.     I  keptup 
the  fight  and  so  encouraged    the   people 
of  Simpson  that  at  the    municipal    elec- 
tion which  soon  came  along,  they  organ- 
ized, made    a    fight    and    came    within 
seven  votes  of  defeating  the    mayor  who 
was  renominated  by  his  gang  of    admir- 
ing gamblers   and    dead    game    sports.

At  the  end  of  a  year  I  got  an  offer  froni 
the  management  of  the  Daily  Broad-Ax. 
I  knew  v/hen  I  had  enough,  so  locked  up 
nfiy  county  office,  sent  the  key  to  the 
owner's  agent  and  came  here  and,a:5  you 
all  know,  in  various  positions,  have  been 
your  associate  for  the  past  two  year-;  and 
more."

Coudry.  the  St.  Louis  society  leader,  is 
said  to  have  found  so  irresistible  that 
she  went  insane  over  him,  and  who  cut  a 
vyide  swath  on  a  visit  to  Duluth  som^ 
time  ago.  is  described  hv  a  reporter  who 
visited  him  in  his  handsome  apartments 
in  the  Mound  C  ity  the  other  dav  as  a 
modest  and  unassuming  man  who  is  very 
much  mortified  by  the  publicitv  which 
has  been  thrust  upon  him  in  this  unfor- 
tunate affair.  When  the  orince  v.^as  told 
everything  that  was  being  said  about 
him,  he  mused  for  a  moment  and  then 
broke  into  a  smile,  shrugging  his  broad 
shoulders. 

"A  nobleman  they  call  me?"  he  began 
in  perfect  English,  and  then  he  hesi- 
tated.

Times  j 
were  hard  in  Russia  and  all  over  Europe, 
so  I  determined  to  come  to  America.  I 
"That  was  three  years  ago.  I  have  be-  ' 
come  only  a  business  man  and  I  like  that 
best." 

Then  the  conversation  turned  once 
more  to  the  topic  which  has  brought  the 
prince  before  the  public,  and 'again  he 
denied  most  positively  knowing  Mrs. 
Condry. 

"My  dear  sir,"  he  said  in  his  expbna- 
tion,  "now  that  1  have  had  time  to  think 
the  whole  thing  over,  I  can  say  that 
possibly  some  time  in  the  elevator,  or 
under  some  such  conditions,  I  mav  have 
offered  the  lady  a  seat,  or  raised  my  hat, 
or  done  something  of  that  nature,  but 
that  is  all.  I  was  born  and  reared  a 
gentleman  and  I  treat  all  women  with 
politeness.

The  West  Superior  Trades  Assembly  Anxious 

to  Act  in  Conjunction  Willi  the 

Duluth  Assembly. 


Steps  Have  Been  Taken  to  Form  Closer  Re- 
lations Between  the  Two  Organiza- 
tions Without  Delay. 


Roll  Call  of  Delegates  at  Last  Night's  As- 
sembly Meeting  Showed  a  Poor 
State  of  Trade. 


At  ttie  regular  meeting  of  the  Fcder- 
Liieil  Tratlcs  assembly  held  in  Pythian 
hall  last  evening,  there  was  a  fair  at- 
tendance. 'Ihe  credentials  of  W.  B. 
Warren,  representing  the  Musicians" 
Protective  association,  were  presented 
and  the  delegate  installed. 

Secretary  Haugen.  of  the  West  Su- 
perior Trades  assembly,  was  one  of  a 
ileputation  appoimcd  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  a  committee  from  Duluth  to  act 
m  conjunction  with  the  assembly  over 
the  bay.  He  presented  the  matter  and 
several  delegates  spoke  in  favor  of 
closer  relations  between  the  two  organ- 
izations. A  commitjee  was  then  appomt- 
ed  in  accordance  with  the  Superior  as- 
sembly's request.  ,     ,    ,        , 

Mr.  Haugen  also  asked  that  uiscus- 
sions  of  the  living  questions  of  capital 
and  labor  be  instituted  and  that  the  lisl- 
egates  of  both  asserabhes  take  part  al- 
ternately. .      ^.  ,  X* 

A  deputation  from  the  Theatrical  Me- 
chanics' association   next  appeared  and 
regretted  that  their  constitution  was  ot  | 
such  a  nature  as  to  debar  them  from  at-  J 
filiating  with  the  assembly,  but  promised  , 
that  their  union  would  aid  the    assembly 
in    every    way  possible.     The    meeting  I 
then  went  back  to  the    regular    order  of 
business  and  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
session  were  approved. 

A  roll  call  of  the  delegates  showed 
rather  a  poor  slate  of  trade.  It  was  as 
follows: 

Bakers,  all  men    working,  trade    very- 
fair-  buicbers,    delegates     absent;    car-

The  conference  between  the  l.ngiish 
coal  mine  owners  and  the  miners  was 
settled  under  the  presidency  of  Lord 
Roseberry  last  week.  The  men  resumed 
work  on  Monday  at  the  old  rates  until 
February  next,  when  a  board  of  con- 
ciliation will  be  formed. 

The  campaign  of  the  New  \  ork  trade 
anions  for  representation  in  the  coming 
consliiutional  convention  was  a  failure. 
Samuel  Gompers,  Henry  Weissmann 
and  the  others  were  defeated.  The  so- 
cialists were  among  their  most  bitter  op- 
ponents. 

About  lo.ooo  men  will  be  needed  in 
California's  raisin  center,  where  two 
months'  work  will  be  available.  1  he 
wages  paid  is  seventy-five  cents  a  day 
and  board,  or  $1.15  without  board. 
Chinese  are  being  dumped  there  by  the 
car  load,  to  the  chagrin  of  thousands  of 
idle  white  men  in  near-by  cities. 

There  are  nearlv  1000  Chinamen  in 
Denver.  Thev  work  eighteen  hours  a 
dav  and  seven  days  per  week.  They 
earn  on  an  average  $1^  per  week  .and 
live  on  $2  per  week.  The  rest  goes  to 
China.  In  the  city  of  Denver  there  are 
nearlv  ^000  women  begging  for  laundry 
work  as  a  means  to  escape  hunger,  cold 
and  shame. 

The  mayor  of  the  second  arondisse- 
ment  of  Paris  has  undertaken  ari  inter- 
esting  experiment.  For  some  time  he 
has  had  a  tree  employment  registry, 
wljich  is  said  to  have  proved  of  great 
public  utility.  What  he  proposes  to  do 
now  is  to  publish  lists  of  persons  seeking 
situations  and  of  employers  seeking 
assistance.  These  lists  are  to  be  exhib- 
ited, in  suitable  frames,  in  at  least  three 
freciuented  public  places.  No  charge 
will  be  made.

The  seventh  biennial  report  of  the  lUi- 
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i  nois    bureau    of    labor    is  out.       .^V^^^ 
I  voluminous    document,  and    is  divided 
i  into  three  parts,  one  ot  which  is  devoted 
\  to  showing  the  condition  of  the  working 
'  women  of  Chicago,    another    to  the  Chi- 
j  cago  sweating  system,  and   still  another 
'  to  the  coal  mining  industry   of  the  state. 
The  first  patt,  relating   to  Chicago  work- 
ing   women,    presents  a  table  showing 
that  out  of  the  4526  women    whose  cases 
were  investigated,  employed  in  forty-one 
industries,  twenty-one  were  workmg   for 
less  than  $2    per  week,    and    seventeen 
were  receiving  $20  or  more  per  week. 

At  San  Leondro,  Cal.,  where  the  great 
I  cherry  orchards  are   located,   11   has   al- 
i  ways  been  customary  to  give    the  work 
'  of  cherry  picking  to  the  girls  of    the  vil- 
lage.   Orchard  owners  this  year  decided 
to    replace    them  by  Chinamen.    When 
the  Chinamen  were  shipped  in  trom  San 
Francisco,  they  were  met  at  the  depot  by  1 
the  boys  of    the  village  and  noiiiied   not  ! 
to  stop.    The  Chinese,  however,  left  the  1 
train,  and  a  pitched    battle    ensued.     It 
raged  along  the  streets   for    two    hours. 
The  Chinese  were  assaulted,  badly  beat-  ] 
en  and  driven  from  the  place.    The  girls 
are  again  picking  the  cherries. 

Tnomas  Cameron,  a    member    of    the 
Chicago    Mercliants'      union,    who    has 
spent  four  mcnihs  oi   the    Pacificslope, 
Asia  and  Jaoan,   says:  Chinese   labor  is 
the  cursi  of'white  labor  on  the  coast  and 
in  the  vessels  running  out  of  Pacihc  ports. 
English  ships  br.ng  to  the  coast   China- 
men, who  then  manthe  Ameiican  vessels 
as  firemen,  coal  passers  and  s.adors.  The 
Peru,  a  United  States  mail  steamer  built 
at  the  Union  Iron  works,    of  San    Fran- 
cisco,     and      running      out    of      that 
port,      is     so     manned     today.

A  Washington  real  estate  holder  says 
times  were  never  duller  in  his  city. 
"There  are  10,000  vacant  houses  in 
Washington,  and  land  values  are  not  ris- 
ing a  cent. 

A  call  has  been  issued  by  the  commit- 
tee selected  bv  organized  labor  of  New 
York  to  make  an  effort  to  relieve  the 
distress  among  the  unemployed  for  a 
conference  for  the  purpose  of  taking  in- 
dependent political  action. 

The  entire  Bay  \'iew  (Milwahkee) 
plant  of  the  Illinois  Steel  company  re- 
sumed operations  last  Monday  with  a 
full  force  of   employes. 

Russian  women  and  Japanese  men 
are  pronounced,  bv  those  competent  to 
judge,  the  best  of  the  world  s  workers 
with  the  needle,  as  shown  in  the  em- 
broidery exhibits  in   Chicago. 

President  Maddon's  report  at  the 
opening  of  the  Illinois  Federation  of 
Labor  recommended  the  establishment 
by  the  state  of  a  conciliation  board  for 
the  adjudication  of  labor  differences,  or 
several  of  them  if  found  necessary  or 
expedient. 
The  labor    unions  of 


cannot  be  citizens  replacing  Americans 
in  government  vessels.  In  Cobie,  Japan, 
I  saw  women  and  girls  coaling  the  ships. 
They  put  on  1200  tons  in  seven  hours. 
They  pass  coal  along  in  four  pound  bas- 
kets in  the  way  that  water  buckets  are 
passed  along  by  volunteer  companies  at 
a  village  fire.

mond     drill      runners,      wet      or    dry, 
S3.    In    wet    ground,     requiring     rub- 
ber    clothing,      50      cents     extra    and 
rubber  clothing    furnished.     Any    mine 
where  the  men    shall    vote    to  work  ten 
hours  shall  eaten  company  time  and  25 
cents  an    hour    for    extra    hours.     The 
above  prices  are  based  on  silver   selling 
for  anv  one  month  at  below  75  cents;  from 
85  to  83  cents  25  cents  shall    be    added; 
Irom  83  to  QO   cents,    50    cents  added; 
from  QO  to  97    cents,    75     cents  added; 
from  97  cents  to  Si. 10,    $1    added;   from 
SMo  to  S1.20,  $1.2;  added;  fromSi.2oup, 
Si. 75  added.    A  committee  of  arbitration 
was  appointed  by  the  mine  owners    and 
after  three  days'  labor,  last   evening  the 
committee  reported    that    a   settlement 
had  been  reached,    and  about   500  men 
would  go  to  work  today.     By   the  first  of 
the  month  it  is  expected  that   1000  men 
will  be  given  employment.

loftily  with  Chicago's  chief  of  police, 
"that  everj-thing  these  con.=;pirutor3  do 
is  known  to  us."'  But  it  is  evident  that 
a  New  York  correspondent  informed 
Chicago's  able  reporters  and  her  fine 
police  force  of  something  they  did  not 
know  before.  The  anarchists  beat  the 
city's  officials  and  Xew  Y''ork  writers 
".scooped"  her  journals. 

Official  reports  of  the  conference  have 
been  printed  in  some  of  the  labor  papers, 
but  they  were  not  given  to  the  capital- 
istic press,  so  that  only  the  bare  facts  of 
the  meeting  may  be  known  to  many 
readers. 

Out  of  doors  the  clouds,  the  rain,  the  ! 
smoke,  the  black  soil  of  the  city,  com-  ! 
I  biued  to  produce  as  dark  and  gloomy  a 
day  as  could  well  be  imagined.  In  an 
inner  room  of  the  Chicago  Times  news- 
1  japer  building,  reached  by  climbing  two 
dingj-  flights  of  stair.s  or  signaling  the 
blase  elevator  boy,  who  runs  the  oldest 
■•lift'' in  the  oily,  repo.sed  the  brillijmi 
savage  who  was  to  be  host  of  the  occa- 
sion; one  other  sat  beside  liiui,  silent  and 
expectant. 

It  was  midday,  but  the  shadows  of  ap- 
proacliing  night  seemed  to  brood  over- 
iiead  and  lurk  in  hidden  corners.    It  was 
hard  to  imagine  one's  self  in  th-  heart  of 
a  great  city,  slutt  within  the  walls  of 
one  of  its  busiest  buildings— for  the  in- 
side of  a  tent  lined  vv-ith  dark,  rich  hang- 
ings met  the  eye,  and  the  subdued  roar 
of  city  traffic  coming  up  from  the  street 
far  below  might  as  easily  have  been  the 
noise  of  wind.s  and  woods.

The  low  tones,  the  secret  manner  of  en- 
trance, the   gloom,    the   curious  inner 
room  virith  its  half  barbaric  trappings, 
the  misty,  odorous  atiuosphere,  all  sug- 
gested mystery,  weird,   dark,  brooding 
mystery — deep   enough    to    satisfy    the 
most  ravenous  dime  novel  boy  or  the 
most  ingenious  of  Captain  Schack's  con- 
spiracy hunters.

"'Le  Demi-Monde'  was  written  by 
T>umas,  at  request,  for  the  Comedie 
Franodis,  but.  owin;'  to  its  ultra  tlipp.ant 
char.xct2r  and  cynical  tone,  was  pioduccd 
elsewhere,  ihe  piay  deptinds  aluKsst 
wholly  upon  the  acting  of  three  person*, 
an  adventuress  who  desires  to  marry  an 
honest  man  who  is  unaware  of  her  past 
life;  the  unsuspecting  victim  and  liis 
friend,  to  whonpi  the  true  character  of  the 
woman  is  knijwn.  While  there  are  weak 
points  to  be  found  in  'The  Crust  of  .So- 
ciety,' it  is  certainly  a  forcible  p'ay.  The 
story  told  is  well  sustained  in  interest, 
and  the  types  of  character  dr.^wn  are 
admirable,  from  an  actin?  standpoint  at 
least.  The  role  of  Mrs.  Ernestine  Echo, 
as  enacted  by  Miss  Elita  Proctor  Otis, 
was  extremely  sprightly  and  very  clever. 
Miss  Otis  is  a  painstaking  and  talented 
actress.  Miss  Zeftie  Tilbury,  as 
Mrs.  EastUke,  gave  a  forcible 
portrayal  of  the  adventuress.  The  pnrt, 
while  offering  opportunity  for  clever  ac- 
ting, is  in  much  ^  thankless  one. 
Throughf)ut,  Miss  Tilbury  displaved 
ease,  and  in  the  socne  where  the  lover 
discovers.thK  truth,  Srlie  was  particu!arl\ 
spiriteo.  The  part  of  Oliver  St.  Aubyn 
was  played  by  .Mr.  Arthur  Lc*is.  Verv 
telling  speeches  arc  given  Oliver,  all  of 
which  were  spoken  with  cvccUcnt  effect 
by  .Mr.  Lewis,  who  enacted  the  part  ef- 
fectively throughout.  As  Capt.  North- 
cote,  .Mr.  John  Flood  was  also  clever, 
and,  in  all  respects,  the  pertormince  was 
interesting  and  strung." 


Ifarry  Woodruff,  who  will,  it  is  said,  mar- 
ry Jay  Gould's  daughter  Anna,  is  a  charm- 
ing young  fellow  about  ;il  years  old  lie 
was  in  the  cast  of  the  ill  fated  "Kentucky 
Colonel,"  in  a  role  not  exactly  suited  to  his 
abilities.

It  id  a  no()<l  tiiintr  •  ♦  ♦  to  show  forth  thy 
loving  kinibie.ss  in  the  iiiurniuj  aud  thy  faith- 
fulness every  nisht. 

In  each  of  tlieso  references  the  daily 
aspect  of  benefits  and  thanksgiving  is  em- 
plia-sized.  It  is  well  ix'rhaps  that  this  is  so, 
fur  wliilo  special  days  of  general  thaiik.s- 
giving  to  (iod  are  euiinejilily  ])roper,  yet 
there  is  tlie  constant  danger  in  them  of 
making  tliis  tho  only  time  of  our  thanks- 
giving, it  may  supidant  the  daily  grati- 
tude and  thanksgiving  that  is  due  to  God 
from  every  creature  He  hath  made.  Let 
us  notice,  therefore,  the  two  prominent 
facts  in  our  references. 

1 .  Daily  benefits.  "Blessed  be  the  Lord 
who  daily  loadeth  us  vnth  benefits" 
(Ps.  Ixviii,  19).  This  is  the  testimony  of 
the  psalmist  that  God  blesses  ns  daily. 
"Day  by  day"  the  Saviour  taught  us  to 
pray  for  our  bread,  thus  showing  that 
God".s  blessing  is  necessary  ujiou  us 
daily.  It  is  necessary,  and  it  is  given. 
"Daily  the  Lord  loadetli  us  with  good 
things"— good  things  for  tae  body,  good 
things  for  the  soul.  If  it  were'not  so, 
body  and  soul  would  perish.  Let  God 
withdr;.w  his  favor  and  his  blessings  for 
one  day,  and  soul  and  body  would  jjer- 
ish.  At  .statoil  periods,  such  as  Thanks- 
giving day  and  Christmas,  we  .ire  much 
concerned  about  the  wants  of  onr  fel- 
lows and  provide  them  with  a  super- 
abundance, and  thou  in  many  ea'-es  neg- 
lect them  for  months  to  c<mipi  But  not 
so  does  Cxod  treat  us.  Daily  and  hourly 
ho  supplies  ue  with  tho  blessings  of  lifo

They  have  oi^ened  up,  in  tho  base- 
ment of  the  Trinity  church  of  that  city, 
au  employment  bureau,  thj  use  of  which 
is  free.  No  couimissions  are  received. 
Tho  idea  originated  with  un  earnest  En- 
deavorer,  Mr.  E.  P.  Gastcn,  and  is  car- 
ried out  by  the  volunteer  efforts  of  va- 
riou-^  Endeavorers. 

Members  of  the  society  are  always  on 
hand  i.t  the  room,  one  in  charge  aud  the 
others  rs  assibtante.  There  is  a  large 
"soliciting  committee."  which  reports  at 
the  room  places  where  work  is  to  be 
foimd.  Employers  of  all  kinds  are  urged 
to  make  usq  of  this  bureau.  The  bureau 
is  open  for  both  men  aud  women,  and 
the  liours  aro  from  9  to  10  a.  m.  and  from 
o  to  i-.oO  I),  m. 

Hero  is  a  very  plain,  straightforward 
and  practical  way  of  helpuag  both  poor 
and  rich.  Every  large  tdty  furnishes 
abundant  opportunity  for  Buch  endeav- 
ors, and  there  are  few  towns  &o  small 
that  such  a  bureau  would  not  be  helpful 
to  them.  We  hope  that  many  unicms 
and  local  societies  will  follow  the  good 
example  of  these  Denver  Endcavorers.— 
Golden  Rule. 


Echoed  Ovex-  the  Oceau. 

The  echoe.5  of  the  Montreal  convention 
promptly  reached  England  and  the  house

Christian  Endeavor  Notes. 

During  the  past  year  tiie  missionary 
record  of  the  Gtilesburg  (Ills.)  District 
union  is  a  noble  one.  Its  taembers  have 
contributed  to  missionary  work  the  sum 
of  $1,600,  which  is  an  increase  of  nearly 
half  a  dollar  a  member  over  their  record 
for  last  year.  They  gave  an  average  of 
$4.86  a  member  to  mi8sion8j.'y  causes. 

There  is  now  a  Christian  Endeavor 
union  in  the  isle  of  Wight. 

The  committee  of  1894  reports  over 
$7,000  already  pledged  l)y  Cleveland  so- 
cieties toward  tho  $15,000  needed  for 
convention  expenses.  Thirty  societies 
are  yet  to  be  heard  from,  and  the  money 
will  undoubtedly  be  easily  raised. 

At  the  fourth  annual  (ionvention  of 
southwest  Wisconsin  at  Prairie  du 
Chien  there  were  15  pastoriJ  present.  It 
was  found  that  in  three  3-ears  the  imm- 
ber  of  societies  had  increised  from  20 
young  people's  to  54  young  people's  and 
10  junior  societies— a  brave  record.! 
During  the  last  year  the  disitrict  lookout 
committee  has  organized  18  young  peo- 
ple's and  nine  junior  societies.
